Despite  months  of  preparation  for 
its  convoy  escort  duties  in  the  Gulf, 
the  US  Navy  has  no  minesweepers 
in  the  area,  had  not  even  bothered  to 
sweep  for  mines  in  the  channel 
where  the  US-flagged  supertanker 
Bridgeton  was  struck  on  Friday,  and 
now  fears  that  its  warships  are  more 
at  risk  from  mines  than  the  vessels 
they  ate  supposed  to  protect 
The  catalogue  of  what  appeals  to 
be  liule  short  of  blatant  incom¬ 
petence  by  the  US  Navy  began  to 
unravel  here  yesterday  as  Kuwaiti 
and  American  officials  sought  to 
load  the  crippled  Bridgeton  with 
crude  oil  in  what  shipping  agents 
contemptuously  described  as  a 
political  rather  than  a  commercial 
act  “Who  in  their  right  minds 
would  load  his  cargo  onto  a  dam¬ 


aged  ship?"  one  of  them  asked 
rhetorically. 

The  damage  to  the  Bridgeton  — 
200  yards  from  the  bows  on  the  port 
side  of  the  vessel  —  is  going  to  make 
any  loading  a  hazardous  operation. 
If  a  tanker's  compartments  are 
loaded  with  crude  oil  only  fore  and 
aft.  then  the  buoyancy  at  the  centre 
of  the  ship  can  break  her  lack;  since 
the  seawater  in  the  damaged  tanks  is 
entering  and  escaping  from  the 
vessel,  it  cannot  be  used  as  ballasL 

Even  if  the  Bridgeton  does  load 
she  is  unlikely  to  take  more  than  65 
per  cent  of  her  capacity  because  four 
of  her  3 1  tanks  —  three  more  than  of¬ 
ficially  announced  —  are  awash  with 
seawater. 

The  sorry  tale  of  military 
unpreparedness  and  lack  of  fore¬ 
thought  was  damagingly  summed  up 
in  a  quite  remarkable  statement  by 


Captain  David  Yonkers,  the  com¬ 
mander  of  the  three  US  frigates 
escorting  the  Bridgeton,  who  blandly 
admitted  that  be  did  not  wish  to  sail 
back  through  the  same  sea  lane  in 
which  the  supertanker  was  hit 
because  “one  of  the  things  1  do  not 
now  have  is  the  capability  to  defend 
my  ships  against  mines”. 

In  the  aftermath  of  the  Bridgeton 
mining  the  following  facts  emerged 
about  the  US  naval  operation  which 
had  been  so  long  trumpeted  by  the 
White  House: 

•  The  Americans  had  made  no 
attempt  to  sweep  for  mines  in  the 
narrow  channel  18  miles  from  Iran's 
Farsi  Island  where  the  Bridgeton  was 
hit.  Although  the  Soviet  Navy 
maintains  three  minesweepers  in  the 
Gulf  for  just  such  emergencies,  the 
nearest  US  minesweepers  yesterday 
were  in  South  Carolina. 


•  A  sonar  cable  trailed  from  one  of 
the  frigates,  which  was  supposed  to 
detect  mines  within  half  a  mile  of  the 
vessel  proved  so  ineffective  that  it 
did  not  even  detect  the  presence  of 
empty  oil  drums. 

•  So  vulnerable  were  the  “thin- 
skinned”  US  warships  that,  after  the 
Bridgeton  was  hit.  they  abandoned 
their  protective  V-formation  around 
the  supertanker  and  slunk  along  in 
line  astern,  using  the  Bridgeton  as  a 
shield  against  further  mines.  The 
naval  crew  were  reduced  to  standing 
on  the  bows  of  their  ships  with 
snipers'  rifles  in  the  hope  of  footing 
any  mines  they  saw. 

•  After  escorting  the  tankers  to 
Kuwait  the  US  warships  had  to  sail 
back  through  the  same  mined  waters 
to  Bahrain.  Rear  Admiral  Harold 
Bemsen.  the  US  naval  commander 
in  the  Gulf,  said  yesterday  that  a  way 


had  to  be  found  of  clearing  the  mines 
before  operations  could  be  resumed. 

The  navy's  humiliation  was  made 
more  bitter  yesterday  by  critical 
newspaper  editorials  in  several  Arab 
capitals 

It  is  difficult  to  underestimate  the 
scorn  now  being  privately  expressed 
by  shipping  agents  and  salvage  men 
in  the  Gulf  about  the  convoy 
operations,  which  are  estimated  to 
cost  Si. 7  million  a  day. 

•  WASHINGTON:  Mr  Caspar 
Weinberger,  the  US  Defence  Sec¬ 
retary,  yesterday  said  the  US  had 
plenty  of  minesweeping  capability  in 
the  Gulf  and  would  be  able  to  deal 
with  any  mines  that  were  found 
(Michael  Binyon  writes).  But  he 
suggested  the  hole  in  the  Bridgeton 
may  have  been  caused  by  a  gas  build 
up  rather  than  a  mine.

Jail  problems  with  drugs  and  discipline 

Hurd  faces 
disturbing 
prison  survey

Tbe  depth  of  the  prison 
crisis  facing  Mr  Douglas 
Hunt  the  Home  Sec¬ 
retary,  is  revealed  today 
in  a  unique  survey  carried 
out  by  The  Times  among 
Boards  of  Visitors  across 
the  country. 

The  boards  are  the 
official  watchdogs  of  the 
prison  system  but  many 
are  shunning  publicity 
and  reporting  directly  and 
confidentially  to  the  Ho¬ 
me  Office. 

Others,  acting  in  tbe  public 
interest  have  agreed  to  pro¬ 
vide  The  Times  "with  their 
latest  reports  that  show  con¬ 
cern  oven 

O  Major  policy  decisions 
contributing  to  a  deterioration 
in  conditions. 

•  Drugs  assuming  an  im¬ 
portance  traditionally  asso¬ 
ciated  with  tobacco  as  an  illicit 
currency,  undermining  disci¬ 
pline  and  control. 

•  One  prison  which  has 
“watched  with  alarm"  a  grow¬ 
ing  tendency  to  be  used  as  a 
dustbin  for  inmates  unwanted 
elsewhere. 

•  A  low  security  category 
prison  that  suffered  a  riot  and 
complained:  “There  are  now 
many  prisoners  who.  a  few 
years  ago,  would  never  have 
been  sent  to  this  type  of 
prison.  The  riot  last  year  was  a 
warning  that  trouble  may  be 
ahead  unless  action  is  taken. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  staff 
faced  a  potentially  dangerous 
and  disaslerous  situation." 

•  A  failure  by  the  Home 
Office  to  respond  to  com- 
-plaims  with  one  board  object¬ 


ing  to  not  being  treated 
properly  after  expressing  “str¬ 
ong  feelings ...  we  would  like 
some  positive  reassurance 
that  the  views  of  boards  do 
receive  more  consideration 
than  they  appear  la” 

The  chairmen  of  boards 
from  several  prison  establish¬ 
ments  met  in  May  and  threat¬ 
ened  to  do  so  again  if  the 
Government  did  not  take 
action  over  their  concern 
about  overcrowding  and  dil¬ 
apidated  buildings. 

The  reason  for  the  meeting 
was  to  discuss  the  inadequate 
response,  as  they  saw  it,  of  the 
Earl  of  Caithness,  Minister  of 
Stale  at  the  Home  Office 

Boards  of  Visitors  were  first 
appointed  under  tbe  1898 
Prison  AcL 

The  Boards  are  appointed 
by  tbe  Home  Secretary  to 
provide  oversight  from  outside 
tbe  prison  on  the  welfare  of 
Inmates  and  staff. 

They  also  have  die  res¬ 
ponsibility  of  sitting  on 
adjudication  panels  to  award 
pmrishments  for  offences  ag¬ 
ainst  tbe  prison  roles. _ 

responsible  for  prisons,  and 
involved  the  chairmen  of  the 
most  hard  pressed  establish¬ 
ments  in  the  system:  Ashford 
Remand  Centre;  Middlesex; 
Brixton;  Holloway;  and  tbe 
PentonviUe  and  Wormwood 
Scrubs  prisons. 

Since  then  Mr  Hurd  has 
announced  measures  intended 
to  ease  the  crisis.  But  Mr 
Ronald  Walby,  chairman  of 
tbe  AsbfoFd  board,  said  that  it

The  Ashford  board's  annual 
report  says:  “Our  main  con¬ 
cerns  remain  with,  and  are 
concentrated  on,  the  follow¬ 
ing:  “Staff  shortages,  remand 
time,  overcrowding  and  the 
premises  —  all  these  subjects 
have  been  highlighted  in  pre¬ 
vious  reports  and  arc  re¬ 
iterated  in  this  report’. 

The  question  is  whether  the 
800  extra  prison  officers  the 
prison  service  is  now  to  recruit 
in  London  and  the  South-east 
will  be  enough. 

The  staffing  level  at  Pent¬ 
onviUe  at  one  point  during  the 
past  year  was  12  per  cent 
below  establishment;  under- 
staffing  in  the  south-east  re¬ 
gion  generally  was  18.5  per 
cent 

At  Winson  Green  Prison, 
Birmingham,  cannabis  re¬ 
mained  the  main  form  of  drug 
abuse  but  the  discovery  of 
syringes  indicated  that  hard 
drugs  were  also  in  use.  Staff 
shortages  precluded  system¬ 
atic  cell  searching  so  the 
problem  remained  and  could 
worsen. 

The  board,  at  Preston,  the 
prison  that  reported  the 
“potentially  dangerous  sit¬

Gromyko 
to  meet 
Tartars

The  group  of  more  than  100 
Crimean  Tartars  who  spent 
Saturday  night  in  a  silent  vigil 
on  the  edge  of  Red  Square 
dispersed  yesterday  afternoon 
after  being  promised  that  they 
could  today  meet  President 
Gromyko,  who  was  named 
last  week  as  chairman  of  a 
commission  to  investigate 
their  case  and  decide  if  they 
can  return  to  the  Crimea. 

The  demonstrators,  who 
had  spent  the  night  sur¬ 
rounded  by  police,  waved 
posters  and  portraits  of  Lenin 
and  Mr  Mikhail  Gorbachov  as 
they  left  the  square.  They  had 
originally  demanded  to  see  Mr 
Gorbachov  himself.  After  they 
left,  the  cordon  of  buses  and 
military  vehicles  which  had 
laigely  *  shielded  them  from 
public  view  was  driven  away. 
As  on  Saturday,  a  large  crowd 
of  Russians  and  foreigners 
watched  the  demonstration 
and  the  policing  was  generally 
courteous  aud  good 
humoured. 

Yesterday  was  the  third 
successive  day  of  the  Crimean 
Tartars'  demonstration  in 
support  of  their  demand  to  be 
allowed  to  return  to  their 
homeland  in  the  south  of  the 
Soviet  Union.  The  Tartars 
were  deported  ert  masse  to 
parts  of  Soviet  Central  Asia  in 
1944  after  their  autonomous 
republic  in  the  Crimea  was 
accused  of  collaborating  with 
the  Germans.  The  sweeping 
decree  by  which  all  Tartars 
were  branded  traitors  and 
cteprived  of  their  political 
rights  was  rescinded  in  1967, 
but  only  a  few  have  been 
allowed  to  return  to  the 
Crimea. 

The  peaceful  demonstration 
behind  St  Basil's  Cathedral  on 
the  edge  of  Red  Square  — 
where  Matthias  Rust  landed 
his  light  plane  several  weeks 
ago  —  began  on  Thursday 
evening  after  it  was  an¬ 
nounced  by  the  official  news 
agency.

Patten  points  way 
to  new  campaign 
against  Gty  fraud

Government  determination  to 

stamp  out  City  fraud  by 


exposing  financial  crooks  to 
penalties  as  tough  as  those  for 
drugs  barons  will  be  signalled 
this  week  in  a  key  speech  by 
Mr  John  Patten,  Home  Office 
Minister  responsible  for  law 
and  order. 

He  will  draw  public  atten¬ 
tion  to  a  package  of  Draconian 
but  almost  unnoticed  mea¬ 
sures  contained  in  tbe  new 
Criminal  Justice  Bill,  which  is 
designed  to  ram  home  to 
potential  City  fraudsters  the 
message  that  they  risk  not  just 
imprisonment  and  disgrace 
but  also  financial  ruin. 

The  Bill  will  increase  the 
maximum  prison  sentence  for 


•  Seizure  of  assets  as  a  last 
resort  by  police  or  Customs 
officers. 

Mr  Patten  will  argue  that 
there  is  no  difference  in 
essence  between  the  City 
fraudster  and  the  conven¬ 
tional  crinrinaL  “We  want 
people  to  realize  we  are  in 
deadly  earnest  about  stamping 
out  City  fraud.  The  City 
fraudster  is  just  as  much  a 
professional  criminal  as  the 
large-scale  bank  robber,  and 
motivated  just  as  much  by 


Mr  Patten:  ’In  earnest  about 
stamping  out  frond’ 

insider  dealing  from  two  years 
to  seven,  but  Mr  Patten  will 
also  highlight  government 
plans  to  permit: 

•  Confiscation  of  all  proceeds 
of  City  fraud  or  of  assets  of  a 
value  equivalent  to  those 
proceeds; 

•  Freezing  of  a  suspect's  as¬ 
sets  from  a  very  early  stage  of 
investigation  to  prevent  their 
being  moved  beyond  the  juris¬ 
diction  of  a  court: 

•  Appointment  of  a  panel  of 
expert  receivers  to  trace  all  tbe 
assets  of  a  suspect  and  to 
manage  them  until  the  case  is 
concluded; 


The  speech  will  reflect  grow¬ 
ing  ministerial  concern  that  a 
small  number  of  crooked  deal 
ers  are  doing  a  dispropor¬ 
tionate  amount  of  damage  to 
the  public  standing  of  finan¬ 
cial  institutions  which  bring  in 
billions  of  pounds  in  foreign 
investments. 

It  also  reflects  growing  sen¬ 
sitivity  to  repealed  Opp¬ 
osition  claims  that  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  has  one  law  for  the 
rich  and  one  for  tbe  poor  - 
claims  that  were  redoubled  in 
the  wake  of  the  £25,000  fine 
imposed  on  Geoffrey  Collier 
last  month  for  insider  dealing. 

Plans  to  extend  powers  of 
confiscation  to  insider  dealing 
and  other  serious  criminal 
activities  stem  from  the  suc¬ 
cess  of  the  1986  Drugs  Traf¬ 
ficking  Offences  Act  which 
allows  confiscation  of  the 
profits  of  convicted  drugs 
dealers. 

The  new  Serious  Fraud 
Office  will  be  empowered  to 
seek  a  High  Court  order 
freezing  the  assets  of  suspected 
City  fraudsters  as  soon  as 
there  is  even  prima  facie 
evidence  of  an  offence. 

The  new  receivers’  panel, 
comprising  experts  in  banking 
and  accountancy,  will  then 
trace  all  the  suspect’s  assets, 
prevent  their  being  switched 
abroad  or  into  someone  else's 
name,  and  manage  them  on 
behalf  of  the  suspect  until  he  is 
convicted  or  acquitted.

Washington  —  President 
Reagan  paid  tribute  yesterday 
to  Mr  Malcolm  Baldrige.  the 
Commerce  Secretary  who 
died  after  his  horse  fell  on  him 
in  California  on  Saturday 
(Michael  Binyon  writes). 

Describing  him  as  a  talented 
and  dedicated  public  servant, 
Mr  Reagan- said:  “Under  his 
stewardship,  the  Department 
of  Commerce  played  a  key 
role  in  the  rebirth  of  our 
country's  prosperity  and  all  of 
us  owe  a  great  debt  to  Mac 
Baldrige.” 

His  death  is  a  severe  blow  to 
the  Administration  at  a  time 
when  the  trade  deficit  and  the 
battle  against  protectionism 
are  among  the  most  pressing 
tasks  feeing  the  Administra¬ 
tion.  but  it  is  not  expected  to 
change  US  trade  policy.

Burglars 
stab  City 
financier 
to  death

A  wealthy  Egyptian  financier 
was  slabbed  to  death  yes¬ 
terday  by  burglars  at  his 
£I.S  million  home  in  the  heart 
of  Belgravia,  central  London. 

Mr  Ahmed  Khalifa,  aged 
47.  died  in  what  a  senior 
detective  called  a  ** robbery 
which  went  wrong.”  Del  Supt 
Stuart  Bailey  said  the  death 
was  the  result  of  “a  vindictive 
attack”. 

The  thieves,  a  gang  of  at 
least  three,  stole  jewellery 
worth  about  £100,000  and 
used  nicknames  which  they 
may  have  taken  from  a  film. 

Police  said  they  could  not 
say  whether  the  dead  man  had 
been  injured  in  a  struggle, 
tortured  to  provide  the  keys  to 
his  safe  or  attacked 
gratuitously. 

Mr  Khalifa,  who  had  links 
with  the  City  and  a  Middle 
East  finance  house,  was  at¬ 
tacked  as  he  and  his  wife,  AI- 
Sharifa.  returned  early 
yesterday  to  their  home  in 
Wilton  Crescent,  close  to 
Hyde  Park,  after  dining  with 
friends. 

The  burglars  had  broken  in 
earlier  and  beaten  up  their 
maid.  Miss  Lina  Talingda, 
aged  25.  They  then  lay  in  wait 
for  the  Khalifa  family. 

Mr  Khalifa’s  son  Hussein, 
who  is  in  his  early  20s,  arrived 
home  with  a  friend,  Mr  Radd 
Saboundi.  Tbe  two  were 
bound,  hooded  and 
threatened. 

When  Mr  Khalifa  and  his 
wife  arrived  the  burglars  at¬ 
tacked  them,  possibly  using 
knives  taken  from  the  kitchen 
of  the  terraced  house.  Mrs 
Khalifa  received  a  broken 
arm.  a  possible  fracture  to  the 
jaw  and  bruising.  Her  bus- 
band  was  stabbed,  then

Duchess  on  the  winding  trail  to  roaring  success

Yellowknife,  Canada 

Had  a  bunch  of  the  boys  been 
whooping  it  up  in  the  Malamuie 
Saloon,  the  kid  that  handles  the  music 
box  would  have  stopped  dead  in  the 
tracks  of  his  ragtime  tune,  and 
Dangerous  Dan  might  even  have 
looked  up  from  his  solo  game,  if  the 
Duchess  of  York  bad  walked  in. 

In  the  short,  fierce  beat  of  an  Arctic 
summer,  the  Canadian  uindra  bursts 
alive  in  a  carpel  of  colour.  But  all 
along  Ihc  Klondike  Trail  from 
Edmonton  to  Dawson  City,  there  is 
neither  shrub  not  beast  quite  as  exotic 
as  a  Sloaney  English  redhead  in  a 
canary  yellow  dress  with  big  white 
spots.  One  wondered  if.  come  au¬ 
tumn,  the  white  spots  joined  up  to 


provide  winter  camouflage. Tbe 
Yorks’  royal  tour,  designed  expressly 
to  expose  the  Duchess  to  the  maxi¬ 
mum  possible  number  of  Canadians, 
reached  the  end  of  its  own  winding 
trail  at  the  weekend  in  Yellowknife, 
capital  of  Canada’s  North-West  Terri¬ 
tories.  an  area  bigger  than  Europe,  but 
with  a  smaller  population  than 
Nuneaton. 

Gold  was  discovered  here  in  1896, 
and  two  mines  still  operate.  It  is  a 
town  where  the  culture  of  the  native 
Inuit  meets  that  of  the  Big  Mac,  to  the 
edification  of  neither. 

Under  cloudless  skies,  at  a  latitude 
halfway  between  Shetland  and  the 
Arctic  Circle,  the  Duke  and  Duchess 
performed  their  highly  popular  ritual 
walkabout  among  a  crowd  that  was 


almost  entirely  Indo-European,  ex¬ 
cept  for  a  token  group  of  local  Dogrib 
Indians  beating  a  tattoo  of  respect  to 
their  ancestors  on  drums  of  birch  and 
caribou  hide,  and  led  by  Mr  Angus 
Charlo.  a  Yellowknife  truck  driver. 
On  the  shores  of  the  Great  Slave  Lake, 
where  the  mighty  Mackenzie  River 
flows,  even  the  Indians  have  Scottish 
names. 

The  meeting  of  cultures  has  always 
been  largely  a  one-way  traffic: 

The  rest  of  the  native  population,  as 
they  tend  to  do  in  the  far  north  when 
swamped  by  the  white  man’s  culture, 
were  silting  on  street  comers  spending 
their  welfare  cheques  on  beer.  “If  that 
couple  are  here  on  tax  money,"  said 
one  sourly,  "they  can  go  right  on 
home  again.” 


It  was,  however,  a  minority  view. 
Throughout  the  1 2-day  public  lour  the 
Duchess  has  been  a  roaring  success 
wherever  she  has  gone,  and  has  never 
put  a  foot  wrong.  Canadians  have 
loved  her  informality,  sense  of  fun 
and  disregard  for  the  finer  points  of 
protocol,  without  any  loss  of  dignity.

Police  in  the  Irish  Republic  yesterday  discovered  an 
explosive  and  ammunition  haul  bidden  in  an  underground 
bunker  a  few  miles  from  the  border. 

A  squad  of  Garda,  acting  on  a  tip-off,  found  the  cache 
during  a  search  early  yesterday  of  a  copse  at  Proleek  near 
the  border  between  Co  Louth  and  Co  Armagh. 

Almost  one  tonne  of  homemade  explosives,  of  the  type 
used  by  tbe  Provisional  IRA  in  terrorist  attacks  in 
Northern  Ireland,  had  been  packed  into  plastic  bags.  Two 
land  mines  planted  by  the  Provisional  IRA  at  the  side  of 
the  road  in  Co  Tyrone  were  defused  by  British  Army  bomb 
disposal  experts  on  Saturday.  They  each  contained  3001bs 
of  made  explosives  packed  into  beer  kegs.

Mr  John  Moore,  the  Sec¬ 
retary  of  State  for  Social 
Services,  has  dented  reports 
that  a  review  is  being  carried 
out  into  the  funding  of  the 
NHS,  with  tax  concessions 
planned  for  those  people  who 
opt  for  private  health  care.

Specialists  have  warned  that 
200  people  will  die  by  the  end 
of  this  year  because  of  a  fall  in 
the  Dumber  of  kidneys  avail¬ 
able  for  transplants. 

Hospitals  also  face  increas¬ 
ing  problems  because  of  a 
shortage  of  dialysis  equipment 
and  a  lengthening  queue  for 
transplant  operations. 

The  worrying  trend  will  be 
disenssed,  along  with  the  lat¬ 
est  advances  in  the  research 
and  treatment  of  kidney  dis¬ 
ease,  by  leading  experts  at  a 
conference  which  begins  in 
London  today. 

The  social  ethical  and  eco¬ 
nomic  issues  involved  in 
providing  treatment,  iochufing 
transplants,  is  fikely  to  pro¬ 
voke  lively  debate  among  the 
2,000  delegates. 

One  recent  advance  to  be 
disenssed  involves  the  arti¬ 
ficial  production  of  a  kidney 
hormone  which  controls  the 
production  of  blood  and  can  be 
used  to  core  patients  with 
anaemia,  a  common  side-effect 
of  treatment  on  a  kidney 
machine. 

Professor  David  Kerr,  one  of 
the  conference  organizers, 
said:  “There  is  much  scope  for 
improvement  in  treatment,  de¬ 
spite  the  success  of  dialysis 
and  transplantation  in  pro¬ 
longing  the  lives  of  people  with 
kidney  fad  are". 

Special  diets  which  are 
thought  to  hah,  or  retard,  the 
progression  of  kidney  disease 
will  also  be  on  the  agenda. 

The  conference  will  hear  of 
the  effects  of  Aids  on  kidneys. 
Sufferers  of  the  acquired  im- 
imme  deficiency  syndrome  de¬ 
velop  a  specific  form  of  kidney 
,  damage.  However,  drags  used 
to  treat  Aids  infectious  can 
have  toxic  effects  on  the 
kidney,  posing  additional 
problems  for  the  treatment  of 
patients. 

The  conference,  at  the  Bar¬ 
bican  Centre,  London,  was 
opened  last  night  by  Princess 
Alexandra,  patron  of  the  Nat¬ 
ional  Kidney  Research  Fuad.

Tourist  board  creates 
thousands  of  new  jobs

The  English  Tourist  Board  is 
one  of  the  most  successful  job 
creating  industries  in  Britain, 
figures  published  today  show. 

Last  year  it  generated  £108 
million  of  investment  and 
created  2.886  full  time  jobs, 
and  new  schemes  have  been 
launched  to  continue  provid¬ 
ing  money  to  encourage  more 
investment  and  create  thou¬ 
sands  more  jobs. 

The  board  said  last  year's 
tourism  development  grants 
scheme  surpassed  the  perfor¬ 
mances  of  previous  years, 
spreading  grants  worth  £14 
million  among  630  tourism 
projects. 

Mr  Duncan  Bluck,  the 
board  chairman,  said;  “These 
are  the  highest  figures 
achieved  since  the  scheme 
started  in  1971.  The  number 
of  jobs  created  over  the  past 
four  years,  at  8,600.  is  well 
above  the  original  target  of 
6.000” 

He  added  that  more  signifi¬ 
cantly,  the  cost  of  each  job  for 
1986/87  was  only  £4.800. 

That  particular  programme 
of  grant  aid  for  tourism 
development  has  run  its 


course,  and  the  board  said  it 
far  exceeded  original  targets. 

Aid  was  given  to  more  than , 
2.100  projects,  44  per  cent, 
above  the  original  target  of 
1.600,  and  grant  aid  of  £47.9 
million  was  37  per  cent  above 
the  original  target  of  £35 
million. 

Support  was  also  given  to 
investment  totalling  £360  mil¬ 
lion.  doubling  the  original 
target. 

Two  new  development 
funds  have  now  been 
launched  under  the  board's 
new  strategy  “A  Vision  for 
England". 

An  innovation  fond  will 
back  key  projects  such  as 
indoor  resorts,  leisure  shop¬ 
ping.  year-round  holiday  vil¬ 
lages,  conference  and 
exhibition  facilities  and  ma¬ 
rina  developments. 

A  small  business  fund  will 
help  projects  costing  less  than 
£100,000.  Those  funds  alone 
are  expected  to  generate  £570 
million  worth  of  investment 
and  create  33.000  jobs  over 
the  next  five  years.

Fierce  public  pressure  may 
soon  force  the  RAF  to  switch 
part  of  its  low-level  flying 
training  from  Britain  to  bases 
overseas. 

Two  overseas  low-level 
training  areas  are  being 
considered  by  the  Ministry  of 
Defence  —  one  in  Labrador, 
Newfoundland,  the  other  in 
Turkey. 

Low-level  flying  in  the  UK 
is  already  severely  restricted. 
Aircraft  are  not  permitted  to 
fly  below  250  ft,  nor  to  exceed 
480  knots  —  about  550mph. 

Under  combat  conditions. 


they  would  fly  lower  and,  at 
times,  considerably  fester. 

Low  flying  by  military  air¬ 
craft  is  confined  to  a  network 
of  clearly-defined  routes 
which  are  designed  to  lake  jets 
well  clear  of  urban  areas, 
airports,  gliding  sites  and  a 
whole  range  of  noise-sensitive 
zones. 

This  is  small  comfort  to 
people  who  live  in  the  terms 
and  villages  under  a  low-level 
route,  and  who  are  afraid  that 
their  homes  might  one  day  be 
engulfed  by  a  horrifying 
accident 


In  the  past  five  years.  32 
military  jet  aircraft  have 
crashed  during  practice  along 
Britain's  low-level  routes,  kill¬ 
ing  22  aircrew. 

No  civilians  were  killed, 
although  in  some  cases  the 
aircraft  came  down  close  to 
terms  or  villages. 

Not  all  the  aircraft  belonged 
to  the  RAF.  Three  were  West 
German  Tornados,  four 
United  Slates  Air  Force  F- 
1 1  Is.  and  one  a  Dutch 
Starfighter. 

Since  1979.  aircraft  of  Nato 


air  forces  have  made  increas¬ 
ing  use  of  the  UK  low-level 
routes,  mainly  to  take  the 
pressure  of  the  highly  con¬ 
gested  military  air  space  over 
Western  Germany. 

The  need  fora  realistic  low- 
level  training  area  has  been 
recognized  for  a  long  time.  It 
needs  to  be  large  and  sparsely 
populated,  which  means  that 
it  can  not  be  located  in 
Western  Europe. 

The  area  around  Goose 
Bay,  Labrador,  is  ideal  from 
this  point  of  view,  and  has 


been  used  by  the  RAF  and 
other  Nato  air  forces  since  the 
1960s. 

However,  in  the  winter 
months  temperatures  can  fall 
to  -I5*C  combined  with  icy 
winds  gusting  up  to  80mph. 

Then  there  is  the  cost  To 
reach  Goose  Bay.  aircraft  have 
to  cross  the  Atlantic,  which 
entails  a  considerable  flight- 
refuelling  operation. 

The  remote  mountain  area 
around  Koniya.  in  Turkey, 
might  offer  a  cheaper  and 
better  alternative,  with  the 


added  bonus  of  good  weather 
during  most  of  the  year. 

In  Britain  and  West  Ger¬ 
many,  people  are  reacting  with 
increasing  vigour  to  the  nui¬ 
sance  of  aircraft  noise,  but  the 
key  issue  is  one  of  saving  lives 
—  not  just  those  which  might 
be  lost  on  the  ground  if  an 
aircraft  crashes,  but  the  lives 
of  the  young  men  whose  task 
is  to  defend  the  rights  that 
most  of  us  take  for  granted. 

That  can  no  longer  be 
assured  in  the  crowded  sky 
over  Britain.

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Dispute  over  forestry  threat  to  wildlife

Tree  planting  at  one  of 
Britain’s  prime  nature  sites  is 
continuing  in  spite  of  a  call  by 
the  Nature  Conservancy 
Council  for  a  two-year 
moratorium. 

The  council  warned  of  seri¬ 
ous  risks  to  wildlife  in  the 
Flow  Country  —  called  Dhu 
Lochan,  “black  pools”  in 
Gaelic  -  in  the  north  of  Scot¬ 
land  if  afforestation  continues. 

Yesterday  the  council  chair¬ 
man  Mr  William  Wilkinson, 
said:  “We  have  to  stop  the 
planting  now  so  the  appro 
priate  authorities  can  assess 
the  impact  of  the  new  trees. 

The  problem  is  that  planting  is 
taking  place  at  such  a  fast  rate, 
currently  some  4.000  hectares 
a  year,  that  irreversible  dam¬ 
age  could  be  done. 

“We  must  nave  more  time. 

Out  of  the  41  hydrological 
systems,  which  are  a  series  of 
shallow  pools  imerspersed 
through  the  peat  bog,  only 
eight  have  been  left  entirely 
unaffected." 

The  council,  which  has 
completed  an  eight-year  study 
of  the  area,  said  the  planting  of 
the  Flow  Country  represented 
the  largest  single  loss  of  wild¬ 
life  habitat  in  Britain  since 
1945.  Covering  south  and 
west  Caithness  and  eastern 
Sutherland,  an  area  similar  in 
'size  to  Kent  and  Sussex,  the 
Flow'  Country  is  the  largest 
unspoilt  primeval  bog  in  tbe 
UK. 

The  threat  of  planting  in  the 
last  two  years  has  come 
primarily  from  companies 


which  buy  land  and  then  offer 
tax-incentive  planting  sch¬ 
emes  to  diems,  such  as  Steve 
Davis,  tbe  snooker  player,  and 
Terry  Wogan,  the  television 
presenter. 

They  benefit  from  govern¬ 
ment  subsidies  for  planting, 
administered  through  the  For¬ 
estry  Commission  in  the  Flow 
Country  on  behalf  of  Mr 
Malcolm  Rifkind.  the  Sec¬ 
retary  of  State  for  Scotland. 

Mr  Wogan  declined  to  com¬ 
ment  on  reports  that  be  had 
received  grants  and  subsidies 
totalling  £400,000  on  land 
purchased  for  nearly  £90,000. 

Mr  James  Atteraon,  the 
commission's  conservator 
(chief  manager)  for  the  north 
of  Scotland,  said  yesterday 
that  a  change  in  government 
policy  to  encourage  private- 
sector  planting  had  led  to  two 
companies.  Economic  For¬ 
estry  and  Fountain  Forestry, 
dominating  planting  in  the 
Row  Country. 

But  he  said  t he  National 
Conservancy  Council’s  re¬ 
search  was  inconclusive.  He 
added:  “Almost  all  planting  in 
the  UK.  whether  private  or 
public,  is  grant-aided,  totalling 
more  than  98  per  cent”. 

Mr  Atterson  said  the  range 
of  subsidies  varied,  depending 
on  the  scale  of  planting  and 
the  type  of  trees,  from  between 
£300  ro  £600  per  hectare  for 
conifers,  and  up  to  £1,200  per 
hectare  for  broadleaf  trees. 

The  SDP-Liberal  Alliance 
spokesman  on  the  environ¬ 
ment,  Mr  Robert  Madennan,

Mr  Madennan  added:  “I 
am  not  sure  whether  the 
grants  system  is  necessary  at 
the  current  level,  and  the 
Commons  Public  Accounts 
Committee  —  of  which  1  am  a 
member  —  recently  expressed 


concern  over  these  subsidies. 
We  must  find  the  correct 
balance  to  encourage  private 
investment  and  an  economic 
rate  of  return,  which  in  the. 
north  of  Scotland  is  as  good  as 
southern  Sweden  and  better 
than  the  rest  of  Scandinavia.”

million  for  the  building  of  an 
experimental  nuclear  fusion 
reacts,  perhaps  the  most 
ambitious  technological 
project  yet  conceived: 

The  aim  of  the  project  is  to 
harness  on  Earth  the  power 
source  of  the  stars. 

Success  would  provide  the 
world  with  an  unlimited  suj>- 
ply  of  virtually  pollution-free 
energy. 

However,  the  scientific  and 
engineering  problems  are  im¬ 
mense.  Indeed,  it  seems  likely 
that  many  of  those  working  on 
the  project  will  never  live  to 
see  a  commercial  nuclear  fu¬ 
sion  power  station  in  op¬ 
eration. 

The  EEC’s  decision  was 
based  on  what  it  described  as 
the  "undeniable  success” 
achieved  by  a  European  team 
of  fusion  scientists  working  at 
a  site  nearCuIham  in  Oxford¬ 
shire. 

For  the  past  four  years,  they 
have  been  carrying  out  experi¬ 
ments  into  this  ultimate 
power  source  on  a  12-metre 
high  nuclear  fusion  machine 
called  the  Joint  European 
Torus  (Jet).  It  is  the  largest, 
most  sophisticated,  and  argu¬ 
ably  most  successful  machine 
of  its  type  in  the  world 
The  task  of  the  Jet  team,  in 
common  with  rivals  in  the 
United  States,  Japan  and  Rus¬ 
sia.  is  to  prove  that  nuclear 
fusion  can  be  made  to  work  on 
Earth. 

Unlike  the  splitting  of 
atomic  nuclei  used  in  con¬ 
ventional  nuclear  fission  re¬ 
actors,  nuclear  fusion  works 
by  forcing  together  the  nuclei 
of  hydrogen-like  atoms,  lib¬ 
erating  enormous  quantities 
of  energy. 

Scientists  are  keen  to  make 
fusion  work  because  the  fuel 
used  in  the  process  is  both 
plentiful  and  extraordinarily 
potent  About  1.700  million 
tonnes  of  coal  would  have  to 
be  consumed  by  coal-powered 
stations  lo  match  the  world’s 
electricity  demands. 

Just  135  tonnes  of  deu¬ 
terium,  one  of  the  hydrogen¬ 
like  fuels  used  in  fusion, 
would  provide  the  same 
amount  of  energy.  Each  cubic 
metre  of  sea-water  contains  35 
grams  of  deuterium,  so  sup¬ 
plies  are  essentially  limitless. 

The  key  difficulty  facing 
fusion  scientists  is  that  the 
important  reactions  occur 
only  at  the  sort  of  tem¬ 
peratures  found  in  the  heart  of 
sure:  about  100  million  de¬ 
grees  centigrade. 

The  Jet  team,  over  half  of 
which  comes  from  the  UK, 
believes  that  it  has  got  closer 
to  creating  the  conditions 
needed  to  trigger  fusion  than 
anyone  else  in  the  world. 

The  machine  used  to  make 
the  breakthrough  is  known  as 
a  tokamak,  a  Russian  ac¬ 
ronym  for  the  doughnut¬ 
shaped  “magnetic  bottle” 
needed  to  contain  the  in¬ 
credibly  hot  fusion  fuel. 

No  man-made  material 


pera tures.  so  the  nuclei  being 
fused  are  prevented  from 
touching  the  walls  of  the 
“bottle”  by  being  gripped  by 
an  intense  magnetic  field  sup¬ 
plied  by  electric  current-carry¬ 
ing  hoops  surrounding  the 
tokamak. 

The  Jet  machine  has 
achieved  temperatures  of  140 
million  degrees,  considerably 
in  excess  of  those  needed  in  a 
fusion  reactor,  but  less  than 
the  world  record  of  more  than 
200  million  degrees  set  last 
year  by  the  Tokamak  Fusion 
Test  Reactor  (TFTR)  at 
Princeton  University. 

However,  Jet  holds  the 
record  for  the  best  combina¬ 
tion  of  key  parameters,  of 
which  temperature  is  but  one, 
needed  to  reach  fusion. 

The  European  team  thinks 
it  may  reach  the  stage  of 
“energy  breakeven”  by  the 
time  the  Jet  project  ends  in 
1992.  At  present,  megawatts  of 
electricity  have  to  be  pumped 
into  the  tokamak  to  extract 
little  more  than  the  power 
output  of a  few  electric  kettles. 

At  “breakeven”  the  energy 
produced  by  the  fusion  re¬ 
actions  matches  that  being 
supplied  to  produce  them,  and 
they  become  self-sustaining. 

But  a  fusion  power  station 
will  have  to  ignite  the  fusion 
fuel,  so  that  the  reactions,  like 
those  in  the  stars,  produce 
more  energy  than  they  absorb. 

Last  week's  EEC  decision 
gives  the  go-ahead  to  the 
construction  of  the  machine 
capable  of  achieving  ignition: 
the  Next  European  Torus 
(Net). 

Based  on  the  scientific  les¬ 
sons  learned  on  Jet,  Net  will 
be  much  closer  to  the  kind  of 
machine  needed  to  generate 
electricity. 

A  lithium  “blanket”  will  be 
wrapped  around  the  magnetic 
bottle,  capable  of  absorbing 
the  energy-carrying  particles 
that  stream  out  of  the 
tokamak  on  ignition. 

In  a  fusion  power  station, 
the  heat  generated  by  the 
panicles  hitting  this  blanket 
will  be  used  to  raise  steam, 
which  when  squirted  over 
turbines  will  produce  electric¬ 
ity  in  the  same  way  as  coal- 
fired  stations. 

Net  is  already  on  the  draw¬ 
ing  board  at  the  Max  Planck 
Institute  for  Plasma  Physics  at 
Garching,  West  Germany. 

The  indications  are  that  the 
machine  will  be  built  on  a  site 
nearby,  rather  than  at  the 
existing  Jet  site  to  underline 
the  pan-European  nature  of 
the  fusion  enterprise. 

Net  is  expected  to  operate 
into  the  next  century,  leading 
to  the  construction  of  a  power- 
generating  nuclear  fusion 
demonstrator,  dubbed  Demo, 
around  the  year  2020. 

Commercial  fusion  power 
stations  could  crane  on  line  by 
2040,  the  best  pan  of  a  century 
after  the  quest  for  endless 
energy  from  the  power  source 
of  the  stare  began. 


Fears  on  new  law 
insurance  scheme

Although  the  Law  Society 
had  agreed  to  allow  solicitors 
to  limit  their  liability  for 
negligence  claims  above 
£500,000.  this  did  not  help  the 
small  practitioner  “one  iota”. 

It  also  virtually  ruled  out 
the  ordinary  or  legally  aided 
client  who  would  be  unlikely 
to  give  his  consent  to  such 
limitation  because  be  would 
not  understand  what  was 
involved. 

Mr  Best  urges  the  wealthy 
firms  to  shoulder  a  much 
more  substantial  share  of  the 
total  premium  to  assist  their 
less  wealthy  colleagues  who 
undertake  legal  aid  work. 

In  response  *lo  Mr  Best's 
letter,  Mr  John  Stoneley,  the 
Law  Society  official  who  deals 
with  indemnity  insurance, 
says  that  the  method  of 
calculating  contributions  by 
solicitors  remains  the  same 
under  the  new  scheme. 

The  only  change  has  been  is 
the  percentage  rate  chargeable 
against  the  notional  gross  fee 
income  per  principal  in  the 
firm. 

He  said  that  sole  prac¬ 
titioners  as  a  group  still  pay 
less  in  contributions  than  they 
take  out  in  claims  payments 
made  on  their  behalf,  while 
other  group  firms  with  more 
20  partners  are  “net

lo  a  letter  to  the  Law  Society

by  the  profession  for  the 
scheme  this  year  —  £69.5  mil¬ 
lion  —  will  come  from  the 
“smaller  and  less  wealthy 
practitioners”. 

Those  firms  are  “already 
finding  it  difficult  to  keep  their 
heads  above  water  on  reduc¬ 
ing  incomes  and  higher 
overheads”,  he  says. 

“It  is  they  who.  in  the  main, 
undertake  the  legal  aid  work, 
of  which  much  is  inadequately 
remunerated,  whilst  the 
wealthy  firms  are  content  to 
make  small  fortunes  without 
any  concern  for  their  brethren 
or  for  the  poorer  lay  clienL” 

From  October,  the  Law 
Society  is  taking  over  the 
running  of  its  own  pro¬ 
fessional  indemnity  insurance 
scheme  in  the  face  of  increas¬ 
ing  difficulty  to  obtain  cover 
on  the  open  market  because  of 
increasing  negligence  claims. 

Mr  Best,  who  fought  hard  to 
“reduce  the  blatant  unfair¬ 
ness"  of  the  original  master 
policy  scheme,  says  that  his¬ 
tory  is  repeating  itself. 

A  sole  practitioner  grossing 
£42,000  a  year  will  have  to  pay 
£364  more  for  his  premium 
under  the  new  mutual  policy 
scheme.

Poit-an-Prince  (Reuter)  —  Two  days  of  machete  battles  in  a 
remote  town  that  killed  at  least  50  people  and  may  have  left 
more  than  200  dead  appeared  yesterday  to  have  ended  as 
doctors  arrived  to  treat  scores  of  wounded,  witnesses  said. 

Doctors  returning  from  Jean-Rabel  about  140  miles 
north-west  of  here,  said  that  they  had  counted  as  many  as  50 
dead,  and  believed  other  bodies  would  be  found. 

The  Haitian  Information  Ministry  said  on  Saturday  that 
at  least  30  people  were  killed  and  hundreds  hurt  in  violence 
triggered  by  a  long-simmering  land  dispute.  Other 
unconfirmed  reports  put  the  death  toil  much  higher.  A 
missionary  said  that  more  than  200  people  had  been  killed, 
but  there  was  no  independent  confirmation. 

Accounts  of  the  clash  differed  widely.  Some  sources  said  it 
pitted  peasants  against  landowners,  while  others  suggested 
religious  rivalries  might  have  fanned  the  land  dispute. 

An  unidentified  Protestant  minister  who  returned  to  the 
capital  from  Jean-Rabel  told  the  Protestant  Radio  Lumidie 
that  at  least  235  people  died  in  the  fighting.  He  said  that  hun¬ 
dreds  were  injured,  and  that  hundreds  of  bodies  were  lying 
in  the  town's  streets.

The  review  comes  amid 
efforts  by  a  Kuwaiti  ship¬ 
owner  to  "re-register  one  of  his 
vessels  under  the  Gibraltar 
flag,  which  would  qualify  it  for 
the  limited  protection  that 
Britain's  Arm  ilia  Patrol  offers. 

The  Ministry  of  Defence 
confirmed  that  while  Britain's 
two  frigates  and  one  destroyer 
in  the  Gulf  had  no  ‘mine- 
sweeping  capability.  the  situa¬ 
tion  would  be  considered  in 
the  light  of  the  Bridgeton 
incident. 

The  Government  will  be 
anxious  to  avoid  the  embar¬ 
rassment  suffered  by  the  US 
Navy,  which  had  to  admit  on 


Saturday  that  all  its  active 
minesweepers  were  moored  in 
South  Carolina  instead  of 
clearing  sea  lanes  for  tankers 
escorted  by  US  warships. 

President  Reagan  ordered 
Mr  Caspar  Weinberger,  the 
American  Defence  Swrctary. 
to  provide  the  15-ship  US  fleet 
in  the  Gulf  with  anti-mine 
protection.  Whitehall  sources 
said  that  Washington  had  so 
far  made  no  request  to  Britain 
to  assist. 

Any  enthusiasm  for  sending 
a  minesweeper  is  likely  to  be 
dampened  by  fears  that  it 
might  aggravate  misunder¬ 
standings'  about  the  Armilla 
Patrol's  scope.  It  accompanies 
British- registered  vessels  only 
as  far  as  Bahrain,  staying  out 
of  the  waters  further  north 
where  the  Bridgeton  was 
mined. 

The  presence  of  a  British 


minesweeper  could  lead  ship- 
owners  to  hope  for  protection 
all  the  way  to  Kuwait,  which 
in  turn  could  lead  to  more 
applications  for  UK  or  Gibral¬ 
tar  registration.  Vessels  reg¬ 
istered  in  Gibraltar  fly  the  Red 
Ensign  and  are  accorded  the 
same  protection  by  the  Royal 
Navy  as  UK  vessels.

A  young  Coloured  member  of 
the  outlawed  African  National 
Congress  who,  according  to 
police,  was  shot  dead  with  his 
own  gun  in  a  scuffle  as  they 
tried  to  disarm  and  arrest  him, 
was  shot  in  the  small  of  the 
back  at  point-blank  range,  the 
report  on  a  post-mortem 
examination  by  an  unnamed 
private  pathologist  reveals. 

The  finding  is  likely  to 
exacerbate  tension  in  the  Cape 
Coloured  community,  where 
anger  is  running  high  over 
both  the  death  of  the  ANC 
man,  Mr  Ashley  Kriel,  and 
disciplinary  action  being 
taken  against  73  Coloured 
teachers  who  refused  to  con¬ 
duct  end-of-year  examina¬ 
tions  in  1985. 

Last  week,  five  limpet 
mines  exploded  in  the  Cape 
Town  area,  causing  extensive 
damage  but  no  injuries.  Police 
found  three  other  mines, 
which  were  either  defused  or 
detonated  harmlessly. 

Gangs  of  Coloured  youths 
also  went  on  the  rampage  in 
areas  near  the  city  centre, 
setting  fire  to  cars.  In  one 
incident  a  home-made  explo¬ 
sive  device  was  hulled  into  a 
mobile  video  unit  used  by  the 
police  to  photograph  rioters. 

In  other  violence  reported 
at  the  weekend,  the  police  said 
a  mob  of  blacks  killed  a  black 
man  in  the  I.anga  township 
near  Uitenhage,  in  the  Eastern 
Cape,  by  dousing  him  in 
petrol  and  setting  him  on  fire.

Desperate  effort  to  salvage  economy 


Khartoum  (Reuter)  —  Sudan's  Govern¬ 
ment  has  declared  a  year-long  state  of 
emergency  in  a  last-ditch  effort  to  salvage 
a  crumbling  economy  and  curb  social 
unrest,  but  diplomats  said  the  move  is 
unlikely  to  produce  significant  results. 

A  statement  by  the  President  of  the 
Supreme  Council,  the  collective  head  of 
state,  said  the  emergency  was  imposed  to 
end  market  chaos,  illegal  boarding  of 
essential  foodstuffs,  black  market  deal¬ 
ings  and  smuggling. 

President  Ahmed  Ali  al-Mirghani  said 
it  was  also  designed  to  combat  armed 
robberies,  widespread  in  Sudan's  south¬ 
ern  and  western  provinces,  illegal  pos¬ 
session  of  arms  and  the  disruption  of 
public  services. 

But  diplomats  said  that  they  were 
puzzled  by  the  announcement  because  a 
state  of  emergency,  imposed  when  former 
President  Nneiry  was  deposed  in  a 
military  coup  in  April  1985,  had  never 
been  lifted. 

“The  declaration  might  be  just  a 
renewal  of  the  state  of  emergency  or 
perhaps  an  attempt  to  show  that  the 
democratic  Government  can  also  be  as 
tough  as  the  army  generals  who  ousted 
Ntmeiry,”  one  diplomat  said.  “It  might 
well  be  a  storm  in  a  teacup." 

The  announcement  came  after  a  wave  of 
strikes  by  public  service  workers  in 
Khartoum,  a  general  strike  in  Bahr  al~ 
Ghazni  province  in  the  south,  and 
demonstrations  elsewhere  against  the 
Government's  faflnre  to  improve  living 
conditions. 


The  authorities  closed  schools  in 
Khartoum  indefinitely  on  Thursday  after 
week-long  riots  by  schoolchildren  protest¬ 
ing  at  a  shortage  of  teachers  and  books. 

The  diplomats  said  street  demonstra¬ 
tions  would  be  banned  under  the  state  of 
emergency  unless  they  had  prior  per¬ 
mission,  and  strikes  would  be  prohibited. 

But  they  did  not  expect  the  authorities 
to  compromise  a  civil  rights  and  basic 
freedoms  or  to  impose  censorship,  since 
the  Government  of  Mr  Sadeq  al-Mahdi. 
the  Prime  Minister,  had  consistently 
sought  to  maintain  its  democratic  image. 
The  coalition  Government  took  office  in 
May  last  year  after  Sudan's  first  demo¬ 
cratic  elections  in  nearly  20  years. 

The  diplomats  said  the  emergency 
could  also  be  an  attempt  by  the  Govern¬ 
ment  to  show  the  International  Monetary 
Fnnd  and  other  creditors  that  it  was 
serious  in  tackling  the  country's  worsen¬ 
ing  economic  problems.  A  three-man  IMF 
team  began  fresh  talks  with  Sudanese 
officials  at  the  weekend  on  ways  to  reform 
the  economy  and  for  Sedan  to  repay  about 
£370  million  owed  to  the  fund. 

Bnt  the  diplomats  said  the  Government 
did  not  have  the  manpower  or  the 
resources  to  exercise  effective  control  over 
a  nourishing  black  market  in  such  items 
as  sngar,  petroL  floor,  matches,  soap  and 
lubricating  oil.  An  official  at  the 
Commissioner's  Office  in  Khartoum  told 
the  Sndan  news  agency  SUNA  that  it  was 
virtually  Impossible  for  authorities  to 
enforce  government  prices  for  basic  goods. 


The  Interior  Minister,  Mr  Sida famed 
al- Hussein,  has  frequently  complained 
that  he  has  too  few  policemen,  saying  that 
low  wages  discouraged  young  men  from 
joining  the  force. 

Sudan,  wracked  by  a  four-year  civil  war 
in  the  south,  has  a  foreign  debt  officially 
estimated  at  £6.5  billion,  and  has  not  been 
able  to  service  it  folly  since  the  earlv 
1980s. 

•  ADDIS  ABABA:  The  rebel  Sndan 
People's  Liberation  Army  announced  here 
yesterday  that  the  Sudanese  Government 
had  sent  massive  troop  reinforcements 
and  material  to  Juba,  capital  of  the 
country's  southern  region  (AFP  reports). 

A  spokesman  for  Colonel  John 
Garang's  rebel  movement  said  that  Juba 
had  been  completely  cut  off  by  SPLA 
forces.  The  SPLA  political  adviser,  Mr 
Joseph  Oduho,  said  Khartoum  was  using 
Saudi  aircraft  to  deliver  supplies  to  the 
town. 

He  said  that  SPLA  forces  controlled  all 
roads  into  Jnba,  including  those  leading  to 
Zaire  in  the  west,  to  Uganda  in  the  south 
and  to  Kenya  in  the  east. 

•  Nairobi:  An  Italian  Jesuit  priest  es¬ 
caped  and  walked  100  miles  to  safety  in 
Zaire  after  being  abducted  by  unidentified 
kidnappers  at  Tore,  south-west  Sndan. 
Jesuit  sources  said  (Reuter  reports). 

Father  Pio  Ciampa,  aged  60,  was  one  of 
three  Jesuits  reported  kidnapped  in  the 
same  area  last  week.  The  fate  of  bis 
colleagues  is  not  known.

Warsaw  (Reuter)  —  Nine 
children  returning  from  sum¬ 
mer  camp  in  south-east  Po¬ 
land  were  killed  at  the 
weekend  when  an  oncoming 
bus  veered  across  the  road  and 
ploughed  into  their  coach. 

Eight  of  the  victims  died 
instantly  in  the  crash  near 
Kielcc.  "IOO  miles  south  of 
Warsaw,  and  a  ninth  died  later 
in  hospital. 

A  further  eight  were  re¬ 
ported  10  be  in  a  critical 
condition.

at  large  here  after  two  women 
died  after  complaining  they 
had  been  bitten  by  a  spider. 

Autopsies  failed  to  clarify 
the  exact  cause  of  death  but  a 
specialist  said  both  women 
had  symptoms  similar  to  peo¬ 
ple  who  had  been  bitten  by  the 
South  American  spider. 

Corsica  blast 

Ajaccio  (Reuter)  —  Eight 
armed  and  masked  men 
claiming  to  be  members  of  a 
banned  Corsican  separatist 
group  blew  up  a  villa  after 
blindfolding  its  five  inhab¬ 
itants.  hustling  them  into 
nearby  scrub  and  locking 
them  into  a  van.

Belgrade  (Reuter)  -  Ethnic 
tensions  resurged  in  Yugo¬ 
slavia's  Kosovo  province 
when  5.000  Serbs  staged  a 
mass  protest  alleging  that  one 
of  their  under-age  girts  had 
been  sexually  assaulted  by  an 
Albanian.

African  focus  on  Pretoria 


Frontline  states  tread  softly

Oslo  angry  at  omission 
from  Dounreay  report

No  drastic  action  on  counter¬ 
ing  South  African  pressure  on 
the  frontline  stales  is  likely  to 
follow  this  week’s  summit  of 
African  heads  of  state,  open¬ 
ing  today  in  Addis  Ababa's 
Africa  Hall,  even  though  most 
of  the  discussion  wiU  centre  on 
this  issue.  This  is  because 
these  southern  African  coun¬ 
tries  have  decided  to  tread 
softly  in  applying  sanctions 
against  Pretoria. 

At  a  mini-summit  in  Lusaka 
last  week,  leaders  from  Bo¬ 
tswana.  Mozambique.  Angola, 
Tanzania.  Zambia  and  Zim¬ 
babwe.  agreed  not  to  press 
Botswana  and  Mozambique 
to  sever  air  links  with  South 
Africa  because  they  depend 
completely  on  their  links  with 
the  republic  for  trade  and 
communication. 

President  Kaunda  of  Zam¬ 
bia  and  Mr  Robert  Mugabe, 
the  Prime  Minister  of  Zim¬ 
babwe.  also  decided  to  retain 
their  own  countries*  air  links 
with  South  Africa  until  they 
can  reduce  their  economic 
dependence  upon  their  white- 
ruled  neighbour.  This  situa¬ 
tion  apparently  has  been 
accepted  temporarily  by  the 
African  National  Congress. 

The  sanctions  issue  has 
featured  prominently  at  many 
previous  meetings  of  the 
Organization  of  African 
Unity,  but  the  difficulties  of 
the  frontline  states  were  never 


spelled  out  so  clearly  as  they 
were  last  week. 

Last  year  Nigeria  was  the 
forceful  advocate  of  radical 
action  against  Pretoria.  This 
year,  at  the  just-ended  meeting 
or  foreign  ministers  in  Addis 
Ababa,  it  was  Ghana's  turn  to 
press  fora  strong  resolution  to 
be  forwarded  to  the  summit. 
But  other  African  states  in 
less-exposed  positions  remain 
reluctant  to  deny  transit  and 
refuelling  facilities  to  inter¬ 
national  airlines  flying  to  and 
from  South  Africa. 

Earlier  this  year  Pesident 
Moi  of  Kenya  told  the  OAU 
that  unless  such  a  ban  was 
observed  by  all  African  states, 
Nairobi  would  not  take  uni¬ 
lateral  action. 

Six  international  airlines, 
including  British  Airways,  still 
make  regular  trips  to  Johan¬ 
nesburg  stopping  at  Nairobi 
cn  route.  President  Moi  said: 
“We  should  not  be  asked  10  do 
this  alone." 

A  Kenyan  official  said  later 
that  if  Kenya  could  be  sure 
other  countries  would  not  step 
in  and  fill  the  gap  caused  if 
Nairobi  Airport  were  closed  to 
such  flights,  it  would  observe 
an  OAU  ban. 

But  for  all  the  brave  resolu¬ 
tions  and  threats  made  by 
African  stales  against  the 
apartheid  regime,  few  have 
made  any  substantial  contri¬ 


butions  to  the  OAU  liberation 
committee,  which  helps  fi¬ 
nance  and  co-ordinate  the 
activities  of  the  ANC.  Swapo 
and  other  bodies. 

This  was  revealed  by  Mr  Ide 
Oumarou.  the  OAU  Sec¬ 
retary-General.  in  a  recent  | 
speech  to  the  4Sth  session  of : 
the  committee  in  Tanzania. 
He  said  that  more  than  half : 
the  50  member  states  had  not 
paid  anything  “for  many 
years". 

Significantly,  the  commiltee 
is  moving  from  Dar  es  Salaam 
to  Lusaka,  where  it  will  be 
headed  by  Mr  Luke  Mwanans- 
ftifcu.  the  Zambian  Foreign 
Minister. 

Meanwhile,  the  election  of 
President  Kaunda  as  the  next 
OAU  chairman  is  now  virtu¬ 
ally  certain  after  the  with¬ 
drawal  from  the  contest  of  his 
rivals.  President  Babangida 
of  Nigeria  and  President 
Mubarak  of  Egypt. 

The  other  leading  topic  on 
this  week's  agenda  wifi  be  the 
enormous  foreign  debts  crip¬ 
pling  African  states,  now  total¬ 
ling  some  £125  billion. 

The  foreign  ministers,  while 
proposing  yet  another  con¬ 
ference  to  consider  the  debt 
crisis,  have  left  the  heads  of 
state  to  decide  whether  to  lake 
a  common  stance  before  the 
creditors  or  to  continue  sepa¬ 
rate  negotiations  for  easier 
terms. 


Reflecting  the  concern  felt  in 
the  Nordic  countries.  Norway 
has  made  what  it  describes  as 
its  last  friendly  effort  to  re¬ 
solve  differences  with  Britain 
over  proposals  for  a  fast 
nuclear  reactor  and  nuclear 
reprocessing  plant  at  Doun¬ 
reay  in  Scotland. 

In  a  strongly-worded  letter 
to  Lord  Belstead,  the  new 
Minister  of  Slate  at  the 
Department  of  the  Environ¬ 
ment.  Mrs  Sissel  Roenbeck. 
the  Norwegian  Minister  of  the 
Environment,  expresses  “as¬ 
tonishment”  that  Norwegian 
objections,  submitted  at  pub¬ 
lic  hearings  into  the  plans, 
“were  neither  reflected . . .  nor 
listed  as  a  reference"  in  the 
report  on  the  hearings. 

The  Dounreay  issue  is 
potentially  far  more  serious 
than  acid  rain  as  a  threat  to 
relations  between  Britain  and 
the  Nordic  countries.  This 
year  alone,  more  than  300,000 
Norwegians  —  about  7.5  per 
cent  of  the  population  —  and 
75  per  cent  of  its  municipal¬ 
ities  have  signed  a  petition 
deploring  the  proposed  expan¬ 
sion.  About  200.CKW  of  those 
signatures  were  delivered  to 
Downing  Street.  Working 
groups  throughout  the  region, 
many  at  ministerial  level, 
have"  drawn  up  similar 
dossiers. 

Anii-Dounrcay  campaign¬ 
ers  in  Norway,  some  of  whom 
want  a  tourist  boycott  of 


Britain,  have  full  government 
support  for  their  contention 
that  the  proposed  develop¬ 
ment  would  mean  increased 
traffic  in  radioactive  materials 
in  the  North  Sea.  posing 
unacceptable  risks  to  Norwe¬ 
gian  fisheries  and  to  the 
mainland,  particularly  in  the 
aftermath  of  the  Chernobyl 
disaster. 

Scientists  also  argue  that  a 
Chemobyl-style  accident  at 
Dounreay  would  affect  Nor¬ 
way  in  much  the  same  way  as 
would  the  explosion  of  a 
nuclear  device  over  mainland 
Britain. 

The  Danish  Faeroe  Islands 
have  been  extremely  active  in 
the  campaign  and  there  have 
been  suggestions,  only  half  in 
jest  that  Orkney  and  Shetland 
should  secede  from  Scotland 
and  Britain,  re-establishing 
ancient  ties  with  the  Nordic 
states,  in  protest  over  the 
Dounreay  issue.  The  Orkneys 
were  once  a  part  of  the 
Scandinavian  kingdom,  and 
the  Viking  influence  is  still 
strong  and  obvious  there. 
King  Christian  I  of  Denmark 
ceded  the  islands  to  the  Scot¬ 
tish  crown  in  the  1 5th  century. 

Mrs  Roenbeck  said  last 
week  that  her  letter  was  almost 
certainly  the  last  “friendly” 
approach  on  the  question  of 
Dounreay.  Norway  was  en¬ 
titled  to  "seek  binding  arbitra¬ 
tion  on  the  issue,  and  would 
do  so  if  nccessarv.  she  added. 


Outburst  halts  speech 
by  Khmer  Rouge  chief 


Eurocrats  leave  their  fiscal  woes  and  head  for  the  seaside

Mr  Khieu  Samphan  stop¬ 
ped  reading  his  speech  but  did 
not  otherwise  read. 

The  conference,  which  was 
opened  by  Air  Chief  Marshal 
Siddhi  Savetsila,  the  Thai 
Foreign  Minister,  was  at¬ 
tended  by  delegates  from  31 
countries  representing  bodies 
opposed  to  Vietnam’s  occupa¬ 
tion  of  Cambodia. 

Mr  Khieu  Samphan,  the 
Khmer  Rouge’s  current  lead¬ 
er,  pledged  10  maintain  links 
with  the  two  non-communist 
factions.

There  is  a  mixed  “end  of 
term"  mood  in  the  European 
Community  as  the  summer  re¬ 
cess  begins.  As  the  Eurocrats 
head  for  the  beaches  (a  trickle 
began  weeks  ago)  there  is 
gloom  over  the  way  budget 
headaches  still  dominate  afi- 
dtirs.

It  was  the  end  of  a 
beautiful  weekend  last 
summer.  Anne  Cellier.  a 
22-year-oki  model,  was 
sitting  in  a  traffic  jam  on 
the  A13  motorway  outside 
Paris  on  her  wav  home.  Sud¬ 
denly  a  BMW  came  hurtling 
round  a  corner  at  nearly 
lOOmph  and  ploughed  into 
the  back  of  her  little 
Autobianchi  car.  Anne  was 
dragged  from  the  blazing 
wreck,  but  died  in  hospital 
three  months  later  after  29 
operations  and  what  doctors 
described  as  “appalling 
suffering”. 

The  driver  of  the  BMW,  an 
insurance  broker,  aged  37, 
escaped  unhurt.  He  had  spent 
a  festive  evening  with  friends 
and  was  found  to  have  1.3g  of 
alcohol  in  his  blood,  well  over 
the  legal  limit  of  0.8g  (the 
same  as  in  Britain).  When  an 
appeal  court  upheld  his  one- 
year  suspended  prison  sen¬ 
tence  this  spring  there  was 
uproar,  something  that 
contributed  significantly  to 
the  government’s  decision  last 
month  to  ban  the  advertising 
of  ah  alcoholic  drinks  on 
television. 

The  French  are  ambivalent, 
not  to  say  hypocritical,  in  their 
attitude  toward  drinking. 
While  they  are  in  favour  of 
measures  to  restrict  the  exces¬ 
sive  drinking  of  others,  woe 
betide  anyone  who  tries  to 
limit  their  own  freedom.  The 
government  may  ban  alcohol 
commercials  on  television, 
but  French  television  pro¬ 
grammes  are  still  heavily 
populated  by  Gauloise-smok- 
ing,  hard-drinking  heroes. 

Whether  there  is  a 
real  mood  for 
change  may  be¬ 
come  evident 
this  weekend, 
traditionally  the  most  hazard¬ 
ous  on  French  roads.  More 
than  10  million  people  lake  to 
the  roads,  as  hordes  of  July 
holiday-makers  cross  paths 
with  those  beginning  their 
August  breaks.  Last  year,  127 
people  were  killed  and  2,751 
injured  over  the  three  days  of 
the  August  1  weekend. 

France  has  an  acknowl¬ 
edged  drink  problem.  It  has 
the  highest  reported  rate  of 
alcohol  consumption  in  the 
world,  with  the  exception  of 
Luxembourg,  where  the  fig¬ 
ures  are  falsely  inflated 
because  of  the  boom  in  duty- 
free  frontier  sales.  An  esti¬ 
mated  5  million  people,  or  one 
in  10  of  the  French  popula¬ 
tion,  are  considered  “excess¬ 
ive”  drinkers;  2  million  are 
reported  to  be  suffering  from 
alcohol-related  illnesses. 

Nearly  5.000  people  died 
last  year  in  road  accidents 
directly  attributed  to  drunken 
driving,  compared  with  just 
over  1,100  in  Britain.  The 
statistics  on  the  impact  of 
alcohol  on  health  and  the 


crime  rate  are  equally  sober¬ 
ing.  The  respected  Haute 
Com  it  f  d' Etudes  er 
d  information  sur  Alcooiisme, 
set  up  by  the  government  in 
1 954.  attributes  20  per  cent  of 
all  serious  crime  to  excessive 
drinking,  including  60  percent 
of  murders. 

France’s  wine  exports 
amounted  to  25.8  billion 
francs  (£2.600  million)  last 
year  and  the  alcohol  “lobby”, 
although  not  well  organized, 
exerts  a  powerful  influence  on 
government  policy-making.  It 
is  estimated  that  10  to  15  per 
cent  of  the  population  de¬ 
pends  directly  or  indirectly  on 
the  industry. 

Tougher  penalties  may  be 
introduced  for  drunken  driv¬ 
ing.  but  petrol  stations  con¬ 
tinue  to  sell  whisky,  beer  and 
wine  alongside  sweets  and 
road  maps.  Government  cam¬ 
paigns  may  warn  of  the  dan¬ 
gers  of  alcohol  abuse,  but 
nothing  is  done  to  limit  the 
incredible,  almost  24-hour-a- 
day  accessibility  of  alcohoL 

And  yet,  apart  from  the 
occasional  clochard.  one  sees 
fewer  actual  drunks  in  France 
than  in  many  British  towns, 
despite  an  average  per  capita 
alcohol  consumption  rate 
double  that  of  Britain. 

But  the  whole  French  ap¬ 
proach  to  drinking  is  different

from  that  in  Britain.  It  appears 
altogether  more  civilized.  The 
French  do  not  go  in  for  heavy, 
incapacitating  drinking  bouts 
in  adults-only  pubs.  They  tend 
to  spread  their  drinking 
throughout  the  day  in  caffes 
and  bistros,  most  of  which 
open  before  dawn  and  trade 
until  the  small  hours  of  (he 
following  morning  (the  licens¬ 
ing  laws  dictate  they  must  shut 
for  at  least  one  hour  a  day). 
Children  are  welcome,  pro¬ 
vided  they  are  accompanied 
by  an  adult,  although  they 
must  not  be  served  alcohol 
before  the  age  of  18. 

“Drinking,”  says  Professor 
Michel  Fontan.  president  of 
the  haute  comilt  and  former 
head  of  a  psychiatric  hospital 
specializing  in  drinking  prob¬ 
lems.  “is  part  of  our  national 
way  of  life.  The  French  have  a 
tradition  of  being  4bon 
vivanls*.  They  like  to  drink 
because  it  tastes  good,  it’s 
convivial,  it’s  a  sign  of  friend¬ 
ship  A  meal  is  not  a  real  meal 
unless  there  is  wine  on  the 
table.” 

Drinking  in  France 
tends  to  be  a  much 
more  family-ori¬ 
ented  affair  than  in 
Britain.  Much  of  it 
still  takes  place  in  the  home. 
The  average  household  spends 
more  than  250  francs  (£25)  a 
month  on  alcohol  for  the 
home,  and  a  similar  amount 
on  wines  and  spirits  in  res¬ 
taurants  and  bars.  Every  self- 
respecting  family  has  its  own 
cave  or  cellar,  stocked  with 
wine,  champagne  and  a  peri- 
life. 

In  many  rural  communities 
in  the  old  days,  a  child  would 
often  get  its  first  taste  of 
alcohol  by  having  a  drop  of 
Calvados  or  eau  de  vie  pm  in  its 
feeding  bottle  to  help  send  it  to 
sleep.  Children  would  be  of¬ 
fered  watered-down  wine  with 
their  meals  from  an  early  age. 
Bui  with  growing  knowledge 
of  the  dangers  of  alcohol  and 
the  increased  availability  of 
non-alcoholic  drinks,  those 
customs  are  dying. 

Jean-Marie  Buissonnier, 
aged  41.  an  accountant  with 
the  Texaco  oil  company,  says 
he  remembers  his  fanning 
relatives  in  Normandy  trying 
to  get  him  to  drink  calvados. 
He  was  six  at  the  time.  “I 
hated  iu  l  used  to  pour  it  into 
the  rubber  plant  in  the  kitchen 
when  no  one  was  looking.  Our 
14-year-old  son  has  just 
started  drinking  the  occa¬ 
sional  aperitif,  but  he  never 
joins  us  in  drinking  wine  at 
meals.  It’s  not  that  we  don’t 
allow  him;  he  simply  doesn't 
like  the  taste." 

But  recent  studies  show  an 
increase  in  drinking  among 
the  young.  Unlike  most  of 
their  parents,  they  drink  not 
because  they  like  it,  but  in 
order  to  get  drunk.  The

Robert  Rines,  a  lawyer  and 
president  of  the  Academy  of 
Applied  Science  in  Boston, 
Massachusetts,  and  also  a 
speaker  at  the  symposium, 
gives  the  impression  of  one 
who  would  like  to  climb  into 
Nessie’s  every  murky  cranny 
and  torn  the  whole  thing  inside 
ooL  On  his  next  expedition,  he 
will  be  using  for  the  first  time 
declassified  sonar  equipment

Government.

education  estimates  that  !2 
per  cent  of  12  to  1 8-ycar-olds 
drink  “regularly”  and  a  fur¬ 
ther  49  per  cent  drink  occa¬ 
sionally.  Hard  drinking 
among  the  young  nevertheless 
appears  to  be  much  less 
prevalent  than  in  Britain. 

While  average  alcohol  con¬ 
sumption  remains  high  in 
France,  it  has  almost  halved 
over  the  past  three  decades  - 
contrary  to  the  trend  in  most 
other  European  countries.  The 
consumption  of  cheap  table 
wine  has  in  particular  fallen 
dramatically,  reducing  overall 


weekly  wine  consumption 
from  three  and  a  half  75cl 
bottles  for  every  man,  woman 
and  child  in  1 956  to  about  two 
bottles  a  week  now.  People 
over  20  were  drinking  more 
than  five  bottles  of  wine  a 
week  in  1956;  by  1984  (the 
latest  figures  available) 
consumption  had  dropped  to 
slightly  less  than  three  bottles. 

Meanwhile,  the  consump¬ 
tion  of  beer  and  grain-based 
alcohol  such  as  whisky  has 
increased,  though  wine  re¬ 
mains  by  far  the  Frenchman’s 
favourite  drink. 


When  entertaining,  cham¬ 
pagne  served  as  an  aperitif  is 
increasingly  de  rigueur.  Some 
130  million  bottles  of  cham¬ 
pagne  were  bought  in  France 
last  year,  compared  to  a  mere

Glasnost  and  the  Tartars 


Who  takes 
more  care? 

The  proposed  British  Airways- 
British  Caledonian  merger  may 
run  into  opposition  from  an 
unusual  source:  the  medical  pro¬ 
fession.  BCa!  is  unique  among 
airlines  in  the  pioneer  use  of 
defibrillators  in  emergency  equip¬ 
ment  packs  on  their  wide-bodied 
aircraft.  The  machines,  which 
deliver  electric  shocks  to  heart 
attack  victims,  were  introduced 
earlier  this  year  but  so  far  no  other 
airline,  including  the  world's 
favourite,  has  followed  suit.  There 
are  fears  that  a  merger  will  not 
automatically  mean  that  BA  will 
carry  the  emergency  packs,  which 
are  now  supplied  free  to  BCa  I  by 
their  American  manufacturer. 
With  1 50.000  people  in  the  air  at 
any  ume  on  scheduled  airlines  — 
the  population  of  a  small  town  - 
doctors  regret  the  absence  of  this 
medical  facility.  They  point  out 
that  the  new-  defibrillators  are 
automatic  and  anyone  can  be 
trained  to  use  them. 

Hale  and  party 

Wolverhampton  ratepayers  have 
every  reason  to  hope  their  coun¬ 
cillors  stay  in  the  best  of  health: 
the  slightest  malady  could  cost 
them  dear.  At  the  first  full  meeting 
of  the  council  -  evenly  split 
between  Labour  and  an  alliance  of 
Tories  and  Liberals  —  after  the 
May  elections,  a  Labour  coun¬ 
cillor  was  absent  through  illness. 
So  the  Conservatives  took  control 
for  the  first  time  in  16  years  by- 
voting  in  Doreen  Seiboih  as 
mayor,  who  is  allowed  to  vote 
twice  if  there  is  an  even  split.  At 
last  week’s  meeting  a  Tory  was  off 
sick;  Labour  adjourned  the 
proceedings  to  debate  the  legal 
position  of  the  council's  com¬ 
mittee  chairmen  —  three  Liberals 
and  the  rest  Conservative  —  and 
overturned  all  their  decisions.  The 
merry-go-round  could  last  until 
next  May.  when  a  third  of  the 
members  face  re-election.

Reg 
Freeson,  ousted  as  a  Labour  MP  in 
a  selection  battle  with  Ken  Living¬ 
stone,  is  lending  his  experience  as 
a  former  housing  minister  to 
David  Weeks,  deputy  leader  of 
Tory-comroJJed  Westminster  City 
Council,  to  cast  his  eye  over  inner- 
city  renewal  projects.

Moscow 

The  Crimean  Tartars  have  long 
had  a  justified  grievance.  In  1944. 
as  punishment  for  their  alleged  co¬ 
operation  with  the  German  invad¬ 
ers,  the  entire  population  of  the 
nominally  autonomous  republic 
was  deported  and  resettled  in 
Soviet  central  Asia.  According  to 
the  Tartars,  more  than  100,000 
died  during  the  deportation. 

The  injustice  was  especially 
great  not  just  because  a  whole 
nation  had  been  branded  because 
of  the  conduct  of  its  leaders. 
Under  the  Soviet  nationality  sys¬ 
tem.  the  injustice  was  automati¬ 
cally  passed  on  from  one 
generation  to  the  next,  each 
person  dearly  labelled  in  his 
internal  passport. 

Moreover,  other  non-Russian 
groups  collaborated  with  the  Ger¬ 
mans;  whether  they  did  so  by 
choice  or  under  duress  -  and  in  a 
period  following  the  harshesi 
Stalinist  repressions,  the  border¬ 
line  between  the  two  was  very  thin 
-  they  were  not  punished  so 
drastically. 

In  1%7  the  Soviet  authorities 
recognized  that  an  injustice  had 
been  done  and  rescinded  the 
decree.  The  automatic  label  of 
traitor  was  removed  and  it  became 
a  little  easier  for  individual  Tar¬ 
tars  to  leave  their  places  of  exile  - 
mainly  in  Uzbekistan  and  Kaz¬ 
akhstan  —  but  there  was  no 
question  of  their  returning  to  the 
Crimea  or  re-establishing  any  sort 
of  administrative  autonomy. 

The  treatment  of  the  Crimean 
Tartars  also  had  a  historical  and

psychological  basis.  The  deep- 
seated  Russian  antipathy  towards 
the  Tartars  goes  back  to  the  15th 
and  16th  centuries  when  Tartar 
hordes  plagued  Russia’s  southern 
borderlands.  Along  with  the  Mon¬ 
gols.  they  are  regarded  as  partly 
responsible  for  retarding  Russia's 
economic  development,  for  mak¬ 
ing  her  an  “ Asiatic"  country  in 
European  eyes  and  an  autocracy 
rather  than  a  democracy. 

However,  the  principle  of  mak¬ 
ing  a  whole  nation  suffer  for  the 
transgressions  of  those  in  auth¬ 
ority  has  angered  many  Russian 
intellectuals.  Andrei  Sakharov 
and  other  dissidents  have  inter¬ 
ceded  on  behalf  of  the  Tartars,  as 
have  cultural  figures  such  as  the 
poets  Yevgeny  Yevtushenko  and 
Bulat  Okudzhava,  whose  inter¬ 
vention  helped  to  persuade  the 
authorities  to  set  up  the  commis¬ 
sion  on  the  plight  or  the  Tartars 
announced  last  week.  Their  case 
has  also  been  taken  up  at  inter¬ 
national  human  rights  forums. 

Today  the  cause  of  the  Crimean 
Tartars  is  a  litmus  test  of  Mikhail 
Gorbachov's  policy  of  glasnost, 
which  has  started  to  bring  into  the 
open  all  manner  of  skeletons  from 
Soviet  history.  It  has  also  en¬ 
couraged  the  "nationalities”  (the 
non-Russian  peoples  of  the  Soviet 
Union)  to  think  they  might  now 


have  a  better  chance  of  preserving 
their  culture  and  way  of  life  than 
previously,  halting  what  they  see 
as  a  process  of  Russian  assimila¬ 
tion.  They  also  hope  for  greater 
autonomy. 

While  the  Tartars  are  a  special 
case,  they  also  represent  a 
precedent  which  other  groups  — 
especially  Jews,  other  religious 
believers  and  people  of  the  Baltic 
republics  -  will  watch  closely.  The 
fact  that  the  Tartar  demonstrators 
on  Red  Square  shouted  for  Mr 
Gorbachov  also  shows  the  extent 
to  which  he  personally  has  become 
a  symbol  of  hope,  not  only  for 
Russians  but  for  minority  na¬ 
tionalities  too. 

In  the  long  term  the  extent  of 
those  hopes  is  in  itself  a  risk.  What 
if  Gorbachov  cannot  deliver  what 
bis  petitioners  expect?  But  there  is 
also  a  shorter-term  risk,  to 
glasnost  it$el£  The  Red  Square 
demonstration  was  the  first  time 
that  official  policy'  and  party 
decisions  have  been  openly  chal¬ 
lenged  by  an  organized  group 
citing  glasnost  in  their  defence. 
Hitherto,  glasnost  has  been  the 
exclusive  preserve  of  the  authori¬ 
ties,  a  tool  to  wield  as  they  think 
fit:  to  expose  villains  to  encourage 
the  intellectuals  to  work  for  rather 
than  against  the  leadership,  to 
bring  down  an  old-style  local  lead¬ 


er  and  his  replacement  by  some¬ 
one  in  the  Gorbachov  mould. 

This  pattern  has  now  been 
broken.  But  the  restraint  with 
which  this  weekend's  demonstra¬ 
tion  was  treated  by  the  authorities 
suggests  that  the  Crimean  Tartars 
have  friends  in  high  places,  and 
that  Gorbachov  himself  rec¬ 
ognizes  — as  the  announcement  of 
the  commission  stated  directly  — 
that  an  injustice  was  done  in  1944. 
It  may  also  be  an  intimation  by  the 
authorities  that  demonstrations 
are  something  they  will  have  to 
leant  to  live  with,  that  demonstra¬ 
tions  are  part  of  glasnost 

This  is  something  that  many 
Soviet  citizens  will  find  it  hard  to 
come  to  terms  with.  Comments 
heard  on  Red  Square  yesterday 
suggest  there  would  have  been  a 
popular  mandate  for  the  police  to 
have  broken  up  the  demonstration 
with  whatever  force  they  consid¬ 
ered  necessary.  To  people  brought 
up  not  to  question  what  they  team 
in  the  history  books  and  what  they 
are  told  by  the  official  press,  these 
are  confusing  times. 

Now  that  the  Tartars  have 
ended  their  demonstration  peace¬ 
fully,  with  a  promise  apparently 
from  Gorbachov  himself  that  they 
ran  testify  in  person  to  President 
Gromyko,  who  is  heading  the 
commission  on  their  plight,  the 
next  test  of  glasnost  will  be 
whether  that  meeting  happens  and 
then,  whether  or  not  h  does, 
whether  the  Crimean  Tartars  are 
able  to  return  to  Red  Square  and 
tell  the  Soviet  public  if  they  are  not 
satisfied.

The  task 
is  this:  name  the  Labour  politician 
who.  in  the  wake  of  the  election 
defeat,  said  this,  in  a  speech 
which,  as  far  as  I  can  make  out, 
went  wholly  unreported: 

Persistent  long-term  efforts  to 
overturn  the  objective  laws  of 
economic  life  and  crush  the  age- 
old  incentives  to  work  have 
brought  results  directly  opposite 
to  those  we  had  anticipated 
. . .  Massive  apathy,  indiffer¬ 
ence.  disrespect  for  honest  lab¬ 
our.  together  with  aggressive 
envy  toward  those  who  earn 
more,  have  led  to  signs  of 
degradation  of  a  significant  part 
of  the  people.  There  is  a  disbelief 
in  the  goals  and  intentions  which 
have  been  declared,  disbelief  in 
the  possibility  of  a  rational 
organization  of  economic  and 
social  life. 

Here  is  the  first  clue;  if  Labour 
had  won  the  election,  the  speaker 
would  almost  certainly  have  bad 
Cabinet  office.  No  peeking,  now; 
please  read  on.  On,  that  is,  to  this: 
We  need  to  permit  companies 
and  organizations  to  sell  freely, 
to  buy  and  borrow,  in  place  of 
fruitless  efforts  at  central  plan¬ 
ning.  Wc  need  to  realize  that 
(here  is  such  a  thing  as  natural 
unemployment.  The  real  possib¬ 
ility  of  losing  one's  job.  of  being 
forced  to  move  to  a  new  place  of 
employment,  is  not  at  all  bad 
medicine. 

Another  clue;  this  politician 
would  be  regarded  as  on  the  left  of 
the  party,  though  not  as  far  left  as 
the  Militants.  Next  excerpt 

The  economic  situation  will  have 
to  depend  directly  on  profit,  and 
profit  cannot  fulfil  its  function 
until  prices  are  liberated  from 
subsidies.  Over  the  centuries, 
humankind  has  found  no  more 
effective  measure  of  work  than 
profit.  Our  suspicious  attitude 
toward  profit  is  a  . . .  misunder¬ 
standing,  the  cost  of  the  eco¬ 
nomic  illiteracy  of  people  who 
thought  that  socialism  would 
eliminate  profit  and  loss.  The 
criterion  of  profit  under  social¬ 
ism  simply  tells  whether  you  are 
working  well  or  not.  It  is  even 
possible  that  we  should  consider 
creating  economic  free  zones. 

Another  clue,  followed  by  an¬ 
other  excerpt,  after  which  I  shall 
withdraw  the  rabbit  from  the  hat. 
This  Labour  politician  has  not 
hitherto  said  anything  like  this, 
bui  has  given  every  sign  of 
complete  orthodoxy: 

Consumers  need  to  have  both 
rights  and  opportunities  to  lake 
what  is  offered  or  turn  it  down. 
That  means  they  have  to  have  a 
real  choice.  It  is  time  to  stop 
deceiving  ourselves,  and  calmly 
admit  that  ihe  problem  of  “con¬ 
sumer  selection",  the  problem  of 
competition,  is  not  rooted  in  any 
social  or  class  relationship.  There 
is  no  room  here  for  even  a  whiff 
of  ideology.  This  is  a  purely 
economic  problem.  Bottom-line 
market  stimuli  must  extend  to  all 
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stages  of  the  research,  develop¬ 
ment.  investment,  production, 
marketing  and  service  process. 
Only  the  market  place,  not  mere 
administrative  innovations,  can 
subordinate  this  entire  chain  to 
the  consumer's  demands. 

And  now  I  have  to  admit  that 
although  I  sternly  forbade  my 
readers  to  cheat,  I  have  myself 
cheated.  Every  word  I  have  quoted 
was  said,  and  nothing  was  taken 
out  of  context  (though  I  elided  to 
avoid  giving  the  game  away),  but 
my  excerpts  were  not  from  a 
Labour  MP  at  all;  the  "clues”  were 
spurious,  invented  to  put  you  off 
the  scent  until  I  was  ready. 

The  answer  to  the  riddle  is  that 
the  excerpts  were  from  an  article 
in  the  Soviet  magazine  Novy  Mir, 
by  a  Soviet  writer  (and.  I  take  iL 
economist)  called  Nikolai  Shmel¬ 
yov.  and  so  far  he  has  not  been 
sacked,  imprisoned  or  shot 
I  may  say  that  there  is  in  the 
article  matter  far  more  amazing 
than  what  I  quoted;  I  had  to  leave 
out  some  of  the  best  bits,  such  as: 
The  present  system  of  material 
incentives  for  conscientious 
work  is  ineffective  not  only 
because  it  is  worthless.  Salaries 
and  bonuses  don’t  work  because 
there  is  nothing  for  the  people  to 
buy  with  their  money. 

Bui  This  column  is  not  about  the 
Soviet  Union,  it  is  about  the 
British  Labour  Party.  For  the  fact 
is  that,  whereas  in  the  Soviet 
Union  a  man  has  risked  his  liberry 
to  tell  his  countrymen  some  naked 
truths,  hitherto  universally  de¬ 
nied.  about  socialism,  here  in 
Britain,  where  Labour  politicians 
run  no  such  risk,  they  have  told 
not  even  one.  fully-clad,  truth 
about  socialism,  and  indeed  for 
the  most  part  have  never  slopped 
telling  the  same  lies  about  it  as 
they  did  during  the  election. 

We  are  in  an  extraordinary 


situation:  socialism  does  not 
work,  either  in  the  Soviet  Union 
or  in  Britain.  But  everybody  in  the 
Soviet  Union  knows  that,  and 
now  someone  has  actually  admit¬ 
ted  iL  while  in  Britain  the  Labour 
Party  as  a  whole  doesn’t  know  iL 
and  among  those  who  do  none  has 
dared  to  say  so. 

Let  us  leave  honesty  and  cour¬ 
age  out  of  the  argument  let  us 
concentrate  entirely  on  realism.  At 
the  next  election  there  will  be 
another  million  or  so  former 
council  tenants  who  own  their 
houses,  and  home  ownership  in 
general  will  probably  have  gone  up 
by  several  million.  There  will  be 
perhaps  another  four  or  five  mil¬ 
lion  "national”  shareholders,  with 
a  slice  of  the  electricity  under¬ 
takings.  the  water  boards,  the 
airports  and  other  denationalized 
enterprises;  in  addition.  I  hope 
there  will  be  a  very  large  increase 
in  employee  shareholders 
throughout  industry,  men  and 
women  with  an  interest  (in  every 
sense  of  the  word)  in  their 
company’s  prosperity. 

urthermore,  the  propor¬ 
tion  of  those  working  at 
jobs  to  which  they  can  go 
in  their  best  clothes  will 
have  risen  sharply,  and  the  num¬ 
bers  of  those  in*the  smokestack 
industries  will  have  corres¬ 
pondingly  fallen.  Further  still,  the 
precipitous  decline  in  union 
membership  will  have  become 
even  steeper.  I  doubt  if  there  will 
be  more  than  six  or  seven  million 
unionists  in  the  country,  and 
many  of  them  will  be  members  of 
unions  which  have  followed  the 
trail  broken  by  the  EETPU. 

There  will  also  be  a  rapidly 
growing  number  of  schools  out¬ 
side  the  control  of  local  councils, 
and  a  continually  increasing  num¬ 


ber  of  parents  acting  on  their  new¬ 
found  freedom  of  choice.  There 
will  still  be  a  very  substantial 
number  of  people  unemployed, 
though  considerably  fewer  than 
now,  but  those  in  work  will  be 
even  more  prosperous  than  be¬ 
fore.  And  the  basic  rate  of  income- 
tax  will  be  less  than  25p. 

And  to  such  voters,  the  Labour 
Party  is  likely  to  be  still  offering 
socialism.  Indeed,  Mr  Kinnock 
has  just  announced  that  atthe  next 
election  he  is  going  to  tell  them 
that  "socialism  is  the  answer 
because  socialism  looks  after  the 
individual”.  Hints  have  been 
dropped  about  its  being  a  different 
kind  of  socialism,  as  indeed  they 
have  been  dropped  about  the 
abandonment  of  nationalization, 
but  socialism  is  what  Labour  now 
stands  for,  and  socialism,  clearly, 
is  what  it  is  going  to  continue  to 
stand  for.  But  why  not  offer 
Zoroastrianism,  or  fire-worship, 
or  a  policy  based  on  the  assump¬ 
tion  that  the  earth  is  flat  or  a 
promise  to  bring  back  the  Black 
Death?  These  would  be  no  less 
irrelevant  than  socialism  to  the 
real  lives  of  real  people,  and  would 
be  considerably  more  amusing. 

But  can  Jack,  throwing  off  his 
coat  be  free  in  one  bound?  Is  there 
any  chance  that  the  Labour  Party 
can  transform  itself  into  a  party 
for  real  people  living  in  a  real 
world,  a  party  committed  to 
incentive,  competition,  differen¬ 
tials.  choice,  a  success  ethic,  a 
betterment  ethic  and  a  self-reli¬ 
ance  ethic?  Can  the  Labour  Party 
repudiate  socialism  for  Britain  as 
completely  and  unambiguously  as 
Mr  Shmelyov  has  repudiated  it  for 
the  Soviet  Union? 

1  think  not.  Sooner  or  later 
somebody  in  the  party  will  say  iL 
but  he  will  be  instantly  jumped  on 
by  Kinnock  and  Prescott  and  Hef- 
fer  and  all  the  other  duds,  while 
the  Hauersleys  and  Kaufmans  and 
Radices,  who  at  least  know  that 
socialism  is  no  good,  will  hold 
their  longues  and  hope  for  mir¬ 
acles.  No  miracles  will  befall 
them:  Labour  will  go  into  the  next 
election  offering  much  the  same  as 
it  offered  in  the  iasL  one.  slightly 
tidied  up.  and  the  country  will 
walk  pasL  into  an  increasingly 
prosperous  and  liberated  future, 
and  leave  socialism  and  its  expo¬ 
nents  unpitied  to  their  fate. 
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of  the  morning  by  the  languid 
voice  of  Mr  Julian  Critcnley, 
conveyed  by  courtesy  of  my 
bedside  wireless,  exposing  a  di¬ 
lemma  which  went  straight  to  my 
heart.  He  said  that  he  had  been 
elected  to  the  House  of  Commons 
as  a  Conservative,  and  that 
according  to  Mrs  Thatcher,  he  was 
now  meant  to  be  radicaL 

He  found  this  very  difficult 
indeed,  since,  in  his  day.  radicals 
were  nasty,  dangerous  people 
whom  one  did  not  have  to  dinner. 
Nevertheless,  if  Mrs  Thatcher  said 
that  he  must  become  a  radicaL 
indeed  that .  he  was  already .  a 
radicaL  a  radical  he  would  be. 

Mr  Critchley  did  not  go  on  to 
explore  the  deeper  implications  of 
his  anguish.  That  is  one  of  the  nice 
things  about  him;  he  points  us  to 
matters  of  philosophical  interest 
without  laboriously  exploring 
them.  However,  since  laborious 
exploration  now  seems  to  be  the 
order  of  the  day,  l  will  try  to  fill  the 
lacuna.  I  shall  ask  such  questions 
as  "what  is  a  radical?”,  “is  Mis 
Thatcher  a  radical?”,  “should  we 
all  be  radicals?”  and  "how  is  it  that 
infinitely  pleasant  people  like  Mr 
Critchley  and  me  find  it  hard  to 
accept  the  description?”. 

A  radical  (the  sort  of  person 
who  must  not  be  asked  to  dinner) 
is  a  chap  who  wants  to  impose 
some  rational  order  on  society,  be : 
it  an  order  in  which  every  im¬ 
portant  decision  is  taken  by 
central  government  or  an  order  in 
which  every  decision  is  surrended 
by  central  government  to  the 
whims  of  the  individual  citizens, 
these  being  expressed  through  the 
"free  market”. 

He  is  also  a  chap  who  thinks 
that  everything  in  the  way  of 
arranging  political,  social  and 
economic  institutions  should  ide¬ 
ally  be  the  same  everywhere  in  the 
world,  and  that  we  should  do  our 
best  to  make  it  so.  He  is  also  (and 
this  is  the  crucial  point  of  my 
thesis)  someone  who  wants  to 
liberate  mankind  even  against  its 
will  —  forcing  it  into  the  right 
direction,  exhibiting  total  con¬ 
tempt  for  its  sentiments  and 
prejudices.  Unlike  a  Tory,  he  does 
not  start  by  looking  at  the  country, 
trying  to  discover  what  its  people 
want  and  trying  to  establish 
arrangements,  bearing  in  mind  the 
national  tradition,  which  suit  its 
particular  requirements-  and 
which  would  stand  some  chance  of 
becoming  stable  and  of  winning 
popular  affection. 

He  is,  in  fecL  a  "social 
perfectionist”,  assuming  that  his 
own  definition  of  “perfection”  is 
accepted.  These  are  the  people 
whom  Mr  Critchley  and  I  were 
taught  not  to  ask  to  dinner  —  no 
matter  whether  they  were  devoted 
to  the  principle  of  liberty  or  that  of 
collective  organization. 

But  what  I  would  say  to  Mr 
Critchley  is  this:  Mrs  Thatcher  is 


political);  deficient  in  imagination 
(a  somewhat  over-rated  quality 
and  one  which  in  my  youth  was 
greatly  discouraged),-  rigorously 
practical  and  inspired  by  a  general 
desire  to  swim  with  the  tide  of 
history,  but  equally  convitKed 
that  its  direction  can  be  slightly  • 
bin  significantly  altered  from,  time 
to  time.  That  is  why  the  electorate 
gave  her  a  third  term  of  office. 
This,  of  course,  is  not  an  inter¬ 
pretation  of  events  which'  will  • 
appeal  to  her  she  would  probably 
prefer  to  think'  of  herself  as 
somebody  who  has  changed  the 
.  course  of  human  history  by  her 
own  volition;  buL  au  fond,  she 
knows  that  nobody  ever  has.  ■ 

To  gel  back  to  the  main  pome 
she  is  not  liberating  people  accord¬ 
ing  to  some  abstract  theory  and 
against  their  own  wilL  She  came 
on  the  scene  at  a  point  when  the 
power  of  the  stale  over  our  affairs 
had  been  increased  to  an  intol¬ 
erable  extent.  It  had  been  in¬ 
creased  in  obedience  to  a 
theoretical,  radical  concept  —  that 
of  distributed  justice  presided- 
over  by  government.  The  real 
trouble  was  done  by.  that  latter-day 
Saint  Attlee  between  1945  and 
1950;  then  followed  a  period  in  . 
which  the  frontiers  of  government . 
were  somewhat  .turned  .back,  and 
we  got  "the  mixed  economy”  and 
.  all  that  lark,  most  incorrectly 
described  as  "corporative".  .  .. 

By  1979  the  iwhole  nation 
yearned  for  something  to  be  done 
to  take  us  back  to  a  state  of  affairs 
in  which'  government  con¬ 
centrated  on  maintaining  a  frame¬ 
work  of  law  within  which  private 
•  interests  could  be  pursued,  subject 
to  ‘  occasional '  interventions  to 
inert  intolerable  evils:  :  , 

By  responding  to this; need,  Mrs 
Thatcher  has  not  'made  herself 
into  a  radicaL.  Sbe  -  does .  hot  - 
challenge  institutions;  like  the;  . 
Royal  Mail,  which  have  a  fun-  , 
damental  place  in  the  aficctions.oT 
the  people.  Yet  there'  are  marry 
institutions  inflicted  oh  us  since  - 
the  war  which  have  no  such  place.’ 
Happily  it  is,  for  example,  part  of 
the  consensus  that  everybody, 
however  poor,  should  have  access 
.  to  the  best  medical  treatment;  and 
that  everybody,  however  dim, 
should-have-  access-  to-the  most 
appropriate  form  - of  education. 
This,  however,  does  notmean  that 
the  health  service  and  the  educa¬ 
tion  system  mist  be  maintained 
exactly  as  they  are;  in  feet  it  means 
quite  the  opposite.  Mrs  Thatcher. 
is,  in  fart,  doing  far  less  to  reform 
these  institutions  than  she  should 
be  —  ironically  for  fear  of  being 
regarded  as  too  much  of  a  radicaL.

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Nazi  ghosts  crowding  in  on  Mozart 


Salzburg 

There  is  a  faint  hint  of  Domford 
Yates  about  Salzburg  in  summer. 
Large  motor  cars,  including  Her¬ 
bert  von  Karajan’s  black  Rolls 
Rovce.  glide  about  the  city  and  the 
Cafe  Bazar  is  alive  wiiti  foreign 
accents,  iweed  coats  and  well- 
worn  lederhosen. 

For  ihe  organizers  of  Europe's 
mosi  exclusive  music  festival. 
« huh  opened  vesieniiv  these  are 
welcome  signs.  There  fad  been 
fears  that  the  event  might  be 
caught  in  the  fall-out  from  the 
controversy  surrounding  Presi¬ 
dent  Waldheim,  buL  as  usual, 
hotels  are  full  and  this  year’s 
Mozart  opera  is  booked  out  well  in 
advance. 

Bui  unease  remains  —  mainly 
over  next  year’s  festival:  19SS  is 
ihe  50th  anniversary  of  ihe 
Anschluss,  ihe  Nazi  annexation  of 
Austria,  an  event  that  was  to 
prove  especially  fateful  for  Salz¬ 
burg  Two  of  the  festival's 
founders.  Max  Reinhardt  and 


Stefan  Zweig.  fled  to  .America,  but 
a  third,  Richard  Strauss,  willingly 
collaborated  with  ihe  Nazis. 

From  being  a  simple  if  glam¬ 
orous  celebration  of  Austrian 
music,  ihe  festival  was  turned  into 
a  vehicle  for  Nazi  propaganda. 
Jewish  composers  were  banned. 
So  were  Jewish  conductors  such  as 
Bruno  Walter,  who  had  been 
intimately  connected  with  the 
festival  Along  with  ihe  swastikas, 
m  came  Tannhauser. 

The  Austrian  nobility,  un¬ 
perturbed.  made  their  customary 
appearance  ai  ihe  festival.  It  was  a 
portent  of  the  way  they  were  to 
overcome  their  profound  distaste 
for  the  Reichsdeiusch  in  larger 
matters. 

It  was  here,  after  all,  that  the  late 
Sir  Osbert  Lancaster  met  the 
"charming”  young  Austrian  count 
who  “spent  the  latter  part  of  the 
war  as  an  honorary  attache  at  a 
German  embassy  where  the 
popularity  of  his  smart  dinner 
parties  did  not  finally  survive  the 


realization  that  an  increasing 
number  of  his  guests  tended 
mysteriously  to  vanish  on  the  way 
home”. 

Such  are  the  ghosts  threatening 
to  haunt  Salzburg's  1988  festival. 
To  exorcise  them,  ihe  festival 
committee  has  decided  -  after,  it 
appears,  some  prompting  by  the 
Austrian  Chancellor.  Dr  Franz 
Vranitzky  -  to  stage  next  year  a 
"special  programme"  commem¬ 
orating  artists  whom  the  Nazis 
banned. 

In  addition  to  readings  of  works 
by  Stefan  Zweig  and  Franz  WerfeL 
there  will  be  the  premiere  of  an 
Ernst  Krenek  oratorio  and  a  new 
production  of  Everyman,  the 
morality  play  which  had  been  a 
feature  of  each  festival  until  1938. 
But  so  far  the  city  authorities  have 
rejected  calls  for  a  photographic 
exhibition  of  the  festival  under  the 
Nazis. 

Like  Dr  Waldheim's  alleged 
involvement  in  war  crimes,  Salz¬ 
burg  under  the  Nazis  is  an  issue 


which  provokes  immediate  emb¬ 
arrassment.  In  the  official  lit¬ 
erature  of  the  festival  the  era  is 
skipped  over  lightly,  the  publish¬ 
ers  even  vetoing  a  photograph  of 
Richard  Strauss  receiving  a  Nazi 
award.  In  common  with  most 
Austrian  literature  of  the  period,  a 
blind  eye  is  turned  to  events  which 
Austrians  admit  they  have  been 
rather  good  at  forgetting 
To  add  to  official  anxiety, 
Herbert  von  Karajan,  the  festival’s 
leading  protagonist  enjoys  an 
unfortunate  press  in  certain  coun¬ 
tries  as  an  alleged  early  member  of 
the  Nazi  party.  For  Salzburg,  the 
combination  of  the  anniversary, 
Karajan’s  conducting  and  an  of¬ 
ficial  opening  by  President  Wald¬ 
heim  is  hardly  a  pleasing  prospect 
But  however  uncomfortable 
next  year’s  festival  may  be,  few 
doubt  that  it  will  survive  the 
storm.  In  1988.  as  in  1938.  the 
Cafe  Bazar  will  still  be  full.

They  are  the  ones 
who  have  saved  up  for  a  package 
tour  to  Alicante,  and  can  see  that  it 
is  a  mistake  before  they  have 
started.  Going  abroad  on  summer 
holiday  has  become  a  substitute 
for  religion.  It  is  almost  always  a 
disappointment  and  the  photo¬ 
graphs  are  a  bane  and  a  nightmare. 
Who  wants  to  go  to  Gatwfek  at 
five  in  the  morning?

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In  the  past  few  weeks,  three  leading  British 
banks  have  announced  combined  losses  of 
more  than  £2  billion  on  loans  to  i«tin 
American  and  other  developing  countries.  The 
total  wU  swell  further  as  oSe^  banks  join  in 
the  public  purging,  incidentaUy  costing  the 
Exchequer  up  to  £1  billion  in  lost  taxTThe 
banks  will  finally  have  acknowledged  that 
more  than  a  quarter  of  their  lending  to  troubled 
developing  countries  must  be  written  off  as  bad 
debts. 

Rarely,  however,  can  such  disastrous 
commercial  results  have  been  received  with 
such  equanimity  by  investors  and  the  financial 
community.  Shares  in  Lloyds  Bank,  which 
topped  the  list  with  bad  debt  provisions  of  £1 
billion  on  Friday,  showed  no  reaction  and,  like 
most  of  die  high  street  banks,  are  still  valued 
not  far  short  of  their  peak  for  the  year.  Indeed, 
British  banks  were  encouraged  to  be  more 
realistic  by  the  happy  stock  market  experience 
of  the  American  banking  group.  Citicorp, 
whose  shares  rose  sharply  in  New  York  when  it 
started  the  international  ball  rolling  in  May  by 
accepting  S3  billion  of  loan  losses. 

While  superficially  perverse,  such  phlegm  in 
the  financial  markets  should  be  a  cause  of 
profound  and  general  relief  It  shows  that 
public  confidence  in  banks  is  both  high  and  un¬ 
diminished.  That  could  not  have  been  taken 
for  granted  two  or  three  years  ago,  when  there 
were  genuine  fears  that  the  third  world  debt  cri¬ 
sis  might  ultimately  undermine  confidence  in 
the  international  banking  system,  leading  lo  a 
siring  of  collapses  that  could  have  plunged  the 
free  world  into  a  new  and  deeper  slump. 

International  banks  have  taken  too  rosy  a 
view  of  their  loan  portfolios  for  several  years. 
By  doing  so  they  became  prisoners  of  their  own 
optimism  and  of  the  debtor  governments,  at 
the  same  time  obliged  to  co-operate  in 
unrealistic  compromises  to  avoid  defaults  and 
both  unwilling  and  unable  to  engage  in  new 
lending  to  developing  countries  on  an  open 
commercial  footing.  Earlier  action  could  have 
broken  the  log  jam  of  national  debt  negotia¬ 
tions,  speeded  structural  adjustment  in  debtor 
countries  and  freed  more  of  them  from  their 
financial  and  economic  straight-jacket

British  newspapers,  however,  including  The 
\  Sunday  Times ,  which  has  bought  the  rights  to

Wright’s  allegations,  remain  restricted  by  a 
..range  of  legal  ties.  They  still  have  to  fight  court¬ 
room  battles  for  the  opportunity  to  publish  the 
Wright  material  on  newsprint,  the  normal 
means  by  which  the  citizens  of  this  country  ob¬ 
tain  their  knowledge  of  contemporary  events. 

Early  last  week  it  looked  as  though  this 
curiosity  might  be  quickly  cleared  away.  Sir 
Nicolas  Browne-Wilkinson,  Vice  Chancellor 
and  senior  chancery  judge,  said  of  the  papers' 
wish  to  publish:  “Once  news  is  out  it  can  no 
longer  be  confidential  If  one  is  allowed  to 
apply  any  real  common  sense  then  one  would 
say  that  this  information  is  so  widely 
disseminated  and  so  easily  available  that  for 
the  court  to  go  on  saying  that  you  cannot  do 
this  is  not  facing  reality.” 

Later  in  the  week,  however,  both  reality  and 
common  sense  stayed  firmly  out  of  sight  The 
Master  of  the  Rolls,  Sir  John  Donaldson, 
rejected  the  Browne-Wilkinson  view.  He 
instead  produced  modified  injunctions  which 
few  could  interpret  with  much  confidence;  and 
once  again  The  Sunday  Times  was  unable  to 
provide  its  readers  with  words  which  were 
otherwise  so  freely  available  from  Marble  Arch 
to  Manhatten. 

Hence,  thankfully,  to  the  House  of  Lords 
today.  The  nub  of  the  Donaldson  judgment 
was  that  the  allegations  in  Spycatcher  had 
become  public  knowledge  but  were,  none  the 
less,  still  confidential  He  persisted  in  his  view 
that  restrictions  on  publication  be  continued  in 
order  to  reassure  our  allies  and  to  discourage 
other  potential  Wrights  within  the  security 
services. 

No  ally  could  be  reassured,  no  future  Wright 
deterred,  by  such  a  bizarre  philosophy  as  this. 
In  order  to  keep  a  sense  of  proportion,  we 
should  perhaps  return  to  our  fable.  According 
to  Sir  John,  the  rabbits,  although  they  are  freely 
gambolling  around  home  and  foreign  fields, 
are  not  in  the  public  domain.  The  farmer  still 
has  the  right  to  his  secret  discovery.  He  also  has 
the  right,  therefore,  to  take  out  his  frustration 
in  idle  pot  shots  against  rival  farmers  who 
displease  him. 

Mr  Wright’s  allegations  may  or  may  not  be 
true.  His  memoirs  may  or  may  not  be  worthy 
of  the  fuss  which  they  have  caused.  Our 
comparison  may  even  turn  out  to  be  an  insult 
to  the  name  of  the  honest  rabbit.  Everyone 
must  agree,  however,  with  the  importance  of 
the  law  not  being  an  ass.

stronger  profits  and  reserves.  The  doubtful 
loans  have  shrank  to  a  much  smaller 
proportion  of  their  total  assets.  When  the 
suspension  of  interest  payments  by  Brazil 
finally  forced  action,  strong  banks  found  they 
could  afford  to  take  a  more  realistic  line.  Even 
today,  however,  realism  has  exposed  weakness 
in  some  large  international  banks.  Prompt 
action  all  round  would  have  threatened  their 
financial  stability. 

Bank  realism  provides  one  potential  key  to 
unlocking  the  debt  impasse.  Bui,  as  has  already 
become  apparent,  it  may  initially  make  things 
worse  by  enabling  banks  to  take  a  tougher 
stand  in  negotiations  on  rescheduling  while 
giving  neither  the  bankers  nor  their  sharehold¬ 
ers  much  incentive  to  resume  new  lending. 
Much  will  depend  on  the  response  of  the  most 
troubled  Latin  American  debtors.  Brazil’s 
current  attempts  to  restore  a  positive  relation¬ 
ship  with  banks  and  the  International  Mone¬ 
tary  Fund  will  provide  an  important  test  case. 

Greater  flexibility  is  now  being  seen  in  debt 
negotiations,  helped  by  new  but  still  primitive 
market  mechanisms.  There  is  now  a  growing 
market  in  doubtful  international  bank  loans 
and  sophisticated  schemes  for  investors  (as 
well  as  banks)  to  swap  bank  debt  into  equity 
investments  in  debtor  countries,  creating  a 
potential  demand  for  the  doubtful  debt. 

The  growth  of  the  secondary  debt  market 
could  have  unpredictable  consequences.  Dis¬ 
counts  on  debt  in  the  market  have  recently 
widened  to  an  extent  that,  if  sustained,  could 
make  the  provisions  now  made  by  the  banks 
look  insufficient.  If  the  market  develops,  the 
discounts  on  debt  established  by  supply  and 
demand  could  become  a  standard  which  banks 
were  obliged  to  follow  in  their  own  balance 
sheets. 

Debt  markets  also  open  the  unusual 
possibility  of  debtor  countries  buying  back 
their  own  debt  at  a  heavy  discount  in  order  to 
improve  their  finances,  as  Bolivia  has  already 
realized.  It  could  even  make  sense  for 
international  agencies  such  as  the  World  Bank 
to  lend  money  to  enable  countries  to 
restructure  their  finances  in  this  way.  Realism 
and  a  return  to  market  mechanisms,  while 
offering  new  ways  of  resolving  the  debt  fog 
jam,  will  surely  also  prove  uncomfortable  both 
to  tiie  debtor  countries  and  to  the  international 
banks.

The  claim  that  the  Commission 
in  bringing  the  proceedings  is  itself 
in  breach  of  Article  189  is  equally 
unfounded.

Muller- 
Armack’s  main  contribution  was 
the  presentation  of  the  econ¬ 
omists'  pronouncements  in  a  form 
suitable  for  party-political  con¬ 
sumption). 

Germany's  old  people  bear 
witness  Lhal  this  concept  has  not 
simply  remained  part  of  the 
political  vocabulary  but  has  be¬ 
come  an  integral  feature  of  social 
policy. 

After  a  full  working  life  (with  40 
years  of  contributions)  the  Ger¬ 
man  social  security  retirement 
pension  in  19 84  represented  65.5 
per  cent  of  average  net  earnings:  it 
had  thus  all  but  equalled  the 
highest  level  ever  reached  in  ihe 
1 970s  (under  a  Social  Democrat  ic- 
Liberai  coalition  government)  of 
just  over  66  per  cent.  In  the 
United  Kingdom  the  corres¬ 
ponding  figure  would  be  at  best  25 
per  cent.

Sir.  In  his  article  urging  privatiza¬ 
tion  of  part  of  the  prison  service. 
Lord  Windlesham  (July  8)  says 
that  “neither  vested  interest  nor 
ideological  opposition  to  privat¬ 
isation”  should  be  allowed  to 
block  the  advocated  change  of 
policy. 

May  we  assure  him  that  in  our 
profound  disagreement  with  his 
suggestion  wc  are  motivated  by 
neither  factor.  Our  opposition  is 
based  on  principle,  and  on  prag¬ 
matism. 

The  principle  is  that  society 
having,  through  the  magistracy, 
decided  to  deprive  a  citizen  of  bis 
liberty,  must  be  seen  to  be 
accountable,  in  Parliament,  for  the 
results  to  that  citizen  of  that 
decision:  and  society  is  not  en¬ 
titled  to  delegate  the  implementa¬ 
tion  of  the  decision  to  an  agency 
whose  motive  can  not  be  other 
than  profit,  rather  than  service  to 
the  public. 

On  the  pragmatic  consid¬ 
eration.  one  need  look  no  further 
than  British  Telecom  which,  it  is 
alleged  by  Age  Concern,  has 
signally  failed  to  maintain,  much 
less  improve  on,  the  telephone 
service  to  that  portion  of  the 
public  which  is  already  dis¬ 
advantaged  by  old  age  or  disabil¬ 
ity.

ON  THIS  DAY 


JULY  27 1872 

“Dr  Livingstone,  I  presume?”. 
With  these  prosaic  words  Henry 
(later  Sir)  Morton  Stanley  (1841- 
1304J  greeted  Dauid  Livuigstone 
( 1813  - 73)  on  November  10, 1871. 
The  latter  had  arrived  in  Africa  in 
1866  and  what  little  news  came 
from  him  finally  petered  out.  In 
1869 James  Gordon  Bennett  Jun., 
proprietor  of  the  New  York 
Herali  commissioned  Stanley  to 
find  Livingstone 


DR  LIVINGSTONE. 

The  following  appeared  in  the 
New  York  Herald  of  yesterday 
(July  26).  and  by  the  courtesy  of 
the  proprietor  of  that  journal  we 
are  enabled  to  publish  it  to-day:— 
“Ujiji-on-Tanganyika, 
Nov.  1871. 

"My  dear  Sir,  —  It  is,  in  general, 
somewhat  difficult  to  write  to  one 
we  have  never  seen.  It  feels  so 
much  like  addressing  an  abstract 
idea;  but  the  presence  of  your 
representative,  Mr  H.  M.  Stan¬ 
ley,  in  this  distant  region  takes 
away  the  strangeness  1  should 
otherwise  have  fait,  and  in  writ¬ 
ing  to  thank  you  for  the  extreme 
kindness  that  prompted  you  to 
send  him  I  feel  quite  at  home. 

“If  I  explain  the  forlorn  condi¬ 
tion  in  which  he  found  me,  you 
will  easily  perceive  that  I  have 
good  reason  to  use  very  strong 
expressions  of  gratitude.  I  came 
to  Ujiji  off  a  tramp  of  between 
400  and  500  miles  beneath  a 
blazing  vertical  sun,  having  been 
battled,  worried,  defeated,  and 
forced  to  return  when  almost  in 
sight  of  the  end  of  the  geographi¬ 
cal  part  of  my  mission,  by  a 
number  of  half-caste  Moslem 
slaves,  sent  me  from  Zanzibar, 
instead  of  men.  The  sore  heart 
made  still  sorer  by  the  truly 
woeful  sights  I  had  seen  of  "man's 
inhumanity  to  man"  reacted  on 
the  bodily  frame  and  depressed  it 
beyond  measure.  1  thought  that  I 
was  dying  on  my  feet.  It  is  not  too 
much  to  say  that  almost  every 
step  of  the  weary  sultry  way  1  was 
in  pain  and  1  reached  Ujiji  a  mere 
ruckle  of  bones  . . . 

"Well,  when  I  had  got  to  about 
the  lowest  verge,  vague  rumours 
of  an  English  visitor  reached  me. 

I  thought  of  myself  as  the  man 
who  went  down  from  Jerusalem 
to  Jericho;  but  neither  priest. 
Levite.  nor  Samaritan  could  pos¬ 
sibly  pass  my  way.  Yet  the  good 
Samaritan  was  close  at  hand,  and 
one  of  my  people  rushed  up  at  the 
top  of  his  speed,  and  in  great 
excitement  gasped.  ‘An  English¬ 
man  coming!  I  see  him.'  and  off 
be  darted  to  meet  him.  An 
American  flag,  the  first  ever  seen 
in  these  parts,  at  the  head  of  a 
caravan,  told  me  the  nationality 
of  the  stranger . . . 

“The  watershed  of  South  Cen¬ 
tral  Africa  is  over  700  miles  in 
length.  The  fountains  thereon  are 
almost  innumerable  —  that  is,  it 
would  take  a  man’s  lifetime  to 
count  them.  From  the  watershed 
they  converge  into  four  large 
rivers,  and  these  again  into  two 
mighty  streams  in  the  great  Nile 
valley,  which  begins  in  10  deg.-I2 
deg.  south  latitude.  It  was  long 
ere  light  dawned  on  the  ancient 
problem  and  gave  me  a  clear  idea 
of  the  drainage- 1  had  tojeel  my 
way,  and  eveiy  step  of  the  way. 
and  was  generally  groping  in  the 
dark:  for  who  cared  where  the 
rivers  ran?  ‘We  drank  our  fill, 
and  let  the  rest  run  by.’  -  - . 

"Now.  I  know  about  600  miles 
of  the  watershed,  and.  unfortu¬ 
nately.  the  seventh  hundred  is 
the  most  interesting  of  the  whole, 
for  in  it.  if  1  am  not  mistaken, 
four  fountains  arise  from  an 
earthen  mound,  and  each  of  the 
four  becomes,  at  no  great  dis¬ 
tance  off.  a  large  river.  Two  of 
these  run  north  lo  Egypt.  Luffra 
and  Lomani.  and  two  run  south 
into  Inner  Ethiopia,  as  the 
Liambai.  or  Upper  Zambezi,  and 
the  Kafue.  Are  these  not  the 
sources  of  the  Nile  mentioned  by 
the  secretary  of  Minerva,  in  the 
city  of  Sals,  to  Herodotus?  . . . 

“I  conclude  by  again  thanking 
you  roost  cordially  for  your  great 
generosity,  and  am  gratefully 
yours.

Spectacular  “appearances"  by  the  Vir¬ 
gin  Mary  continue  to  be  reported  round 
the  world  at  the  rate  of  about  one  a  year, 
most  of  them  too  spurious  to  warrant 
further  interest.  But  international  atten¬ 
tion  has  been  seized  by  the  now  famous 
apparitions  in  Medjugoije  -  in  Yugo¬ 
slavia,  which  are  still  continuing!  seven 
years  after  they  started  and  which  have 
become  a  major  attraction  for  tourists 
and  pilgrims. 

To  sober  post-Enligbtenmeot  sec¬ 
ularists  there  is  something  both  fas¬ 
cinating  and  slightly  shocking  about 
such  phenomena,  no  doubt  partly 
because  of  the  affront  contained  in  the 
implication  that  the  Virgin  Mary  always 
prefers  ignorant  peasants  for  her  self- 
disclosure  —  perhaps  as  she  was  one 
herself. 

It  is  a  feature  of  such  cases,  however, 
that  the  less  one  knows  about  them  the 
easier  they  are  to  dismiss.  And  the  same 
principle  applies  to  the  whole  issue  of 
devotion  to  the  Virgin  Mary.  It  refuses 
to  go  away. 

Originally  regarded  in  the  other 
churches  as  an  ignorant  or  superstitious 
taste  peculiar  to  Roman  Catholics  and 
the  Eastern  Orthodox,  the  last  two 
decades  have  seen  an  expanding  interest 
in  the  Marian  cult  elsewhere,  mainly  in 
the  Church  of  England  bnt  also  among 
some  of  the  Free  Churches. 

The  basic  questions  raised  by  the  cult 
of  Mary  are  unavoidable.  The  official 
Anglican- Roman  Catholic  International 
Commission  is  bound  to  have  to  deal 
with  them  sooner  rather  than  later,  and 
to  put  the  results  of  its  enquiries  before 
both  churches  —  and  hence  before  the 
General  Synod  of  the  Church  of 
England.  But  It  is  already  an  internal 
Anglican  matter. 

It  is  not  now  thought  unusual  that  a 
-  certain  sort  of  Anglican  meeting  opens 
or  closes  with  a  joint  recitation  of  the 
“Hall  Mary."  The  issue  has  also 
sometimes  been  raised  inside  An¬ 
glicanism  in  connection  frith  the  ordina¬ 


tion  of  women,  on  the  argument  that 
Anglicanism  would  be  less  "masculine", 
and  less  needing  the  corrective  of 
women's  ordination,  if  Mary  had  a 
greater  place  in  Anglican  spirituality 
and  prayer. 

In  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  Mar¬ 
ian  devotion  has  manifestly  declined, 
though  may  now  be  beginning  to  rerive 
in  an  altered  post-Vatican  11  form.  In 
June  the  Pope  declared  the  current 
ecclesiastical  year  a  Marian  Year,  and 
launched  it  frith  an  encyclical;  he  is 
clearly  determined  that  Mary's  standing 
in  Catholic  piety  should  now  be 
strengthened. 

The  fora  that  this  strengthening 
takes  will  obviously  influence  the 
attractiveness  of  the  Marian  devotion  to 
non-Catholics,  for  however  modest, 
paexcessive  and  “English"  the  Ecu¬ 
menical  Society  of  the  Blessed  Virgin 
Mary  may  be,  Roman  Catholic  practice 
will  remain  the  most  obvious  example  to 
imitate  or  deplore. 

The  Reformation  brought  a  reaction 
against  medieval  abuses  in  this  area 
largely  because  the  Reformers  saw  the 
cult  of  Mary  as  one  of  the  ways  in  which 
the  church’s  practices  were  obscuring 
the  truths  of  the  GospeL  This,  like  much 
else,  was  hardened  into  doctrinal  opp¬ 
osition;  but  nevertheless  some  pious 
regard  for  Mary  survived  in  parts  of  the 
Protestant  tradition. 

The  mariology  —  or  mariotatry  — 
rejected  by  the  Reformers  in  the 
sixteenth  century  was  rather  different 
from  the  form  H  later  took,  and 
Protestant  criticisms  were  implicitly 
acknowledged  in  the  way  the  Second 
Vatican  Coimcil  treated  die  subject  in 
the  early  sixties. 

The  usual  theological  treatment  now¬ 
adays  emphasises  that  Mary's  signifi¬ 
cance  derives  wholly  from  her  Son.  The 
Second  Vatican  Coundl  said  “it  did  not 
hesitate  to  profess  this  subordinate  role 
of  Mary"  and  declared  that  nothing  in 
Marian  devotion  could  “take  away  or 


add  anything  to  the  dignity  and  efficacy 
of  Christ,  the  one  Mediator." 

It  seems  logical  that  the  elimination  of 
the  ride  of  Mary  from  within  certain 
areas  of  Christian  practice  and  belief  is 
likely  to  lead  to  the  gradual  weakening 
of  some  important  Christological  doc¬ 
trines.  For  she  has  traditionally  been 
honoured  under  the  title  “Mother  of 
God",  on  the  grounds  that  she  conceived 
Jesus,  the  incarnate  Second  Person  of 
the  Christian  Trinity,  through  super¬ 
natural  intervention. 

Stress  is  also  placed  on  her  free 
consent  to  this  divine  conception,  imply¬ 
ing  that  the  Incarnation  itself  only 
happened  because  of  her  consent.  In 
terms  of  what  the  Incarnation  means  to 
Christians,  this  is  a  remarkable  thing  to 
say  about  one  hitman  act  of  will,  and 
explains  why  the  person  who  made  it 
has  always  been  regarded  as  special 

Expanded  in  the  other  direction, 
however,  this  free  act  of  will  by  Mary, 
which  made  the  Incarnation  possible, 
raises  father  difficult  questions  for 
theology.  It  implies  that  mankind, 
through  Mary’s  consent,  “earned" 
salvation. 

It  may  be  that  some  implicit  desire  to 
distance  the  church  from  that  position 
led  to  the  development  of  this 
“specialness"  to  the  point  where  she  was 
no  longer  seen  as  at  one  with  the  rest  of 
the  human  race. 

The  contemporary  emphasis  is  on 
Mary  as  the  examplar  of  Che  Christian 
spiritual  life,  and  on  her  “spiritual 
motherhood"  of  mankind,  both  ways  of 
stressing  her  identity  with  the  rest  of 
humanity  rather  than  her  difference. 

And  in  the  “age  of  the  laity",  she  is 
being  increasingly  presented  as  an 
archetypal  lay  woman,  the  chief  among 
Christians  standing  above  all  ordained, 
bishops  and  popes,  as  a  reminder  to 
them  that  the  only  raison  d'etre  of  their 
existence  is  as  servants  and  ministers  to 
the  lay  majority  of  the  -  church,  and 
through  them  to  the  world. 


OBITUARY 

MR  MALCOLM  BALDRIGE 

Tough  American  advocate  of  free  trade 

'  reduction  of  America’s  huge 


Mr  Malcolm  Baldrige,  OS 
Commerce  Secretary  since 
1981,  died  in  hospital  in 
Walnut  Creek,  California, 
after  injuries  he  received  when 
a  horse  fell  on  him  while  he 
was  roping  steers.  He  was  64. 

Baldrige  was  one  of  Presi¬ 
dent  Reagan’s  key  advisers  on' 
trade  and  economic  affairs 
and  had  been  in  the  cabinet 
since  the  President  took  office. 

Malcolm  Baldrige  was  born 
the  son  of  a  Congressman  in 
Omaha,  Nebraska,  in  the 
heart  of  the  Middle  West,  on 
October  4, 1 921  As  a  boy  he 
worked  as  a  ranch  hand  His 
first  adult  job  was  as  a  mill 
hand, -but  he  then  wem  to  Yale 
before  going  into  business 
himself 

He  became  president  of  a 
large  business,  manufacturing 
domestic  appliances  and  car 
pans,  in  Waterbury,  Connecti¬ 
cut,  and  it  was  from  this  job 
that  he  was  summoned  to 
office  by  President  Reagan, 
after  his  election.

Nature  notes 

In  the  fields,  yellow  wagtails  run 
swiftly  through  the  grass  and  ox- 
eye  daisies,  picking  up  insects 
for  their  young.  When  they  are 
alarmed,  they  fly  with  loud  calls, 
and  deep,  looping  flight,  over 
their  nest  in  the  herbage. 

Spotted  flycatchers  with 
young  are  also  noisy  in  the 
tree  tops:  they  have  a  thin, 
grating  note  followed  by  a  loud 
ticking.  The  young  are  already 
darting  lightly  through  the 
branches  in  pursuit  of  flies.  A 
few  late  birds  are  singing. 

On  roadside  verges  there  is  a 
thick  tangle  of  plants  and  flow¬ 
ers.  Broad-leaved  or  common 
dock  has  tall  spires  of  tiny  red 
and  white  flowerlets.  Members 
of  ihegoosefoot  family  arc  very 
laige  now.  their  leaves  often 
covered  by  a  white,  mealy 
substance:  the  two  commonest 
are  fin  hen  and  Good  King 
Henry.  The  small  pink  flowers 
of  field  bindweed  have  joined 
ihe  larger  white  trumpets  of 
convolvulus.  Also  in  the  tangle 
are  nettles,  hogweed  and  the 
first  purple  flowers  of  mallow. 
On  the  flowerheads  of  the  spear 
thistles,  there  are  congregations 
of  bumble  bees  and  small 
tortoiseshell  butterflies.  DJM

Mr  Leonard  Williams, 
founder  of  tbe  Monkey  Sano- 
tuary  at  Murrayton.  near 
Looe,  in  Cornwall,  died  on 
July  20,  at  the  age  of  76. 

Besides  bis  interest  in  ani¬ 
mal  behaviour,  Williams  was. 
a  philosopher  and  a  guitarist 
of  considerable  accomplish¬ 
ment.  But  he  will  be  best 
remembered  for  the  interest 
he  took  in  that  most  amiable 
of  primates,  the  Humboldt's 
Woolly  Monkey,  and  the  re¬ 
markable  community  of  those 
animals  he  created  in  the 
grounds  of  a  Cornish  man¬ 
sion.

Rockingham,  CBE  DSO  and 
Bar,  who  Commanded  Cana¬ 
dian  troops  m  both  the  Second 
Worid  War  and  the  Korean 
War,  died  on  July  16,  in 
Vancouver,  aged  75.

Mr  Mark  Oliver.  OBE.  who,  in 
great  secrecy,  introduced  lea 
into  Guatemala  after  the 
Second  World  War.  died  in 
London  on  July  6. 

Thanks  to  his  efforts,  the 
Guatemalans  now  have  a 
highly  successful  commercial 
crop. 

Oliver  he  wore  a  number  of 
hats  during  his  life:  soldier, 
intelligence  officer  and  art 
collector,  and,  lea  apart  his 
main  legacy  is,  perhaps,  his 
splendid  private  collection  of 
Old  Masters  ranging  from  El 
Greco  through  Goya  to 
Sickert  of  whom  he  was  a 
pupil  as  a  young  man. 

Not  one  to  seek  public 
recognition,  he  was  dismayed 
to  discover  he  had  been 
appointed  OBE  for  his  work 
with  the  Foreign  Office  during 
and  after  the  Second  World 
War.  Because  he  was  on  a  ship 
in  the  Atlantic,  the  offer  of  the 
decoration  never  reached  him, 
and  his  acceptance  of  it  had  - 
simply  been  assumed.

One  device  already  used  in 
he  computerised  ranch  is  the 
iectronic  sensor,impianted  in 
mimals  to  detect  when  cows 
ire  ready  for  maring  and  when 
hey  will  give  birth.  The 
ensors  measure  the  resistance 
f  reproductive  tissue  to  small 
I ec trical  poises  and  have 
roved  more  than  90  per  cent 
cc urate  in  detecting  when 
ows  are  on  heat. 

When  dairy  farmers  rely  on 
Ider-style  technology,  like  the 
-unuui  eye,  to  spot  the  signs  in 
ows  that  signal  they  are  ready 


breeding  -  restlessness, 
for  example  —  they  miss  them 
about  half  of  the  time.  The 
result  is  less  efficiency  and 
higher  breeding  expenses. 

Portable  electronic  systems 
will  also  allow  ranchers  to  spot 
steers  many  miles  away  which 
are  tagging  behind  other  cattle 
in  gaining  weight:  the  cows  can 
then  be  treated  or  called. 

Scientists  at  the  Agriculture 
Department  are  already  msing 
electronic  systems  which 
weigh  cattle  automatically 
each  time  they  arrive  at  the 
stall  to  drink  water.  As  the 
animal  bends  its  head,  its  ear 
tag  transmits  its  identification 
number  to  a  microcomputer.  A 
sole  below  the  stall  then 
weighs  the  animal  white  other 
sensors  measure  the  volume 
and  weight  of  water  it 
consumes. 

Researchers  at  the  depart¬ 
ment  now  believe  that  such 
remote-sensing  equipment  will 
become  as  commonplace  on 
farm  animals  as  electronic 
wristwatebes  aze  on  people.

It  is  not  easy  to  think  of  an 
British  equivalent  of  Russia's 
Peter  the  Great,  a  combination 
of  Nelson,  Churchill  and 
Henry  VIII  with  a  twist  of 
Byron  thrown  in.  He  was  a 
scholar  and  a  warrior,  an 
aesthete  and  a  devout  sensu¬ 
alist;  an  architect  and  ship¬ 
wright,  a  military  tactician  of 
genius,  a  politician  of  gran¬ 
diose  vision  and  ruthless  will. 

In  their  four-part  mini-se¬ 
ries  Peter  the  Great ,  which 
began  on  BBC1  last  night,  at 
feast  the  American  producers, 
NBC.  got  the  casting  right.

million,  they  could  afford  to  go 
for  talent.  As  the  outrageously 
gifted,  psychoticaJly  driven 
Peter  they  cast  the  mercurial 
Maximilian  Schell.  He  gives 
his  impersonation  a  high- 
voltage  charge  and  looks  every 
centimetre  a  man  born  to 
command,  but  in  the  end  be  is 
defeated  (as  is  the  admirable 
Vanessa  Redgrave,  as  Peter's 
virulently  ambitions  half-sis¬ 
ter)  by  a  script  that  is  simply 
too  small  for  the  job. 

For  all  its  length  this  is  a 
drama  that  is  florid  when  it 
should  be  epic.  It  gives  us 
complications  but  not  com¬ 
plexity.  single-issue  politics 
instead  of  multi-layered  con¬ 
flicts;  it  is  an  elementary 
history  lesson  rather  than  an 
insight  into  the  psychology  of 
power.  But  it  is  never  less  than 
interesting,  especially  in  the 
final  episodes.  Those  stunning 
visuals  —  the  gorgeous  ba¬ 
roque  interiors,  the  harsh 
white  beauty  of  the  steppes, 
the  lone  cloaked  figure  of 
Peter  himself  framed  by  dark¬ 
ened  cloisters  —  leave  powerful 
pictures  in  the  mind.  Bnt 
images  are  not  enough. 

The  series  was  shot  on 
location  in  the  Russian  winter 
when,  from  all  accounts,  life  on 
the  set  was  as  turbulent  as  life 
in  the  18th-century  Russian 
court  The  director,  maddened 
by  the  colliding  egos  of  his  star 
players,  had  to  be  replaced. 
They  should  have  replaced  the 
scriptwriter.

The  pleasure  of  reading 


A  great  gathering  of  British  and  foreign  writers 
will  soon  be  descending  on  Edinburgh  for  the 
city's  third  Book  Festival:  Euan  Cameron 
reports  on  how  a  venture  which  began  in  an 
effort  to  counter  the  sparse  attention  paid  to 
books  by  the  Festival  proper  could  play  its  part 
in  the  revival  of  Scotland’s  literary  golden  age 
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One  of  the  residual  effects  of 
the  1707  Treaty  of  Union 
was  a  sense  of  outrage 
among  Scottish  intellec¬ 
tuals  at  being  incorporated 
into  a  nation  in  which,  ii  was  already 
clear,  they  were  destined  to  play  a  less 
than  equal  pan.  But  in  the  years  that 
followed,  from  the  mid- 18th  century 
to  the  death  of  Sir  Walter  Scott  in 
1832.  Scotland's  capital  became  the 
“Athens  of  the  North",  a  metropolitan 
city  admired  throughout  Europe  from 
which  poured  an  astonishing  flourish¬ 
ing  of  the  arts. 

Scott  and  Bums  were  transforming 
Scottish  history  into  Romantic  leg¬ 
end:  David  Hume  and  Adam  Smith 
were  influencing  the  world  with  their 
ideas:  the  classical  architecture  of  the 
New  Town  was  reflected  in  a  profu¬ 
sion  of  literature  and  poetry. 

It  was  the  age  of  Smollett  and  James 
Hogg.  Boswell  and  “Ossian":  an  age 
that  came  to  be  known  as  the 
Enlightenment  Magazines  were  foun¬ 
ded  such  as  Blackwood’s  and  the 
Edinburgh  Review  which,  in  the  words 
of  Lord  Cockbum.  “elevated  the 
public  and  the  literary  position  of 
Edinburgh  to  an  extent  that  no  one 
not  living  intelligently  then  can  be 
made  to  comprehend". 

Men  like  William  Blackwood  and 
Archibald  Constable  helped  to  make 
Edinburgh  an  important  publishing 
centre.  There  were  excellent  book¬ 
shops.  too:  Lord  Cockbum  in  his 
Memorials ,  that  remarkable  portrait 
of  Augustan  Edinburgh,  listed  half  a 
dozen  in  the  heart  of  the  city  alone. 

After  that  golden  age  Edinburgh's 
status  as  a  city  of  literati  inevitably 
waned.  Robert  Louis  Stevenson  left 
his  native  city  as  a  young  man;  the 
Kailyard  writers  tended  to  be  more 
concerned  with  life  in  the  small  towns. 
It  was  not  until  the  1920s  and  1930s 
that  Scotland  saw  a  revival  in  her 
literary  culture,  when  the  so-called 
Scottish  Renaissance  produced  a  new 
awareness  of  a  nation  with  a  distinct 
and  separate  identity. 

In  Rose  Street  pubs,  bars  and 
restaurants  such  as  the  Abbotsford,  in 
Milne's  Bar  in  Hanover  Street  and  in 


L’Aperitif  in  Frederick  Street  a  coterie 
of  writers  —  Hugh  MacDiaimid, 
Sydney  Goodsir  Smith,  Robert 
Garioch.  George  Scou-Moncrieff  and 
T.D.  MacDonald  among  them  — 
regularly  met  and  talked,  “It  so 
happened  that  there  were  more  good 
writers  -  men  like  Edwin  Muir, 
Compton  Mackenzie  and  Eric  Linkla- 
ter.  for  example  —  at  that  time  in 
Scotland  than  for  half  a  century 
previously”,  says  the  novelist  and 
critic  Allan  Massie. 

Throughout  the  Fifties  and  Sixties 
there  was  little  that  was  new  or 
particularly  exciting  about  Edinburgh 
literary  life.  “Postwar  Edinburgh  was 
a  place  where  you  hoped  to  be 
published”,  said  the  young  Scots 
novelist  Ian  Rankin,  “but  it  was 
Glasgow  where  the  writers  were.” 

Today  there  are  signs  that  Edin¬ 
burgh  may  at  last  be  recovering  her 
position  as  a  book-lover's  city. 
Publishers  such  as  Canon  gate.  Main¬ 
stream  and  John  Donald  have 
emerged  in  the  past  few  years,  and 
bookshops  of  the  quality  of  James 
Thin.  Bauermeisier,  the  revived  Edin¬ 
burgh  Bookshop  and  the  excellent 
Waterstone's  in  George  Street  have  all 
contributed  to  a  greater  availability 
and  awareness  of  the  primed  word. 

During  the  past  five  years 
there  has  been  a  further 
important  contributing 
factor.  Next  month  some 
190  writers  from  Britain 
and  overseas  will  be  in  Edinburgh  to 
take  part  in  the  city's  third  Book 
FestivaL  which  will  be  opened  by 
P.D.  James  in  the  Georgian  splendour 
of  Charlotte  Square  Gardens  on 
August  8.  What  began  in  1983  as  an  at¬ 
tempt  to  increase  the  sparse  attention 
paid  to  books  and  writers  by  the 
Edinburgh  Festival  proper  has  now 
become  an  established  success  and 
Britain's  largest  public  book  evenL  Its 
purpose  is  to  encourage  the  practice 
and  pleasure  of  reading  and  owning 
books  among  children  and  adults. 

The  director  of  the  Book  FestivaL 
Jenny  Brown,  expects  an  attendance 
of  50-60,000  and  she  and  her  com¬

The  latest  in  a  series  of  all-day 
concerts  to  be  held  in  a 
“supertent"  was  an  event 
reminiscent  in  many  respects 
of  the  hippie  get-togethers  of 
the  late  Sixties,  not  least  for 
the  exotic,  smoke-filled'  at¬ 
mosphere  and  the  mire  of  self- 
generated  squalor  in  which  the 
audience  stood,  swayed  and 
slumped.

young  woman  con¬ 
sulted  her  office  dis 
on  Monday.  July 
1986.  She  read  her 
appointment:  “1Z45: 
Mr  Kipper,  37 
Shorrolds  Road”,  pushed  back  her 
chair,  walked  out  into  a  bright 
London  summer’s  afternoon  —  and 
didn't  come  back. 

In  their  different  environments, 
both  the  case-hardened  policeman 
■  'and  the  loving  parents  had  seen  it  all 
1  before.  Detective  Inspector  Peter 
Johnstone,  although  aged  only  36. 
had  had  four  years'  experience  as  a 
sergeant  on  the  streets  of  London's 
Brixton  before  his  promotion  to 
Fulham,  and  was  already  a  veteran 
of  a  multitude  of  false  alarms.  Paul 
and  Diana  Lamplugh.  for  their  part, 
already  had  experience  of  a  child 
missing  when  their  son,  Richard, 
was  wrongly  reported  “lost”  in  an 
area  of  Australia  where  there  were 
forest  fires.  Yet  for  reasons  which 
neither  detective  nor  bereaved  font- 
iiy  can  today  define,  the  disappear¬ 
ance  of  Suzy  Lam  pi  ugh  12  months 
ago  had  about  it  an  instant  doom¬ 
laden  clarity. 

On  the  face  of  it  she  was  merely  a 
25-year-old  girl,  working  in  a  Ful¬ 
ham  estate  agent's  office,  who  hadn’t 
returned  to  her  desk  after  a  lunch¬ 
time  appointment  with  a  potential 
buyer.  Perhaps  she  had  taken  the 
same  dient  on  to  see  another 
property  and  forgotten  to  ring  in?  Or 
had  she  played  truant  for  an  hour  or 
two  in  the  sunshine,  hoping  that  no 
one  would  notice  her  absence? 

Certainty  her  boss,  Mark  Guidon 
of  Sturgis  &  Son,  did  not  intend  to 
alarm  Mrs  Lamplugh  when  he  rang 
her  at  3pm  that  afternoon.  “I  don't 
want  to  worry  you  loo  much,”  he 
said,  “but  Suzy  hasn't  returned  after 
showinga  flat  to  a  client  before  lunch 
—'we  wondered  if  she  was  with  you.” 

Yet  Mrs  Lamplugb's  request  for 
Guidon  to  ring  the  police  was  made 
without  a  moment's  indecision. 
“Looking  back,  we  knew  —  we  knew 
right  from  that  first  moment  —  that 
something  appalling  had  happened,” 
she  recalls  today. 

And  Johnstone,  at  home  with  his 
wife,  his  three  young  daughters 
safely  tucked  up  in  bed.  felt  exactly 
the  same  dreadful  certainty  as  soon 
as  he  took  the  call  from  Fulham 
police  station  at  9pm.  “ll  was  a 
routine  call  to  keep  me  informed  of  a 
reported  incident,  but  something 
about  it  just  didn't  sound  right  I 
ordered  a  street  grid  search  for  the 
missing  girl's  car,,  jumped  into  my 
own,  and  got  to  Fulham  at  10 
o’clock.” 

He  didn't  know  it  at  the  time,  of 
course,  but  for  the  next  four  months 
he  would  work  on  no  other  case.  And

Suzy  would  never  be  seen  again  — 
alive  or  dead. 

By  the  time  he  arrived  at  Fulham, 
Suzy's  white  Ford  Fiesta  had  been 
found  parked  at  nearby  Stevenage 
Road.  Johnstone  ordered  the  boot  to 
be  opened  and  examined,  a  street 
search  for  bodies  to  be  organized, 
and  authorized  the  house  in 
Shorrolds  Road  (a  three-minute 
walk  from  the  estate  agents'  office)  to 
be  broken  into.  By  dawn,  a  team  of 
dogs  and  their  handlers  were  out  on 
the  streets.  Three  hours  later,' 
Johnstone  alerted  Detective 
Superintendent  Nick  Carter  who, 
when  he  retired  in  January  this  year, 
described  his  failure  to  solve  the 
puzzle  of  Suzy's  disappearance  as  the 
biggest  disappointment  of  his  career. 

On  Wednesday  an  incident  room 
was  set  up  at  Kensington  police 
station.  Detective  Sergeant  Mike 
Barley  was  installed  as  co-ordinator. 
With  him  were  four  officers  (who 
answered  phones  which  did  not  slop 
ringing  for  four  days),  nine  office 
staff  and  18  inquiry  officers— a  team 
which  remained  unchanged  for  four 
months. 
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y  December,  the  interim 
report  which  still  sits  at 
Johnstone's  side  in  bis 
Fulham  office  ran  to  350 
pages.  At  the  latest  count, 
a  week  or  two  ago,  2,500 
messages  and  1,200  lettere  from  the 
public  had  been  filed,  cross-ref¬ 
erenced  and  entered  on  an  analysis 
board  on  the  incident-room  wall; 
every  entry  is  double-checked  with 
the  carousel-file  on  WPC  Barbara 
Harrison's  desk.  The  nerve  centre  of 
the  search,  which  has  now  moved  to 
Acorn  House,  Hammersmith,  still 
receives  an  average  of  two  messages 
a  day. 

“We’ve  had  a  few  cranks,'  of 
course,  but  the  vast  ,  majority  of  the 
calls  and  letters  have  been  genuinely 
helpful,”  Johnstone  says.  “At  least 


one  of  them,  for  instance,  suggested 
that  the  original  appointment  could 
have  been  made  by  a  Mr  Dan  Kipper 
—  an  anagram  of  kidnapper.” 

Why  did  Suzy’s  disappearance 
have  such  a  great  impact  on  the 
public?  “She  was  identifiable,”  Mrs 
Lamplugh  says.  “There  were  no  grey 
areas  in  her  life.  She  was  exactly  what 
she  seemed  to  be  and  exactly  how 
other  parents  would  like  their  daugh¬ 
ters  to  be.”  Lord  Lucan's  was  the 
only  other  disappearance  to  ha  ve  left 
an  imprint  on  the  national  memory, 
but  he  vanished  after  a  much- 
publicized  murder.  As  John stone 
remarks:  “In  Suzy's  case,  we  don't 
have  a  row,  a  struggle,  any  report  of 
an  abduction  by  force  —  anything.” 

Johnstone’s  explanation  for  an 
unprecedented  level  of  public 
involvement  is  phlegmatic.  “It  was 
July.  The  papers  had  been  full  of 
doom  and  despondency  and  people 
wanted  something  more  personal  to 
latch  on  to.  This  was  a  frightening 
case  but.  above  all.  it  was  a  mystery. 
The  classic  mystery  involves  a 
beautiful  woman.  Sozy  was  a  young, 
attractive,  healthy  woman  with  a 
good  job,  a  good  social  life,  a  good 
family  to  back  her  up,  no  money 
problems  and  no  business  problems. 
Of  the  hundreds  of  people  we  have 
interviewed,  we  have  only  found  one 
girl  who  didn't  like  her.” 

The  only  ingredient  which  the 
stay  lacks  is  clues.  Between  12.35 
and  12.40pm,  she  left  her  office.  At 
12.45pm  her  car  was  parked  at 
Stevenage  Road.  At  1pm.  Suzy  and 
“Mr  Kipper”  were  seen  together  by 
Harry  Riglio,  who  lives  in  the 
ground  floor  flat  of  35  Shorrolds 
Road.  And  even  those  times  are 
contradictory,  because  Stevenage 
Road,  near  the  Thames,  is  a  mue 
away  from  Shorrolds  Road. 

From  the  beginning,  “sightings”  of 
Suzy,  of  “Mr  Kipper”,  or  of  them 
together,  came  in  thick  and  fast 
Three  British  holiday-makers  on  the 


Greek  island  of  Skiathos  reported 
seeing  a  couple  bearing  a  remarkable 
resemblance  to  them  sitting  in  a  cafe. 
A  woman  said  that  her  husband 
looked  like  Mr  JCjpper  and,  on  the 
day  that  Suzy  disappeared,  he  came 
home,  crept  into  the  cellar  and 
locked  the  door.  A  businessman 
wrote  to  say  that  he  bad  seen  Suzy 
strolling  through  an  hotel  in  Saudi 
Arabia.  The  landlady  of  a  Cheshire 
guest  house  told  of  a  woman 
resembling  Suzy  and  a  man  staying 
the  night  and  signing  the  guestbook 
“Kipper”. 
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been 


ohnstone  himself  went  to 
Antwerp  to  interview  David 
Rosengarten  -  whose  family 
name  is  Kiper  —  who  was 
believed  to  be  the  owner  of  a 
BMW  which  might  have 
the  one  seen  parked  in 
Shorrolds  Road.  When,  a  day  or  two 
after  her  disappearance,  die  was 
reported  to  have  been  seen  at  3pm 
on  July  28  near  Shorrolds  Road,  a 
team  of  40  police  officers  combed 
every  restaurant,  cafe  and  pub  in  the 
area,  in  case  anyone  looking  like 
Suzy  and  Mr  Kipper  had  been  seen 
lunching  together. 

Each  due,  greeted  with  enthu¬ 
siasm.  ended  up  as  just  another  red 
herring.  “We  are  no  nearer  now  than 
when  we  started,”  Johnstone  admits. 
Both  he  and  the  Lamplugh  family 
have  given  up  hope  that  Suzy  will  be 
found  alive  and  the  detective  admits 
that  he  would  be  “personally 
astonished”  if  there  was  ever  a  man 
called  Mr  Kipper. 

Do  they  ever  want  to  know  the  full 
truth?  “Sometimes  yes,  and  some¬ 
times  no,”  says  her  mother.  “A  part 
of  me  needs  to  know  what  happened 
and  yet  she  was  a  great,  free  bird  and 
another  part  of  me  wants  to  remem¬ 
ber  her  that  way.” 

Johnstone  has  no  such  doubts. 
“The  file  will  never  be  dosed,"  he 


says,  “and  it  would  be  an  abrogation 
of  everything  1  stand  for  as  a  police 
officer  not  to  want  to  bring  a  man  to 
justice.” 

in  the  meantime.  Mrs  Lamplugh 
devotes  all  her  energy  to  running  the 
Suzy  Lamplugh  Trust,  which  she 
launched  in  December  last  year  to 
promote  awareness  and  self-protec¬ 
tion  for  women  in.  and  more 
particularly  outside,  the  workplace. 
Among  its  projects  is  a  three-year 
research  programme  at  the  London 
School  of  Economics:  apart  from 
many  contributions  of  a  practical 
nature  it  has  so  far  raised  nearly 
£40,000  in  cash,  and  urgently  needs 
another  £25.000. 

“There  are  many  women  at  risk, 
like  sales  representatives,  contract 
cleaners,  girls  who  cater  at  executive 
lunches,  people  who  make  and  fit 
curtains  in  private  houses  —  anyone 
whose  exact  whereabouts  are  un¬ 
known  at  any  particular  lime.”  she 
says.  “Only  today  I  have  been 
meeting  with  lop  police  and  we  were 
very  excited  about  the  prospects  of 
forming  some  kind  of  “workers’ 
watch’  scheme  on  similar  lines  to 
Neighbourhood  Watch/' 

White  Mrs  Lamplugh.  a  teacher 
and  author  of  books  on  exercise  and 
relaxation,  her  husband  Paul,  who 
lost  his  job  as  secretary  of  the  Law 
Society  and  is  about  to  start  a  new  ca¬ 
reer.  their  son  Richard.  27.  and 
daughters  Tami,  25  and  Lizzie.  17, 
paich  up  their  lives  without  Suzy, 
Johnstone,  surrounded  by  artist's 
impressions  of  Mr  Kipper,  photo¬ 
graphs  and  four  box-files  full  of 
notes,  supplies  the  final  chilling 
thought  on  the  whole  bizarre 
mystery. 

“I  think  it  is  more  than  likely,”  he 
says,  “that  if  and  when  we  find  the 
murderer,  he  will  prove  to  be  one  of 
the  men  that  we  have  already 
interviewed.  It  will  be  no  one's  fault. 
You  can't  hold  a  man  without 
evidence.” 
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the  survivors 

The  inquiry  into  the  Zeebrugge  ferry 
disaster  has  published  its  report,  but 
the  tragedy  still  affects  many  lives 


It  is  nearly  five  months  since 
the  Zeebrugge  ferry  disaster. 
For  most  the  nightmarish 
images  have  faded.  But  south¬ 
east  Kent  is  still  a  community 
in  mourning,  still  in  shock. 
Half  the  crew  of  the  watch 
-who  drowned  lived  there  and 
for  the  hand-picked  team  of 
counsellors  who  run  the  Her¬ 
ald  Assistance  Unit  in  Dover, 
re-living  the  horrors  of  that 
night  are  pan  of  a  day’s  work. 

The  unit  wrote  to  all  the 
survivors  and  every  bereaved 
family  suggesting  that  a  coun¬ 
sellor  might  visit  —  an  un¬ 
usual  approach  in  social 
work.  Anyone  may  request  a 
visit  and  thousands  still  do. 

When  Janet  Johnston,  a 
46-year-old  social  worker, 
with  six  years’  experience  in 
bereavement  counselling  was 
asked  to  become  a  counsellor 
at  the  unit,  she  says  she  drove 
home  full  of  foreboding: 
“Most  of  us  knew  it  would  be 
the  most  traumatic  job  of  our 
lives.  Our  greatest  task  is  to 
convince  people  that  they  are 
not  going  mad.” 

Many  of  the  people  she 
talks  to  were  not  on  the  ferry 
—  some  were  friends  of  those 
who  drowned,  some  are  sea¬ 
men  who  changed  shifts  at 
the  last  minute  and  who  feel 
responsible  for  someone 
else's  death. 

When  the  home  visits  are 
to  survivors,  the  counsellors 
listen  and  try  to  give  comfort, 
to  parents  who  watched  help¬ 
lessly  while  their  children 
floated  away:  to  the  man  who 
now  sleeps  sitting  up  in  bed 
with  the  light  on.  because  the 
dark  reminds  him  of  bodies 
bumping  against  his  legs,  of 
the  cries  and  prayers  of  the 
drowning. 

If  anything  good  can  ever 
be  said  to  have  come  out  of 
tragedies  such  as  this  or 
Aberfan.  it  is  a  greater  under¬ 
standing,  firstly  that  effective 
help  for  the  survivors  must 
take  place  over  a  period  of 
months,  and  sometimes 
years.  Secondly,  that  it  is 
important  to  care  for  the 
carers. 

The  staff  of  the  Herald 


Assistance  Unit  have  regular 
group  discussions  as  well  as 
visits  from  experts  like  Mich¬ 
ael  Stewart.  a  social  worker 
who  had  been  counselling 
survivors  of  the  Bradford 
City  fire  for  one  year  when  he 
realized  that  the  fire  had 
consumed  another  life:  his. 

“1  couldn't  cope.  My  wife 
told  me  I  talked  of  nothing 
but  the  fire.  It  was  deeply 
distressing  -  after  ail  1  was 
supposed  to  be  the  strong 
one.”  Stewart,  after  six  weeks' 
leave  of  absence,  returned  ro 
(he  same  work.  So  far.  no 
members  of  the  Herald  Assis¬ 
tance  Unit  have  had  to  take 
leave. 

In  the  first  chaotic  days 
after  the  ferry  sank,  the 
counselling  staff  worked  in 
what  David  Wilkinson,  the 
unit  manager,  describes  as  “a 
kind  of  fantasy  world.  One 
can  run  on  adrenaline  in  Lhe 
beginning,  but  if  you  keep  it 
up  you  become  very,  very 
strained." 

Anne  Palmer,  a  43-year-old 
nurse  and  social  work  stu¬ 
dent.  was  initially  contacted 
by  the  Social  Services  Depart¬ 
ment:  she  thought  that  her 
job  would  be  to  show  survi¬ 
vors  around  the  mortuary  in 
Zeebrugge  (a  task  so  harrow¬ 
ing  that  no  one  was  allowed 
to  take  it  on  for  longer  than 
three  days).  She  now  helps 
with  counselling  sessions. 

Her  time  with  the  unit  has 
confirmed  her  belief  that  far 
too  many  professionals  work¬ 
ing  in  the  prison  service,  old 
people's  homes,  or  wuh  child 
abusers,  have  little  help  from 
their  colleagues  or  the  outside 
world. 

”1  think  we're  all  learning  a 
lot  during  our  year  here.” 
says  Colin  Weaver,  team 
leader  for  south-east  Kent. 
“It's  been  harder,  far  harder 
work  than  1  imagined/'  Be¬ 
tween  counselling  sessions. 
Weaver  often  goes  for  a  walk 
along  the  promenade.  “I 
watch  the  ferries  coming  and 
going.  Life  goes  on."

die  be-all  and  end-all  of 
everyday  life,  a  study  under¬ 
taken  by  400  American  doc¬ 
tors  revealed  that  one-third  of 
the  couples  they  interviewed 
who  were  aged  under  45  had 
declined  to  have  intercourse 
for  a  period  ranging  from  two 
months  to  more  than  a  year. 

Out  of  100  of  the  couples 
who  claimed  to  have  happy 
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marriages.  39  per  cent  of  the 
women  and  10  per  cent  of  the 
men  said  that  they  had  no 
interest  in  sex.  In  the  over-40 
age  group,  3  per  cent  of  (hose 
interviewed  were  celibate  (or 
said  that  they  were). 

This  is  not  to  say  that  the 
interviewees'  lives  were  lack¬ 
ing  in  ro¬ 
mance.  As 
often  as  not 
they  felt  quite 
passionately 
inclined.  But 
when  they 
did.  instead  of 
going  to  bed, 
and  under-  .ini 
going  all  the 

sexual  tedium  and  quite  often 
mutual  recriminations  that 
familiarity  breeds,  they 
switched  on  a  video  film  feat¬ 
uring  silver  moons,  lush  loca¬ 
tions  and  people  with  long  legs 
and  unblemished  skins  getting 
to  know  each  other  better. 

And  a  very  good  idea  too,  I 
think.  People  can  find  them¬ 
selves  in  a  lot  of  (rouble  by 
expecting  from  real  life  that 
which  is  only  available  in 
fantasies.  Men  compare  their 
wives  with  Jane  Fonda,  forget¬ 
ting  that  Miss  Fonda  has  a 
hairdresser  and  make-up  artist 
always  on  tap  and  that  she  is 
able  to  keep  her  thighs  as 
slender  as  walking  sticks 
because  she  can  do  her  figure 
exercises  while  lesser,  or 
rather  portlier  women,  have  to 
queue  at  Sainsbury's  checkout 
counters. 

Women  wish  their  hus¬ 
bands  had  the  wit  of  Clive 
James:  but  Mr  James  has  the 
benefit  of  producers  and 
researchers  and  besides,  it  is 
unlikely  that  he  ever  has  to 
explain  on  the  telephone  why 
the  sales  figures  for  next  May 
haven't  been  finalized  yet,  or 
travel  by  train  to  conferences 
at  Crewe  and  Carlisle. 

Trying  to  mix  romance  with 
real  life  is  rarely  successful.  I 
have  known  any  amount  of 
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marriages  come  to  grief  after 
the  “second  honeymoon” 
technique  was  applied  to  try  to 
keep  the  show  on  the  road  a 
little  longer. 

A  cruise  to  the  Canaries 
'may  only  prove  that  a  man 
and  woman  removed  from  the 
demands  of  their  domestic 
routine  have 
nothing  to  say 
to  each  other. 
And  for  a  wife 
to  swap  her 
sensible  che¬ 
nille  house¬ 
coat  for  a 
filmy  neglig£ 
is  to  trigger  off 
feelings  of  in¬ 
tense  embarrassment,  rather 
than  sexual  yearning,  in  her 
husband,  who  will  then  retire 
to  the  ship's  bar  in  a  sulk.  One 
of  the  most  instructive  films  I 
have  ever  seen  is  .ish  Wednes¬ 
day.  where  Elizabeth  Taylor 
undergoes  gruesome  amounts 
of  dieting  and  cosmetic  sur¬ 
gery  to  regain  the  love  of 
Henry  Fonda.  When  she 
presents  her  firmed-up.  svelte 
self  in  plunge-necked,  claret- 
coloured  velvet  for  inspection, 
he  says  yes.  very  nice.  dear, 
but  he's  actually  met  some¬ 
body  dse  who  is  a  lot  more 
laughs.

report  on 
ferry  safety

A  recommendation  question¬ 
ing  the  safety  and  fiilure  of  up 
to  two-thirds  cf  passenger 
ferries  operating  around  the 
United  Kingdom,  made  in  the 
report  into  the  Zeebrugge 
disaster  published  last  Friday, 
has  caused  serious  concern  in 
the  shipping  industry. 

One  well-placed  source 
described  the  recommenda¬ 
tion  as  an  over-reaction,  with 
a  potentially  “enormous"  im¬ 
pact.  Another  said  that  if  it 
was  implemented  unilaterally 
the  British  ferry  fleet  would 
“go  broke". 

The  recommendation  con¬ 
cerns  ferries  which  were  built 
under  rules  which  came  into 
force  in  1965.  These  rules  were 
modified  by  new  regulations 
in  1980  and  1984.  The  report 
says  that  ships  built  to  the 
1965  rules  may  be  substan¬ 
tially  less  safe  than  more 
modem  ships,  because  if  the 
ship  is  damaged  below  the 
waterline  it  may  be  more 
likely  to  get  water  on  to  the  car 


conform  to  the  1980  regula¬ 
tions. 

It  is  also  possible  that  many 
ships  which  have  either  been 
enlarged  or  refitted  may  have 
been  brought  into  conformity 
with  the  1980  regulations. 

Where  ferries  do  not  con¬ 
form  with  the  1980  regula¬ 
tions  they  could  probably  be 
made  to  conform  either  by 
structural  changes,  through 
amendments  to  the  bulk¬ 
heads,  or  by  increasing  their

England,  is  likely  to  be  asked 
to  relinquish  his  post  when  his 
present  term  expires  next 
summer. 

But  Whitehall  sources  said 
yesterday  that  speculation  that 
soundings  have  already  begun 
among  possible  successors 
was  premature.  They  said 
that,  if  the  Governor  is  not 
reappointed,  the  task  of 
appointing  a  replacement 
would  be  one  for  the  autumn. 

The  list  of  possible  replace¬ 
ments  is,  in  any  case,  a  small 
one.  “This  is  not  the  sort  of 
post  for  which  we  have  to  hire 
a  firm  of  head-hunters,"  one 
official  said. 

It  includes  at  least  three 
internal  candidates :  Mr  Eddie 
George,  Mr  David  Walker  and 
Mr  Rodney  Gaipin.  Among 
bankers,  the  list  would  contain 
Sir  Jeremy  Morse,  chairman 
of  Lloyds  Bank;  Sir  Martin 
Jacomb,  chairman  of  Barclays 
de  Zoete  Wedd,  and  Sir  David 
Schoiey,  chairman  of  War¬ 
burgs. 

Sir  Kit  McMahon,  chair¬ 
man  of  Midland  Bank  and 
former  deputy  governor,  is  not 
thought  to  be  in  the  running, 
having  been  passed  over  by 
Mrs  Thatcher  in  Mr  Leigh- 
Pemberton’s  favour  four  years 
ago. 

But  by  far  the  most  interest¬ 
ing  suggestion  is  that  Sir  Peter 
Middleton,  Permanent  Sec¬ 
retary  to  the  Treasury,  will 
take  over  as  Governor.

Markets  await  CBI  report

The  financial  markets,  con¬ 
cerned  that  the  British  econ¬ 
omy  is  overheating,  will  focus 
on  the  Confederation  of  Brit¬ 
ish  Industry's  quarterly  indus¬ 
trial  trends  survey,  to  be 
published  tomorrow. 

Any  evidence  that  industry 
is  moving  up  against  capacity 
constraints,  that  export  pros¬ 
pects  have  worsened,  or  that 
rising  raw  material  costs  are 
likely  to  force  higher  prices 
from  manufacturers,  will  be 
taken  as  bad  news. 

The  City  will  also  be  watch¬ 


ing  closely  for  evidence  from 
industry  of  skill  shortages, 
which  would  be  regarded  as  a 
further  indication  that  the 
economy  is  growing  too- fast 
for  comfort. 

The  most  recent  monthly 
CBI  surveys  have  been 
optimistic,  notably  on  export 
orders  and  the  general  level  of 
business  confidence. 

There  has  been  no  indica¬ 
tion,  in  the  quarterly  surveys 
published  so  far  this  year,  of 
pressures  on  plant  capacity. 
The  January  and  April  sur¬ 
veys  showed  the  percentage  of 


firms  working  below  capacity 
at  50  and  49  per  cent 
respectively. 

But,  some  City  analysts 
argue,  the  last  three  or  four 
months  have  seen  a  sharp 
upturn  in  manufacturing  out¬ 
put,  which  means  that  capac¬ 
ity  constraints  could  now 
begin  to  bite. 

In  addition,  the  overall  CBI 
measure  of  capacity  use  may 
disguise  severe  shortages  in 
certain  industries.

Tourism  grants  record

Britain's  boom  in  tourism

Discussions  between  the  clear¬ 
ing  banks  and  the  Inland 
Revenue  on  the  ta\  treatment 
of  bad  debt  provisions  have 
begun  amid  indications  that 
the  cost  to  the  Exchequer  this 
year  could  total  £1  billion. 

Three  of  the  big  four  banks 
—  Midland.  National  West¬ 
minster  and  Lloyds  —  have 
already  announced  substantial 
bad  debt  provisions  against 
sovereign  loans  to  debtor 
countries  such  as  Brazil  and 
Mexico. 

But  the  precise  tax  treat¬ 
ment  of  these  provisions  re¬ 
mains  to  be  settled  A 
Treasury  spokesman  said  yes¬ 
terday  that  the  amount  of 
provision  that  could  be 
allowed  3gain$t  tax  would 
depend  on  the  detail  of  the 
loans  and  the  borrower. 

ft  is  admitted.  however,  that 
Ihe  cost  this  year  will  be 
several  hundred  millions. 

In  a  speech  last  week,  the 
Chancellor  said:  'in  the  im¬ 
mediate  future,  at  least,  this 
increase  in  provisioning  is 
bound  to  mean  a  significant

Laidlaw 
close  to 
takeover

Terms  of  an  agreed  takeover 
bid  by  Mr  Bruce  Judge's 
Goode  Durrant  group  for 
Laidlaw  Group,  the  Edin¬ 
burgh  Ford  main  dealer,  are 
expected  to  be  unveiled  this 
morning. 

The  bid,  which  is  expected 
to  value  the  USM-quoted 
Laidlaw  at  close  to  £25  mil¬ 
lion,  follows  weeks  of  talks 
between  Goode  Durrani’s 
chairman,  Mr  Michael  War¬ 
ing,  and  the  chairman  of 
Laidlaw,  Mr  Mac  Robertson. 

Mr  Robertson  holds  20  per 
cent  of  the  Laidlaw  share 
capital,  and  his  adviser.  Noble 
Grossart,  owns  a  further  28 
per  cent,  so  their  agreement 
was  essential.  But  it  has  been 
costly.  Goode  Dunant  is 
thought  to  be  paying  about 
300p,  almost  twice  as  much  as 
it  is  understood  to  have 
offered  initially. 

Together  the  two  companies 
will  have  an  annual  turnover 
of  about  £160  million  and 
combined  pretax  profits  of 
approximately  £6  million. 

Mr  Judge,  a  New  Zealander, 
acquired  51  percent  of  Goode 
Dunam  through  Ariadne 
group  for  £2 1  million  last  year, 
although  the  Laidlaw  deal  is 
likely  to  dilute  his  slake  to 
about  40  per  cenL  He  plans  to 
use  the  international  trade 
financing,  commodity  trading 
and  housebuilding  group  as  a 
vehicle  for  acquisitions. 


Two  more  banks  will  be  hit

National  Westminster  Bank 
and  Barclays  Bank  are  ex¬ 
pected  to  announce  massive 
bad  debt  provisions  —  eating 
heavily  into  their  profits  - 
when  they  report  their  half- 
year  results  this  week. 

NatWest  has  already  said 
that  it  is  putting  aside  £466 
million  against  its  Third 
World  debt  and  Barclays  is 
expected  to  set  aside  a  similar 
amount. 


NatWest's  exposure  to 
problem  countries  in  the 
Third  World  is  £2.6  billion 
while  Barclay's  is  slightly  less, 
al  about  £2.4  billion. 

Barclays  is  not  obliged  to 
follow  the  other  banks  in 
making  a  large  exceptional 
provision,  but  it  will  have  to 
do  so  to  avoid  stock  market 
disapproval.  It  will  almost 


certainly  choose  to  match  the 
30  per  cent  level  of  specific 
provisions  on  Third  World 
debt  set  by  Lloyds  and 
NalWesL 

NatWest,  which  announces 
its  results  tomorrow,  has  al¬ 
ready  said  that  it  expects  to 
make  a  profit  for  the  half  year 
despite  the  higher  provisions, 
although  it  will  be  lower  than 
last  year’s  £482  million  pretax 
interim  result. 

Barclays  announces  its  fig¬ 
ures  on  Thursday  and  is  also 
unlikely  to  match  Iasi  year's 
interim  pretax  profit  of  £434 
million. 

Neither  bank  has  Third 
World  exposures  as  large  as 
Lloyds  and  Midland,  which 
Iasi  week  announced  extra 
provisions  totalling  £1.7 
billion. 


The  domestic  banking  op¬ 
erations  of  Barclays  and 
NatWest  are  likely  to  show 
strong  growth,  as  they  did  with 
Midland  and  Lloyds. 

At  the  half-way  Stage  last 
year.

Financials  still  the  sector  star

The  Unlisted  Securities  Market  index 
out-performed  the  FT  A- All  Share  Index 
by  1 5  per  cent  during  the  first  six  months 
of  1987. 

According  to  County  NatWest,  in  its 
recently  published  USM  Review,  the 
USM  Index  rose  by  59  percent  to  195.3 
in  the  six  months  to  June,  and  its  growth 
expected  to  continue. 

Mr  Andrew  Holland,  County's  USM 
specialist,  says:  “We  expected  1987  to  be 
another  year  of  steady  growth  both  in 
terms  of  the  number  of  companies 
joining  and  the  index  performance  and, 
unquestionably,  our  expectations  bave 
been  exceeded."

To  all  but  the  most 
curmudgeonly  bears, 
last  week  was  particu¬ 
larly  uncomfortable  for  the 
gilt-edged  market  as  one  piece 
of  bad  news  followed  another.

oe  forthcoming  this  week  in 
the  form  of  the  CBI’s  Quar¬ 
terly  Survey.  The  response  to 
one  question  in  the  last  survey 
in  the  late  spring  sparked  off 
the  fears,  which  have  since 
been  fanned  by  accumulating 
evidence  of  strong  consumer 
demand,  robust  output  growth 
and  an  improving  labour  mar¬ 
ket.  Interestingly,  however,

The  current  account  deficit 
was  simply  a  case  of  the  bad 
news  arriving  ahead  of  its  duly 
expected  time.  Like  others,  we 
have  long  predicted  the  return 
of  the  United  Kingdom  to 
current  account  deficit  as 
import  growth  sees  a  sharp 
pick-up  from  the  depressed 
levels  seen  earlier  this  year 
and  as  export  growth  slows.

The  Chancellor 
could  not  afford  io  tolerate  a 
significant  drop  in  the  ex¬ 
change  rate  if  inflation  is  to  be 
held  below  5  per  cent  next 
year.

add  0.75  per  cent  to  the  RPI 
within  a  year). 

Our  argument  about  in¬ 
terest  rates  does  presume  that 
the  Chancellor  will  not  wish  lo 
tolerate  an  uptick  in  inflation 
above  5  per  cent  and  will, 
therefore,  be  willing  to  lighten 
monetary  policy.  Bui  we 
reckon  that  a  5  per  cent-plus 
inflation  rate  is  a  development 
that  Mr  Lawson  will,  indeed, 
wish  to  avoid  —  particularly 
with  domestic  pay  deals  likely 
to  be  threatening  lo  edge  up; 
with  the  world  inflation 
climaiebecoming  increasingly 
less  benign:  and  most  cru¬ 
cially.  with  the  Tory  election 
manifesto  having  pledged 
explicitly  io  seek  a  further 
reduction  in  inflation  and 
even,  eventually  to  eradicate  it 
altogether. 

If  we  are  correct  the  issue  is 
whether  the  pound  will,  in 
fact,  come  under  sufficiently 
serious  downward  pressure  to 
prompt  the  Chancellor  to  give 
the  go-ahead  for  a  regime  of 
higher  interest  rates. 

And  on  this  score  we  con¬ 
fess  to  feeling  a  little 
apprehensive.  While  high  oil 
prices  and  the  possibility  of 


continued  Gulf  tension  will 
afford  some  support  to  the 
pound,  the  current  account  is 
set  to  remain  in  deficit  in 
coming  months  -  albeit  on  a 
smaller  scale  than  that  seen  in 
May.  Thus,  the  June  trade 
figures  -  due  in  less  than  three 
weeks'  time  -  could  under¬ 
mine  the  currency. 

Mr  Lawson,  faced  with 
a  run  on  the  pound, 
would  probably  try  to 
brazen  it  out  as  he  did  last 
autumn.  There  is  a  substantial 
“war  chest”  to  hand  in  the 
form  of  a  record  level  of 
foreign  exchange  reserves.  In 
these  circumstances,  all  would 
hinge  upon  how  heavy  —  and 
how  prolonged  -  the  down¬ 
ward  pressure  upon  sterling 
turned  out  to  be. 

We  suspect  that  what  is 
happening  lo  the  Chancellor’s 
favourite  money  measure, 
MO,  at  the  time  will  have  an 
important  bearing  on  the  of¬ 
ficial  'policy  response.  If  MO 
growth  is  picking  up  at  the 
same  time  as  the  pound  is 
weakening,  Mr  Lawson  will  be 
far  more  inclined  to  raise 
interest  rates  than  otherwise. 
Unfortunately,  we  fear  that 
MO  growth  will  indeed  be 
picking  up  later  this  year. 

It  is  by  no  means  certain 
that  the  pound  will  come 
under  serious  downward  pres¬ 
sure  in  coming  months,  al¬ 
though,  the  expected  balance 
of  payments  trend  ran  hardly 
help;  indeed,  a  weaker  pound 
may  be  altogether  avoided. 
Even  so,  this  does  not  mean 
that  the  gilt-edged  market  will 
cease  to  be  apprehensive  that 
interest  rates  may  have  to 
move  higher;  this  anxiety  is 
likely  to  continue  to  hang  over 
the  market  All  in  all,  it 
promises  to  be  a  nervous 
summer.

Turning  its 
back  on  the  jobbing  builder, 
trade  discounts  were  abol¬ 
ished  and  the  catalogue 
changed.  Consumer-friendly 
display  areas  or  “super 
showrooms"  began  to  appear. 

Mr  Tom  Duxbury.  whose 
family  set  up  Magnet  Joinery, 
had  this  brainstonn  on 
becoming  chairman  in  early 
1985  after  a  long  period  away 
from  day-to-day  management. 
He  wanted  to  be  closer  to  the 
end-user. 

The  City's  and  the  trade's 
condemnation  were  almost 
unanimous.  Why  throw  away 
a  good  reputation  and  a  high

rating  for  a  voyage  into  un¬ 
charted  waters,  infested  with 
aggressive,  retail  sharks?  As  its 
own  supplier.  Magnet  would 
not  even  be  able  to  squeeze 
suppliers.  There  would  also  be 
heavy  spending  on  the  “super 
showroom”  programme  and 
site  acquisition. 

But  Mr  Duxbury  was  pre¬ 
pared  to  take  the  risk.  The  old 
watchword,  “margin"  was  re¬ 
placed  by  “volume,"  although 
quality  remained  a  priority. 

At  first,  things  looked  black. 
Profitablity  was  eroded  as  the 
trade  looked  elsewhere  and 
the  public  failed  to  recognize 
Magnet's  talents. 

Pretax  profits  of  £32  million 
in  1983-1984  fell  to  £26 


million  by  1985-1986.  Each 
showroom  conversion  added

Then  last  year  the  public 
woke  up  and  operational  gear¬ 
ing  came  into  play.  Cost 
savings  were  made  as  benefits 
of  new  machinery  were  feft. 

Buoyant  sales  and  recovery 
of  margins  to  13.9  per  cent 
silenced  critics.  Analysts  are 
looking  for  a  60  per  cent 
profits  increase  this  year  to  at 
least  £70  million,  with  mar¬ 
gins  rising  to  about  17.5  per 
cent  - 

Magnet  is  haying  no  diffi- 
culty  finding  sites.  More  than

The  flagship  store,  to  be 
opened  in  Kensington  High  - 
Street,  London,  encapsulates 
Magnet’s  move  away  from  its 
trade  origins.  If  it  succeeds,  it

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Britain  to  seek  a  freer 
market  in  commodities 


BUSINESS  AND  FINANCE 
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Mr  Alan  Clark,  the  Trade 
Minister,  will  tomorrow  give 
notice  that  Britain,  still  locked 
in  legal  battles  over  the  failure 
of  the  International  Tin  Coun¬ 
cil,  wants  to  adopt  a 
de regulatory  approach  to 
commodities  and  distance  it¬ 
self  from  price  support 
agreements. 

This  comes  amid  growing 
fears  that  the  International 
Cocoa  Agreement's  buffer 
stock  could  remain  frozen 
indefinitely,  unless  consumers 
and  producers  can  agree  on 
revised  pricing  this  autumn. 

The  Government’s  distaste 
for  such  accords  has  been 
growing  since  the  tin  crisis 
triggered  by  the  collapse  of  the 
ITC  buffer  stock  in  1 985,  and 
it  is  understood  to  have  taken 
legal  advance  on  whether  it 
can  extract  itself  from  some 
commitments.

Mr  Clark  will  make  the 
Government’s  views  known 
at  the  seventh  United  Nations 
Conference  on  Trade  and 
Development  in  Geneva,  now 
in  its  final  week.  He  regards 
market  intervention  as  an 
ineffective  instrument  which 
leads  to  higher  prices  that  do 
not  necessarily  benefit  Third 
World  producers. 

.  Britain  is  instead  advocat¬ 
ing  increased  attention  to 
structural  change  and  diversi¬ 
fication  by  the  debt-burdened 
developing  nations,  the  econ¬ 
omies  often  reliant  on  com¬ 
modities  subject  to  inter¬ 
national  accords. 

But  Mr  Clark  is  expected  to 
underline  that  any  reduction 
of  British  commitments  to 
existing  international  agree¬ 
ments  for  goods  such  as  cocoa, 
coffee  and  rubber,  would  nec¬ 
essarily  be  gradual. 


Some  of  the  treaty  obliga¬ 
tions  have  years  to  run,  but 
the  Government  certainly  has 
no  new  agreements  in  minds, 
if  they  contain  economic 
provisions. 

Mr  Clark  has  openly  ex¬ 
pressed  his  disgust  at  past 
agreements  that  forced  the 
British  consumer  to  eat  ba¬ 
nanas  from  certain  producers 
at  high  {vices. 

In  line  with  Mrs  Thatcher's 
fundamental  commitment  to 
increased  market  orientation, 
the  Government  plans  to  pur¬ 
sue  a  deregulate ry  approach  to 
world  trade  in  commodities. 

Exceptions  to  this  anti -pad 
stance  are  likely  to  be 
commodity  agreements  that 
could  help  reduce  the  cost  of 
the  EEC’s  Common  Agri¬ 
cultural  Policy,  which  suggests 
that  deals  involving  grains 


and  sugar  could  be  acceptable. 

The  US  last  week  urged 
developing  nations  to  take  an 
open  market  approach  in  cop¬ 
ing  with  depressed  commod¬ 
ities  markets,  rather  than 
depending  on  price  stabiliz¬ 
ation  mechanisms  which  have 
often  proved  ineffective. 

A  policy  statement  said 
Washington  believes  that 
open  markets  are  the  appro¬ 
priate  guides  to  production 
and  pricing  decisions.  The 
results  of  price  stabilization 
efforts  have  been  meagre  and 
in  some  cases,  counter¬ 
productive. 

At  the  three-week  Unctad 
meeting  developing  countries 
have  pushed  to  expand  the 
number  of  stabilization  pacts 
to  protect  them  from  falling 
prices. 


NI  builder 
moves  into 
housing

Blackboume  and  McCombe, 
the  Northern  Irish  building 
company,  has  entered  the 
housing  market  for  the  first 
time. 

It  is  developing  its  own  1 50- 
house  project  on  35  acres  at 
the  seaside  resort  of  Pbrtst- 
ewart  on  Ulster’s  scenic 
Causeway  Coast.  Construc¬ 
tion  has  already  started. 

The  company  was  founded 
12  years  ago  and  has  special¬ 
ized  in  larger  contracts  rather 
than  building  houses.  This 
was  despite  the  feet  that  huge 
public  housing  contracts  pl¬ 
aced  by  the  Northern  Ireland 
Housing  Executive  —  Britain's 
largest  housing  authority  — 
provided  virtually  the  only 
buoyant  sector  for  Ulster’s 
construction  industry  during 
some  otherwise  lean  years. 

Instead,  B&M’s  growth  was 
founded  on  a  number  of  large 
school  building  contracts  and, 
more  recently,  contracts  for 
high-profile  work  at  Belfast’s 
AJdeigrove  airport. 

Ironically,  the  company's 
venture  into  house  building 
comes  just  as  the  NIHE’s 
publicly-funded  programme  is 
being  cut  back. 

B&M’s  Portstewart  housing 
venture  will  include  a  variety 
of  houses  ranging  from  de¬ 
tached  2,000  sq  ft  homes  and 
4-bedroom  “executive”  prop¬ 
erties  to  first-time  buyers* 
bungalows.  Prices  will  range 
from  £25,000  to  £80.000  plus. . 

The  company  also  hopes  to' 
build  a  huge  hospital  in  An-, 
trim,  16  mites  outside  Belfast  *

Builders’  optimism  increases

Builders  are  at  their  most 
optimistic  for  years  and  only  4 
per  cent  are  working  at  or 
below  half  capacity. 

The  latest  state-of-lrade  in¬ 
quiry  by  the  Building  Employ¬ 
ers  Confederation,  published 
today,  shows  that  54  per  cent 
of  firms  are  working  at  or  near 
flat-out  levels. 

Seventy-two  per  cent  of 
builders  say  they  expect  to 
increase  their  workload  during 
1987  against  61  per  cent  in  the 
March  survey. 


The  building  boom  in 
London  continues,  with  91  per 
cent  of  firms  expecting  more 
work  this  year.  In  some  of  the 
comparatively  depressed  ar¬ 
eas  of  the  North,  building 
contracts  have  surged,  with  65 
per  cent  of  builders  expecting 
an  increase  this  year  against  34 
per  cent  in  the  March  survey. 

More  than  half  of  Scottish 
builders  are  confident  of  a 
greater  workload  this  year,  up 
from  34  percent  in  March. 

London  and  the  South-west 
are  enjoying  the  biggest  rise  in 
new  inquiries  bat  the  general 


trend  of  rising  business  is  now 
evident  across  most  parts  of 
the  country.  New  inquiries  for 
industrial  and  commercial 
buildings  are  well  ahead  of  any 
other  sector. 

The  BEC  said  that  reports  of 
bottle-necks  and  shortages 
have  come  with  the  buoyant 
trading  conditions.  But  it 
adds  that,  contrary  to  other 
reports,  its  inquiry  reveals 
that,  while  the  number  of 
firms  experiencing  delays  due 
to  material  and  labour  short¬ 
ages  is  increasing,  few  report 
serious  delays  to  contracts. 


Mr  John  Parsons,  the  BEC 
president,  said:  “1  particularly 
welcome  the  evidence  from 
this  inquiry  of  the  geographi¬ 
cal  spread  of  trading  con¬ 
ditions.  It  is  important  to 
stress  that  spare  capacity  is 
still  available  so  that  major 
tasks  such  as  the  regeneration 
of  our  inner  dues  can  be 
tackled.'* 

The  BEC  is  urging  the 
Government  to  launch  a  tax 
incentive  to  encourage  private 
sector  companies  to  invest  in 
the  inner  city  progjpmme. 


Busy  line 
halts 
the  deals 


The  Stock  Exchange’s  ad¬ 
mission  that  some  market- 
makers  could  face  problems 
over  BAA  today  is  only  the  tip 
of  the  iceberg.  Most  broking 
firms  are  protesting  just  a  little 
too  loudly  that  “we’re  okay 
but  I  think  some  of  the  others 
might  have  problems,”  but 
one  trader,  who  has  asked  to 
remain  anonymous,  tells  me: 
“The  system  is  creaking.  Vol¬ 
ume  has  increased  so  much 
that  it’s  not  just  the  settlement 
staff  who  are  felling  behind. 
Every  firm  in  the  City  is  now 
finding  it  difficult  to  deal, 
especially  in  smaller  stocks 
where  there  are  fewer  market- 
makers.  It  can  sometimes  take 
more  than  half  an  hour  to  get 
through  because  telephones 
are  engaged.  Best  execution  is 
often  impossible.”  Since  Big 
Bang,  the  number  of  bargains 
executed  has  fallen  from  more 
than  40  an  hour  to  an  average 
of  one  every  10  minutes  and 
some  firms  are  refusing  to  take 
orders  after  2pm  to  allow 
dealers  to  catch  up.  The 
situation  is  unlikely  to  im¬ 
prove  until  next  year  when  the 
Exchange  introduces  Plessey’s 
System  X,  which  will  double 
telephone  capacity  to  18,000 
lines.  In  the  interim,  some 
brokers  are  calling  for  a  return 
to  floor. trading  for  gamma 
and  delta  stocks  or  even  the 
market's  closure  at  3pm  for  a 
week  or  two.

Engineers 
to  seek 
new-look 
titles

The  designation  technician 
engineer  (T.Eng).  used  by 
60,000  professional  engineers, 
will  be  dropped  and  a  new 
line-up  introduced  in  the  en¬ 
gineering  profession  under 
Engineering  Council  plans. 

The  change  is  pan  of  a 
campaign  to  be  launched  by 
the  council  this  year  to  boost 
numbers  of  technically  trained 
staff  to  help  British  industry  to 
compete  more  effectively,  es¬ 
pecially  internationally. 

The  council  has  applied  to 
the  Privy  Council  to  make  the 
designatory  change  and  it 
could  be  confirmed  this  year. 

There  are  three  categories  of 
professional  engineer.  At  the 
top,  there  is  the  chartered 
engineer  (C.Eng),  usually  a 
graduate.  There  are  about 
200,000  of  these. 

Then  comes  the  technician 
engineer  with  a  Higher  Nat¬ 
ional  Certificate.  At  the  third 
level  is  the  engineering  tech¬ 
nician  (EngTech),  usually 
with  an  Ordinary  National 
Certificate  and  with  about 
20,000  so  far  on  the  council's 
register. 

The  problem  with  the  last 
two  categories  has  been  the 
confusion  outside  the  pro¬ 
fession  over  the  similarity  of 
their  titles,  explained  Dr 
Kenneth  Miller,  director  gen¬ 
eral  of  the  council.  Another 
factor  is  that  the  needs  of  new 
technologies  demand  an 
increasing  degree  of  expertise 
as  technicians  are  called  on  for 
diagnostic  work. 

The  replacement  title  being 
suggested  by  the  council  for 
technician  engineer  is  incor¬ 
porated  engineer  (l.Eng).  Dr 
Miller  said:  “The  vast  major¬ 
ity  in  the  profession  acknowl¬ 
edges  that  some  change  has 
been  needed  to  dear  up  the 
confusion.” 

It  has  taken  18  months, 
however,  to  narrow  down  the 
possibilities  for  the  new  title 
itself. 

The  council  wants  to  bring 
many  more  skilled  engineers 
into  the  professional  ranks  by 
encouraging  them  to  register 
-with  the  council  after  becom¬ 
ing  members  of  an  appro¬ 
priate  institution  for  their 
discipline.

Overheating  and  City 
fears  of  a  Heath  fire 


£100m  refit 
for  refinery 

Esso  is  planning  to  spend  £100 
million  on  re-equipping  its 
Fawiey,  near  Southampton, 
refinery  because  of  the  in¬ 
creasing  use  of  coal  in  power 
stations  and  industrial  heating 
plants. 

The  work  will  mo  vide  1,000 
jobs  during  the  construction 
phase  which  is  expected  to 
sian  next  year  and  is  due  for 
completion  in  1989. 

The  refinery  will  be  up¬ 
graded  to  produce  products 
such  as  aviation  fuel,  which 
are  increasingly  in  demand. 


The  debate  over  whether  the  British 
economy  is  overheating,  far  from 
fading  away,  has  intensified.  A 
series  of  official  statistics,  admittedly 
not  all  for  the  same  month,  have 
provided  a  picture  of  a  rush  to  spend  in 
the  high  streets,  of  runaway  credit  and  of 
a  sudden  and  damaging  shift  into  deficit 
on  the  current  account. 

All  these  are  straws  in  the  wind 
perhaps.  But  they  are  also  evidence  for 
severe  overheating  and  a  re-run  of  the 
Heath-Barber  years  for  anyone  who 
cares  to  look  for  it.  However,  there  are 
two  sides  to  any  argument  and  there  are 
plenty  of  people,  and  not  just  those  who 
work  in  Nigel  Lawson's  private  office, 
who  see  the  present  overheating  fears  as 
grossly  exaggerated. 

So,  overheating  or  not,  let  us  eaves¬ 
drop  on  a  conversation  between  Messrs 
Boom  (of  the  non-inflaiionary  kind)  and 
Doom  (of  the  impending  disaster  sort), 
two  well-known  Gty  economists  (with 
names  changed  to  protect  the  innocent), 
beginning  with  the  issue  of  consumer 
spending. 

Consumer  spending  may  be  growing 
too  fast  for  comfort 
Doom:  The  3.1  per  cent  rise  in  retail 
sales  last  month  was  the  shape  of 
things  to  come.  These  and  the  1.7  per 
cent  increase  in  overall  consumer 
spending  in  the  second  quarter  in¬ 
dicate  that  personal  consumption  was 
artificially  depressed  earlier  in  the 
year.  Now,  strong  growth  in  real 
incomes,  helped  by  tax  cuts,  the 
removal  of  political  uncertainty  and 
lower  interest  rates  will  mean  that  the 
consumer  will  spend  as  if  there  is  no 
tomorrow. 

Boom:  The  important  thing  about 
consumer  spending  is  not  its  absolute 
growth  rate,  but  bow  it  is  performing 
relative  to  the  rest  of  the  economy. 
The  monthly  retail  sales  figures  are 
erratic  —  June's  3.1  per  cent  rise  was 
preceded  by  a  3.5  per  cent  fall  in  May. 
Consumer  spending  in  the  second 
quarter  was  only  3.5  per  cent  up  on  a 
year  earlier.  Its  growth  is  lower  than 
the  recovery  in  manufacturing,  which 
is  4  to  4.5  per  cent  up  on  a  year  ago. 
Export  volumes  in  the  March-May 
period  showed  a  12-month  growth 
rate  of  6  per  cent,  excluding  erratics, 
just  below  the  7  per  cent  imports  rise. 

Industry  conld  be  reaching  the 
limits  of  its  capacity. 

Doom:  The  big  danger  in  the  present 
upturn  is  that  industry,  while  expect¬ 
ing  it,  has  failed  to  invest  sufficiently. 
Capacity  usage,  on  CB1  evidence,  is 
similar  to  that  reached  at  the  lime  of 
the  manufacturing  peaks  in  1973  and 
1979.  The  more  that  demand  rises  in 
the  future,  the  greater  the  proportion 
of  that  demand  to  be  met  by  imports. 

Boom:  A  National  Economic 
Development  Office  study  on  capac¬ 
ity  constraints,  published  earlier  this 
month,  concluded  that  investment  by 
industry  bad  been  adequate  so  far,  but 
;that  it  now  needed  to  be  stepped  up. 
Fortunately,  this  is  happening.  The 
latest  DTI  investment  intentions 
survey  points  to  an  8  per  cent  rise  in 
manufacturing  investment  this  year. 


Money  and  credit  are  growing  at  a 
rate  which  is  bound  to  lead  to  higher 
inflation. 

Doom:  The  £3.9  billion  surge  in 
bank  lending  last  month  was  not  a 
one-off.  Helped  along  by  lower  in¬ 
terest  rates,  lending  will  continue  to 
race  ahead.  Broad  monev.  M3,  is 
growing  at  an  annual  rate  ofjusi  under 
20  per  cent.  Growth  of  this  sort  will 
not  always  be  offset  by  declining 
velocity  of  circulation.  Excessive 
broad  money  growth  may  be  about  to 
mesh  with  inflation.  Inflation  could 
be  back  into  double  figures  next  year. 

Boom:  The  scare  story’  about  broad 
money  growth  has  lost  credibility’  with 
repeated  telling.  June's  £3.9  billion 
rise  was  exceptional.  But,  even  so, 
bank  lending  is  growing  because  the 
economy  is  buoyant,  not  because  of  a 
credit  binge.  Companies  are  borrow¬ 
ing  to  invest.  Not  all  of  the  current  in¬ 
crease  in  borrowing  .  is  due  to 
consumers.  And,  in  any  case,  individ¬ 
uals  are  balancing  increased  borrow¬ 
ing  with  acquisitions  of  financial 
assets.  In  the  current  environment  of  a 
world  economic  slowdown  and  neg¬ 
ligible  growth  in  unit  labour  costs  in 
British  manufacturing,  it  would  be 
very  hard  to  generate  a  big  rise  in 
inflation. 

The  balance  of  payments  has  begun 
to  shift  into  damaging  deficit. 

Doom:  The  May  current  account 
deficit  of  £561  miiiion  was  no 
surprise.  Britain  will  have  to  pay  the 
price  for  turning  on  too  much 
demand.  That  price  will  be  in  a 
continued  surge  in  imports  —  look  at 
what  happened  to  consumer  goods  in 
May  —  while  exports  will  be  hit  by  the 
depressed  state  of  export  markets. 
Here  on,  the  balance  of  payments  can 
only  get  worse. 

Boom:  One  month's  figures  do  not  a 
disaster  make.  In  the  first  five  months 
of  the  year  we  had  a  cumulative 
surplus  of  £202  million.  Even  if  we  do 
run  a  few  monthly  deficits  for  a  while, 
this  has  to  be  set  against  the  huge 
current  account  surpluses  of  the  first 
half  of  the  1980s. And  things  would 
have  to  deteriorate  very  sharply  from 
now  on  even  to  get  to  the  Treasury's 
forecast  of  a  £2.5  billion  deficit  this 
year. 

At  this  point.  Doom  and  Boom 
looked  up  and,  spying  your 
correspondent  busily  scribbling 
into  his  notebook,  departed  in  a  huff. 
One  was  left  with  the  impression  that 
this  argument  will  not  easily  be 
resolved 

The  first  thing  thaL  should  be  said  is 
that,  on  the  basis  of  the  current 
overheating  evidence,  the  Chancellor  is 
not  going  to  tighten  policy  unless  forced 
The  second  is  that  the  markets,  with 
their  present  concerns,  may  be  in  the 
mood  to  try  a  little  forcing. 

The  best  guide  to  overheating  will  be 
presented  by  the  monthly  trade  figures. 
Watch  them  closely.

Wife  has  interest  in  housing  offer  Ground  for  cancelling  registration 


Wandsworth  London  Borough 
Council  r  Fadayomi 
Before  Lord  Justice  Parker  and 
Sir  George  Waller 
[Judgment  July  10] 

A  possession  order  made  against 
a  secure  tenant  pursuant  to  Part 
IV  of  the  Housing  Act  1985  was 
set  aside  on  the  application  of 
I  he  tenant's  wife  as  being  with¬ 
out  jurisdiction  on  the  ground 
that  she  had  an  interest  in  the 
suitability  of  the  alternative 
accommodation  which  entitled 
her  to  intervene.  • 

The  Court  of  Appeal  allovred 
an  appeal  by  the  wife.  Mis 
Florence  Abiowa  Fadayomi. 
from  the  refusal  of  Mr  Assistant- 
Recorder  Brian  Atchley,  at 
Wandsworth  County  Court,  to 
set  aside  an  order  few  possession 
made  in  fevour  of  the  plaintiffs. 
Wandsworth  London  Borough 
Council  and  to  allow  her  to 
intervene  in  the  proceeding* 
brought  by  the  plaintiffs  against 
her  husband.  Emmanuel  I  ran o* a 
Fadayomi 

Mr  Lincoln  Crawford  for  the 
wife;  Mr  David  Medhurst  tor 
Ihe  council:  Mr  David 
Watkinson  for  the  tenant. 

LORD  JUSTICE  PARKER 
said  that  Mr  and  Mrs  Fadayomi 
went  with  their  daughters  wuve 
in  a  flat  in  Arthur  Court, 
Batterca,  in  1971.  They  •«  « 
tbg  very  least  secure  tenants. 


when  in  about  1985  the  council 
wished  to  obtain  possession  of 
the  flat  to  carry  out  certain 
works. 

A  number  of  offers  of  alter¬ 
native  accommodation  were 
made  to  the  family  as  one  unit 
up  until  August  1986  when, 
owing  to  the  fact  that  the 
marriage  had  to  a  large  extent 
broken  down,  Mr  and  Mrs 
Fadayomi  requested  that  the 
alternative  accommodation 
should  consist  of  two  units. 

Since  then  the  council  had. 
made  four  offers  of  separate 
accommodation,  all  of  which 
had  been  refused  for  one  reason 
or  another. 

In  December  1986  ihecouacil 
launched  their  action  claiming 
possession  of  the  flat  on  the 
t«cic  of  ground  10  in  Pan  II  of 
Schedule  2  io  Ihe  1985  Acl 

When  ihe  action  came  on  for 
hearing  the  regisuar  refused  to 
consider  a  letter  from i  solicilors 
advising  the  wife  on  the  ground 
that  they  were  not  on  the  record, 
and  a  possession  order  was 

made  by  consent  on  Mr 

Fadayomi's  undertaking  to  al¬ 
low  the  family  to  move  wifi  him 
to  alternative  accommodation. 

The  letter  contained  informa¬ 
tion  which,  had  it  been  before 
ihe  court,  could  scarcely  have 
failed  to  result  in  Mrs  Fadayomi 
being  joined  in  accordance  with 
ihe  rules  and  the  matter  being 
fully  investigated. 


The  principal  point  taken  by 
counsel  for  the  wife  was  that  the- 
court  lacked  the  jurisdiction  to 
make  the  order  by  consent  and 
that  it  should  be  set  aside  and 
the  wife  joined  as  a  defendant 

Section  84(2)  of  the  1985  Act 
provided:  “The  court  shall  not 
make  an  order  for  possession 
...  on  grounds  9  to  H  unless  it 
is  satisfied  that  suitable  accom¬ 
modation  will  be  available  for 
the  tenant  when  the  order  takes 
effect" 

Under  paragraphs  I  and  2  of 
Schedule  2  accommodation  was 
“suitable"  if.  inter  alio,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  court  it  was 
“reasonably  suitable  to  the 
needs  of  the  tenant  and  his 
family."  and  in  determining 
whether  it  was  reasonably  suit¬ 
able  to  those  needs  regard  had  to 
be  had  to  a  number  of  matters, 
including  the  distance  of  the 
accommodation  from  the  place 
of  work  or  education  of  the 
tenant  or  any  member  of  his 
family. 

It 'was  apparent  from  those 
provisions  that  every  member 
of  the  tenant's  family  living  in 
the  premises  was  a  person  wuh  a 
potential  interest  in  any  pos¬ 
session  proceedings. 

It  might  be  that  the  tenant 
himself  did  nod  wish  to  raise  a 
matter  which  might  be  ad¬ 
vanced  by  another  member  of  Tyrrell,  Tooting. 


his  family,  and  in  that  event  the 
section  could  only  work  if  the 
person  who  had  the  potential 
right  was  allowed  to  be  joined  in 
order  to  raise  it 

So  for  as  consent  was  con¬ 
cerned,  in  order  io  justify  an 
order  being  made  without  an 
investigation  of  the  facts,  what 
was  required  was  not  a  mere 
consent  to  the  making  of  the 
order  but  an  express  admission 
of  feds  which,  u  (hey  had  been 
proved,  would  have  given  the 
court  jurisdiction  to  make  the 
order. 

It  might  be  that,  if  the  matter 
had  been  gone  into,  express 
admissions  of  foci  might  have 
been  made  by  Mr  Fadayomi. 
But.  in  truth,  no  investigauon  of 
any  sort  took  place,  and  the 
order  was  made  in  defiance  of 
the  prohibition  in  section  84. 
Accordingly,  it  bad  been  made 
without  jurisdiction  and  must 
be  set  aside. 

It  was  also  clear  that  Mrs 
Fadayomi  had  an  interest  in  the 
proceedings  and  must  have 
leave  to  intervene.  The  most 
convenient  course  appeared  io 
be  to  join  her  as  a  defendant.

The  only  ground  for  cancelling  a 
certificate  of  registration  under 
section  II  of  the  Registered 
Homes  Act  1984  was  a  serious 
risk  to  life,  health  or  well-being 
of  the  residents  in  the  home. 
That  evidence  did  not  have  to 
appear  in  the  registration 
authority's  written  statement  of 
reasons  tendered  under  section 
1 1(2)  of  the  Act  and  could  relate 
to  events  which  arose  after  the 
section  1 1  order  was  made.  The 
burden  of  proof  was  on  the 
registration  authority  on  the 
civil  standard  of  proof 

Mr  Justice  Farquharson  so 
held  in  the  Queen's  Bench 
Division  in  answering  questions 
posed  in  a  special  case  stated  by 
a  registered  homes  tribunal 

Section  11  of  the  Registered 
Homes  Acl  1984  provides:  “(I) 
If  —  (a)  the  registration  authority 
apply  to  a  justice  of  the  peace  for 
an  order  —  (i)  cancelling  the 
registration  of  a  person  in 
respect  of  a  residential  care 
■  home . . .  and  (b)  it  appears  to 
the  justice  of  the  peace  that  there 
will  be  a  serious  risk  to  the  life, 
health  or  well-being  of  the 
residents  in  the  home  unless  the 
order  is  made,  he  may  make  the 
order. . . 


M(2)  An  application  under 
subsection  (l>  above  may  be 
made  ex  parte  and  shall  be 
supported  by  a  written  state¬ 
ment  of  the  registration 
authority's  reasons  for  making 
the  application.”

MR  JUSTICE  FARQUHAR¬ 
SON  said  Mr  and  Mrs  Lyons 
were  the  proprietors  of  a 
residential  care  home  know n  as 
St  Mary  Astrid.  1  Charles  Road, 
St  Leonards,  East  Sussex. 

On  January  18,  1985  the  local 
authority  registered  the  propri¬ 
etors  under  the  1984  Act  and  the 
certificate  of  registration 
permitted  the  provision  of 
residential  accommodation  for 
up  to  23  mentally  ill  people. 

On  September  25.  1986  the 
focal  authority  applied  ex  parte 
to  a  justice  of  the  peace  for  an 
order  pursuant  to  section 
1 1(1  Ha)  of  the  1984  Act  cancel¬ 
ling  the  registration  on  the 
ground  that  the  fire  precautions 
did  not  come  up  to  the  required 
standard. 

The  justice  made  an  order 
cancelling  the  registration  on  the 
ground  that  there  was  a  serious 
ride  to  the  life,  health  or  well¬ 
being  of  the  residents  in  the 
home. 


The  proprietors  appealed  to 
the  tribunal  which  sat  to  bear 
the  appeal  on  February  2.  1987. 
It  became  evident  that  there 
were  a  number  of  issues  of  law 
which  affected  the  proceedings. 
The  tribunal  therefore  posed  a 
special  case  staled  with  the 
following  questions: 

1  What  was  the  burden  and 
standard  of  proof  on  an  appeal 
to  a  registered  homes  tribunal 
pursuant  to  section  15(1  Kb)  of 
the  Registered  Homes  Act  1984 
against  an  order  made  by  a 
justice  under  section  il? 

2  Whether  the  local  authority 
might  adduce  evidence  which 
related  to  any  of  the  grounds  set 
out  in  section  10  of  the  Act, 
notwithstanding  that  such  evi¬ 
dence  did  not  of  itself  establish  a 
serious  risk  to  the  life,  health  or 
well-being  of  the  residents  in  the 
home. 

3  Whether  tire  local  authority 
might  adduce  evidence  which 
tended  to  establish  a  serious  risk 
to  life,  health  or  well-being  of 
the  residents  in  the  home 
where:—  (a)  such  evidence,  al¬ 
though  existing  at  the  time  when 
the  section  1 1  order  was  made, 
was  not  referred  to  in  the 
registration  authority’s  written 
statement  of  reasons  tendered 
pursuant  to  section  1 1(2)  of  the 
Act.  or  fli)  such  evidence  related 
io  events  arising  after  the  sec¬ 
tion  1 1  order  was  made. 


4  Whether,  on  such  an  appeal,  if 
the  tribunal  found  that  the 
evidence  adduced  proved  (hat 
the  proprietor  was  not  a  fit 
person  to  be  concerned  in 
carrying  on  a  residential  care 
home,  but  failed  to  prove  any 
serious  risk  ro  life,  health  or 
well-being  of  the  residents  in  ihe 
home,  the  tribunal  should  con¬ 
firm  ihe  order  of  the  justice  or 
direct  that  it  should  not  have 
effect. 

His  Lordship  summarized  his 
answers  as  follows: 

The  burden  of  proof  was  on 
the  local  authority  to  prove  the 
allegations  on  the  balance  of 
probabilities. 

On  an  appeal  under  section 
II.  evidence  under  section  10 
was  admissible  only  if  it  was 
relevant  to  the  well-being  of  the 
occupants  in  the  home. 

The  answer  to  both  pans  of 
the  third  question  was  “yes" 
subject  to  ihe  tribunal's  dis¬ 
cretion. 

The  tribunal  should  not  can¬ 
cel  ihe  order  of  the  justice  unless 
it  was  satisfied  that  there  was  a 
serious  risk  to  the  life,  health  or 
well-being  of  the  residents.

Botham  could  turn  the  tables

There  is  still  a  chance  that  the 
fourth  Test  match,  sponsored 
by  Comhili  insurance,  will 
develop  into  something  really 
rather  special  At  lunchtime 
on  Saturday  this  seemed  un¬ 
likely,  with  Broad  and  Robin¬ 
son  in  dogged  possession  of 
England's  first  innings;  but 
things  began  to  happen  in  the 
afternoon,  and  by  the  end  of  a 
splendid  evening's  cricket 
there  was  good  reason  for  not 
being  late  back  at  Edgbasion 
this  morning. 

With  five  wickets  in  hand 
and  two  days  of  the  match  lefi. 
England  are  166  runs  behind 
Pakistan’s  first-innings  total 
of 439.  Although  ihe  odds  are 
stiff  heavily  on  a  draw.  Imran 
Khan's  bowling  and  the  way 
Gatling  and  Botham  baited 
through  the  last  half  hour  on 
Saturday  allowed  England  as 
well  as  Pakistan,  to  think  at 
the  weekend  of  what  could  yet 
be  done. 

Jt  is  because  he  can  stiff 
wreak  such  hovoc  that 
Botham  remains,  for  all  his 
waywardness,  a  land-mine  in 
the  path  of  the  Pakistanis.  In 
the  match  so  far.  he  has 
dropped  catches  at  slip  that  he 
would  have  held  with  breath¬ 
taking  ease  in  the  past:  and  bis 
bowling  has  been  almost  as 
much  of  a  pretence  as  a  threat 
He  is  playing  for  his  place 
today  as  never  before  in  his 
Test  career. 

It  was  as  though  to  give  him 
every  possible  chance  of  slay¬ 
ing  in  the  side,  anyway  until 
he  takes  the  winter  off.  that 
Gaiting  bowled  Botham  for 
three  solid  hours  on  Friday. 
The  result  was,  if  anything, 
counter-productive.  This 
morning  there  is  no  one  the 
captain  would  rather  see  look¬ 
ing  as  though  he  really  meant 
business  than  Botham.  In  his 
last  29  Test  innings  he  has 
reached  50  only  three  times. 
Yet  in  a  couple  of  hours  with 
the  bat  he  could  still  turn  a 
Test  match  upside-down,  and 
who  else  can  that  be  said  of? 

Botham  is  not  alone  in 
fighting  for  his  head. 
England’s  performance  on 
Thursday  and  Friday  hinted  at 
the  need  for  a  shake-up.  On 
Saturday  the  batsmen  put  on  a 
better  show.  The  only  surprise 
about  Broad  and  Robinson, 
after  they  had  made  119 
together  for  the  first  wicket, 
was  that  they  should  both 
have  got  out  when  they  did. 
Robinson,  who  had  probably 
owed  his  selection  to  the 
slowness  of  the  pitch,  did  just 
what  was  wanted  of  him.  With 
the  ball  coming  through  at  the 
same  sort  of  pace  and  height  in 
Pakistan ,  he  should  make 
plenty  of  runs  there  this 
winter. 

England’s  fortunes  varied 
according  to  the  degree  of 
Imran's  inspiration.  Below  his 
best  to  start  with,  he  bowled 
better  with  each  spell,  until, 
with  the  second  new  balk  he 
helped  to  raise  the  game  on  to

Shortage  of  clay  at 
rass  roots  blamed 


Britain’s  demise 


Britain's  relegation  from  the 
world  group  of  the  Davis  Cup 
this  weekend  highlighted  two 
reasons  why  the  country  is  no 
longer  officially  among  the  top 
16  nations.  Blame  clay  de¬ 
ficiency  as  much  as  stubborn 
grass  roots. 


The  absence  in  Britain  of 
the  type  of  slow  clay  courts 
found  across  Europe  and  the 
failure  to  raise  players  who 
have  an  affinity  with  the 
surface  enabled  Yugoslavia  to 
win  nine  of  the  10  sets  that 
decided  the  tie  here.  Next 
year,  in  a  European  group 
which  will  be  day-court-na- 
tion  heavy.  Britain's  chances 
of  promotion  may  depend  on 
how  many  times  they  are 
drawn  at  home  and  have  the 
choice  of  grass. 


Paul  Hutchins,  the  outgoing 
national  team  manager,  said 
that  one  regret  he  had  after  1 2 
years  in  office  was  that  the 
day-court  issue  had  not  been 
tackled.

Fay.  a  principal  in  the  Kiwi 
Magic  syndicate  that  competed 
in  the  latest  America's  Cnp 
campaign,  off  Australia,  invoked 
the  1887  Deed  of  Gift  that  is 
used  as  the  basic  rule  for  the 
Cup. 

The  deed  states  that  any 
foreign  club  has  the  right  to 
challenge  the  club  in  possession 
of  the  Cup  provided  (be  chal¬ 
lenger  gives  10  months'  notice. 

The  challenge  called  for  a 
three-race  series  to  be  contested 
ia  single-masted,  90-foot  sloops 
similar  to  the  luxurious  J-boat 
series  used  in  early  Cup  races 
before  the  advent  of  the  12- 
metre  vachi.

Navratilova  withdraws  to 
leave  Cup  wide  open 


From  Rex  Bellamy,  Tennis  Correspondent,  Vancouver 


The  women's  world  team 
championship,  for  the  Federa¬ 
tion  Cop,  has  been  blown  wide 
open  by  what  was  basically  an 
unwelcome  wind  —  the  with¬ 
drawal  of  Martina  Navratilova, 
champion  of  Wimbledon  and  the 
United  States.  With  Miss 
Navratilova,  Chris  Evert  and 
Pam  Shriver  in  the  team,  the  US 
had  to  be  favoured  to  retain  the 
title.  Now,  either  Czecho¬ 
slovakia  or  West  Germany  could 
beat  them  in  Sunday's  final. 

It  seems  that  Miss 
Navratilova  had  some  bother 
with  her  left  ankle  after  the 
Upton  toarnament  at  Key  Bis- 
cavne  in  March  and  that  the 
threat  of  injnry  became  an 
immobilizing  reality  while  she 
was  playing  basketball  near  her 
home  in  Texas  last  week.  She 
shoold  be  fit  for  the  US 
championships  in  September. 
Meantime.  Elise  Borgia  re¬ 
places  her  In  the  American  team 
here. 

By  contrast,  persistent  ra¬ 
ni  ours  that  Harm  Mandlikova 
might  not  turn  op  were  refuted 
by  the  discovery  that  she  had 
moved  into  her  Vanconver  hotel. 
Miss  Mandlikova.  champion  of 
Australia,  withdrew  front 
Wimbledon  with  a  bad  foot.  If 
she  has  folly  recovered.  Miss- 
Mandlikova  and  Helena 
Sokova,  runner-up  at  last  year’s 
US  championship,  could  regain 
the  trophy  for  Czechoslovakia. 

West  Germany  will  rely 
primarily  on  Steffi  Graf  and 
Claudia  Kohde-Kilsch.  Miss 
Graf,  champion  of  France  and 
runner-op  at  Wimbledon,  reck¬ 
ons  that  a  hard  court  —  the 


surface  here  —  suits  her  best 
She  may  be  right  about  that 
Hard  courts  provide  the  consis¬ 
tent  bounce  she  needs  when 
taking  the  ball  early  on  the 
forehand:  and  it  was  on  a  hard 
court  that  she  crashed  Miss 
Navratilova  and  Miss  Evert  in 
turn  (neither  lasted  an  hour)  at 
Key  Biscayne. 

The  weekend  was  dominated 
by  the  corresponding  men's 
event  for  the  Davis  Cop,  a 
sporadic  competition  that  wan¬ 
ders  on  from  March  to  Decem¬ 
ber  and  is  additionally  confused 
by  the  .fact  that  the  main 
competition  tends  to  coincide 
with  relegation  play-offs  and 
qualifying  ties.  The  Federation 
Cnp.  on  the  other  hand.  Is 
restricted  to  one  week.  Every  tie 
is  decided  in  a  day.  by  two 
singles  and  a  doubles. 

This  will  be  the  25th  women's 
world  championship.  Its  func¬ 
tion  was  the  original  purpose  of 
the  Wightman  Cnp  competition, 
in  the  days  when  the  only- 
nations  who  mattered  were  the 
US.  Britain,  and.  had  Suzanne 
Lenglen  played.  France.  But  the 
Wightman  Cep  declined  into  a 
spectacular  hands-across-the- 
sea  festival  lacking  competitive 
validity. 

Since  the  Federation  Cnp  was 
inaugurated  the  United  States 
have  been  champions  12  times. 
The  only  other  winners  have 
been  Australia  (seven  titles), 
Czechoslovakia  (four)  and  South 
Africa  (one).  Britain  have  been 
runners-up  on  four  occasions, 
daring  (be  Virginia  Wade  era. 

This  week  Jo  Doric.  Sara 
Comer  and  Anne  Hobbs  may  be 


just  good  enough  to  beat  the 
seeded  Italians  and  thus  earn  a 
quarter- final  with  (be  United 
States.  British  women  contin¬ 
ually  have  to  prove  that  they  are 
among  the  eight  strongest 
teams,  whereas  British  men 
continually  have  to  prove  that 
they  are  among  the  top  16. 


The  seedings  suggest  that  the 
last  eight  here  will  be  the  US  v 
Italy.  Bulgaria  v  Australia, 
Argentina  v  West  Germany 
(Gabriela  Sabatini  v  Miss  Graf 
again),  and  the  Soviet  Union  v 
Czechoslovakia.  A  total  of  41 
nations  are  competing  in  an 
event  that  has  come  a  long  way 
since  the  1960s.  when  there  was 
no  rash  to  host  the  event  and,  for 
that  matter,  no  great  rash  to  play 
in  h,  or  watch  it 


Open  competition,  sponsor¬ 
ship  and  prize-money  eventually 
changed  all  that.  Colgate-Palm¬ 
olive  was  the  first  company  to 
pnt  in  big  money,  in  1976.  The 
current  sponsor  is  NEC,  the 
Japanese  telecomm  onicatio  ns 
and  computer  corporation.  In 
addition  to  everything  else,  the 
funds  available  ensure  the  atten¬ 
dance  of  a  small  army  of 
professional  administrators  in 
addition  to  voluntary  helpers. 


As  for  the  media  people, 
almost  300,  at  least  one  is 
looking  forward  to  die  seafood  — 
and  hoping  for  a  closer,  more 
active  examination  of 
Vancouver's  superb  backdrop  of 
mountains.  This  shoold  be  a 
good  week.  The  Federation  Cop 
organizers  have  always  had  a 
happy  knack  of  choosing  vennes 
where  only  bores  could  be  bored.

Championship,  which  begins  at 
Frilford  Heath  today.  lost  its 
leading  player  over  the  weekend 
when  Jeremy  Robinson  turned 
professional  under  the  aegis  of 
Mark  McCormack's  Inter¬ 
national  Management  Group. 

Robinson's  defection  to  the 
professional  ranks  is  not  un¬ 
expected.  but  it  is  a  severe  loss 
for  ah  ibaL  in  May  he  won  the 
Brabazon  Trophy  at  Canton, 
and  with  it  the  English  stroke- 
play  title;  he  was  one  of  die  few 
British  Isles  players  to  emerge 
from  the  Walker  Cup  with  bis 
reputation  intact;  and  he  was 
England's  one  singles  winner  in 
the  finals  of  the  European 
Championship  at  Murhof 
recently. 

Robinson  is  not  being  re¬ 
placed  in  the  draw,  which  means 
that  Paul  Broadhurst  will  be 
without  a  seeded  opponent  in 
the  third  quarter.  But  Roger 
Winchester,  the  winner  in  1985, 
stands  in  his  way  and  is  said  to 
be  playing  well  enough  to  beat 
anyone  who  comes  up  against 
him  this  week. 

The  holder,  Jonathan 
Langmead.  stands  at  the  top  of 
the  second  quarter,  a  young  man 
with  a  point  lo  prove  because  he 
has  been  virtually  ignored  by  die 
England  selectors  this  season,  to 
the  surprise  of  some  and  the 
disgust  of  others. 

“1  was  upset  at  not  being 
chosen  for  the  nine-man  team 
against  Spain  in  May."  he  said 
vesterday.  “Put  in  as  the  second 
of  the  two  reserves  seemed  only 
to  nib  it  in." 

He  admits  he  has  been  having 
a  difficult  time  this  season, 
though  he  has  won  the  Devon 
championship  and.  separately. 
established  an  amateur  course 
record  at  Dawlish. 

Langmead  has  also,  within 
the  last  week,  given  himself  an 
enormous  confidence  boost  in  a 
club  league  match  at 
Teign mouth.

Stephen  Roche,  from  Dublin, 
made  history  yesterday  when 
he  became  not  only  the  first 
irishman  to  win  the  Tour  de 
France,  but  also  only  the  fifth 
man  to  achieve  the  grand  slam 
of  cycling  by  winning  the  Tour 
of  Italy  and  the  Tour  de 
France  in  the  same  season. 

Roche,  aged  27,  was 
honoured  by  the  presence  on 
the  Champs-Elysees  of 
Charles  Haughey.  the  Irish 
Prime  Minister,  as  well  as 
thousands  of  Irish  supporters 
who  had  Filled  every  Paris- 
bound  plane  or  boat  this 
weekend.  From  one  sup¬ 
porter.  Roche  borrowed  a 
white  football  cap  emblazoned 
proudly  in  big  green  letters 
with  the  word  “Ireland”. 

“h  was  a  real  thrill  to  see 
many  faces  in  the  crowd  I 
recognized  ”  Roche  said.  “In 
the  Alps  last  week.  I  saw  a 
friend  1  raced  with  when  I  was 
a  teenager.  I  never  thought 
then  that  I  would  be  a 
professional  cyclist.  let  alone  a 
Tour  de  France  winner.” 

Only  continentals  had  won 
the  Tour  de  France  in  its  first 
72  editions  before  Greg 
LeMond.  of  the  United  States, 
broke  the  sequence  last  year. 
Yesterday  it  was  the  strains  of 
the  Amhran  na  bhFiann  that 
succeeded  the  Siar  Spangled 
Banner  over  the  Champs- 
Elysees. 

Roche  was  always  in 
contention  for  the  yellow  jer¬ 
sey  in  this  74th  Tour  de 
France.  He  placed  third  in  tbe 
prologue  stage  in  West  Berlin 
26  days  ago.  and  always  rode 
like  a  champion. 

He  confirmed  his  role  of 
favourite  by  winning  the  54- 
mile  time  trial  at  Poitiers  on 
the  tenth  day.  maintained  his 
challenge  through  the  Pyre¬ 
nees  and  wrested  the  yellow 
jersey  from  Jean-Francois 
Bernard,  the  Frenchman,  at 
Villard-de-Lans  last  Monday. 

Despite  losing  the  lead  24 
hours  later  to  Pedro  Delgado, 
of  Spain,  Roche  fought  back 
when  Delgado  went  on  the 
attack  again  at  the  mountain- 
top  finish  in  La  Plagne  on 
Wednesday.  By  conceding 
only  four  seconds  to  Delgado 
after  being  one  minute  behind 
him  four  miles  from  the 
summit,  the  Irishman  com¬ 
pletely  drained  himself  and 
collapsed  on  the  finishing  line. 

“i  had  absolutely  no  energy 
left  in  my  body,”  Roche  said'. 

*T  was  fully  conscious,  but  I 
didn’t  even  have  the  strength 
to  uncross  my  legs  which  were 
lying  on  the  road  But  I  knew 
that  I  had  to  make  such  an 
effort  That  wasn’t  the  dav  I 
won  the  Tour,  but  the  day  I 
knew  1  wouldn’t  be  beaten."

Nelson  Piquet  won  a  race  of 
attrition  on  tbe  punishing 
Hockenheimring  yesterday  to 
take  the  lead  in  the  world 
championship  at  the  half-way 
stage  in  the  16-race  contest 
Only  seven  of  the  26  cars  that 
started  the  German  Grand 
Prix  were  classified  as  finish¬ 
ers,  and  one  of  these,  Alain 
Frost's  Marlboro  McLaren- 
TAG,  was  parkedat  the  side  of 
the  track  five  laps  from  the 
end  after  seeming  to  have  won 
the  race  comfortably,  while 
Nigel  Mansell,  of  Britain, 
retired  on  lap  26  with  engine 
failure. 

Second  behind  the  Canon 
Williams-Honda  of  Piquet 
was  Stefan  Johansson,  who 
had  a  fraught  final  lap  when 
his  right  front  tyre  deflated 

two  miles  from  the  finish. 

There  was  little  of  the  rubber 

remaining  and  his  front 
suspension  was  broken  by  the 
time  he  swept  across  the 
finishing  line  with  his 
McLaren,  delighted  to  be  in 
the  points  for  the  first  time  in 
five  races. 

Ayrton  Senna,  switching  to 
his  spare  Camel  Lotus-Honda, 
led  on  the  opening  lap,  but 
then  settled  back  into  fourth 
place  behind  Prost,  Mansell 
and  Piquet,  and  had  to  make 
three  pit  stops  on  his  way  to 
third  place,  a  lap  behind  the 
winner.  After  a  routine  tyre 
stop  he  returned  to  the  pits 
again  to  check  the  Pitot  tube  of 
his  car’s  active  suspension 
system  when  it  began  to  play 
tricks,  then  he  made  a  third 
stop  before  soldiering  on  in  his 
ill-handling  car,  his  team  hav¬ 
ing  diagnosed  a  leak  in  the 
suspension’s  hydraulics. 

With  the  track  drying  after  a 
sharp  pre-race  shower,  the 
stage  had  seemed  set  for  a 
walkover  by  the  Hondar 
powered  cars,  bnt  things 
worked  out  very  differently 
for  much  of  the  44-lap  race. 
Mansell  passed  Senna  to  lead 
on  lap  two,  but  six  laps  later  he 
in  turn  conceded  the  lead  to 
Prost. 

Mansell  regained  the  lead 
when  Prost  stopped  for  tyres, 
but  was  passed  again  three 
laps  Later  when  he  made  his 
own  routine  stop  at  half 
distance.  The  McLaren  and 
the  Williams  were  then  4.5sec 
apart  and  for  the  next  three 
laps  Mansell  steadily  dosed 
the  gap.  But  suddenly  his 
engine  seized  and  he  pulled  off 
the  track  to  leave  Prost  more 
than  half  a  minute  dear  of 
Piquet  and  going  away  from 


him.  “Until  the  engine  went 
everything  was  fine,”  Mansell 
said.  “And  Fm  confident  I 
would  have  caught  Alain.” 

In  fact,  he  would  not  have 
had  to  because,  without  warn¬ 
ing,  and  after  easing  up  to 
conserve  fuel,  Prost's  dash¬ 
board  lights  started  flashing, 
there  was  a  sudden  misfire, 
and  then  the  engine  cut  out' 
with  alternator  failure.  “Sorry, 
Alain.”  said  technical  director 
Gordon  Murray  when  his. 
driver  returned  to  the  pits  on 
the  back  of  Piquet’s  car.
